Nowe fozaſmuch as we oughte to come to the readinge of 
Hiſtoꝛies, ſo muche the better furniſhed, as an Viſtozye is 
moꝛe repleni ſhed and laden with plenteous fruite :and foz 
as muche as it is as difficulte a mattor, to giue right iudge 
mente ot another mannes lyle as of his owe. and that no 


manne is able (be he neuer ſo ſharpe ſighted in this caſe)to

both are to bee vnderſtanded: namely that there is in this 
caſe very great difficultneTe,and alſo to longe time befozo 
we enterpziſe hereunto, weonght not only to haue a little 
ſmatche of ciuill pollicy:but alſo, that we ought to be fully 
reſolued and eſtabliſhed in our ſelues, as concernyng the 
whole tenour of our life:onles we will continually wauer 
in our mindes, and be miſerablp led about with vayne ima ⸗ 
ginacions of this life like vn to ghoſtes.

Such men gapne nothyng moꝛe by the readyng of 
an Hiſtotpe, than they that playe vpon a harpe oz alute ts 
dziue away the time, as a man would ſape, to paſſe ouer the 
froubleſomneſſe of the time pzeſent,ſhoztlye after to enter 
into a greater and moze froublefome conflia wyth them 
ſelues. Fo2 it is no pleaſure that hath not reſpec vnto ber- 
tue. Otherſome the glyttering gloſſe of glozy ſo much pꝛic⸗ 
keth foꝛ ward and ( which in other matters is vnſtableneſſe 
of minde) to no purpoſe tranſfozmeth, that they thinke no⸗ 
thynge to great foz theym , noz nothynge to farre aboue 
their reache : quyte fozgettpng that thoſe gloꝛpous exams 
ples are not ſet fozthe by wzpters foz any other intent, than 


that ſuche as reade them E vertue, mape * 
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to contemne glozy yf none be offered,o tit a 
not to be pꝛoud and arrogant foz it. And although that none 
but fooles, will go about to aſpire to the lyke glozge with⸗ 
out the lyne vertue : yet not withſtandynge wee lee ſome,. 
which foz none other cauſe but that they haue reade the na; 
ble aces of others, do thinke them ſelues hyghe wyle men, 
and take much vppon theym: like vnto players of Trage 
dies, who when they haue put of thapparell, wherein they 

played the partes of moſt noble perſonages » do alſocouns 
terfet them in countenaunce and behautour, Lhere ar alſo 
(and thoſe not a fewe.) whyche delyghte onely in ſtraunge 
thynas and wonders, men of vulgare and rude vnderſtan⸗ 
dynge who after the maner of thunſkylfull people, often 
times make moꝛe of a mannes gape cote, than of the per- 
ſon hym ſelke, and moꝛe of the ontwarde ſhewe than of the 
woꝛke. So wonderfull a power hath an Hiſtozpe, to wozke 
in the mindes of the Readers, Nowe, wheras it is the chie⸗ 
feft point that belongeth to an Hilozye , to ſtyzre vp the 
minde of man from ſlonthfulneſſe , and to fence it agapnſt 
all daungers:and that the ſtrength ok examples then the 
whyche there is nothing ol greater foꝛce to perſwade any 
diſlwade) tneſpectally tendeth to that ende and purpoſe if 
commeth to paſſe thꝛough the careleſſe ſecurity.of menne. 
(beleuing that other mennes perilles perteine nothyng to 
them lelues) that ſuche thinges as are moſt wozthy of re⸗ 
membzaunce , are herd and read with deaffe and ſtopped 
eares. Finallpe there be (whiche a man would not belene) 
that tranſgreſſe euen agapnſte the verp ſame parte that 
conteineth moſte graue and earneſt matters: as though 
thinges ſhould be wꝛytten, not as they were done in deve, 
but as they ought to haue bene done. Therefoꝛe partly by 
meanes of that careles ſecuritye, and partlye by meanes of 
that ſarfet ot rache and vnadnſſed reading, it commeth to 
pale, thatleuen as it were ot coꝛrupt humours ) a certapne 
cozrupt, 
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cozruptneſſe of iudgement, and peruerſeneſſe of opinion, 
(which ought fo be moſt vpright and ſound as cocerning. 
the life and an vnſtedkaſte and ſlipperye trade and tenoz 
of liuing is taken vp: t that in like wiſe as fo inoꝛdinate 
perſons, their meate doth them no good: euẽ in lyke caſe, 
there commeth no pꝛokyte at all to vs of our readyng, 
J thinke you map nowe percepue,how the maner of rea- 
ding Hiſtozies, and of loking vpon a mannes like, is well 
nye al one. And the greateſt difficultie is this. mean the 
frowardne fſe of our owne iudgemẽt, which cauſeth vs to 
be dziuen, not that way that the eramples ought to beare 
greateſtiwap of them ſelues, but that way that our mind 
is maſt entlined and bent vnto. This is alſo another, and 
ok no leſſe foꝛce than thother afoꝛelapd, that wziters do in 
ſuch wiſe ſet fozth thinges,y they not only ſeke to be wel 
liked, but alſo{folowing as it were the taſt of their owne 
mouthes as thowgh they were foꝛgers of it them ſeues,) 
giue their tudgement and verdit vpon matters :extolling. 7 
ſome thinges with high commendacions, as though they 41 
would haue al other men to like thoſe things, which they Wo 21 
molt fanci-* the ſelues . Which thing it ſo be it they dyd | 
without colour, it were eaſier to conſent oz diſſeat ther- 
kro. But nowe in like wiſe, as Cookes haue oftentymes 
moꝛe regard to the belly, then to their maiſters commo. 
ditie and pꝛofite:euen ſo would God that the waiters of. 
Hikfoztes, foz the moſt part, ſought not ſo much to pleaſe 
and entice the Reader. Therfoze by two meanes are wer 
led a wꝛpe, that is to ſap, by our owne iudgement, and by 
the fozeſpeaking of the wꝛiters, as by them that wzit not 
matters playnely and ſincerely. Foz an Hiſtoriographer 
is but an repozter of thinges done: with whoſe iudzemet 
lit there be any fault therin)itftandeth in likecaſe, as w 
a pece of wine, which(of it ſelfe being god, pleaſaut, and 
beawtiful)doth either take an euil talent of the Caſke,9d; 
els is otherwyſe marred, be mingling ſome other thyng 


with it, whiche is eyther a ſhamekull and infollerable 
| A. ili. deceite- 
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detepte, oz els a point ot᷑ extreme follyand ignoꝛaunte. It 
is to be ſeene by this one example, what matter the fudge- 
ment of the wziter maketh . A man of rawe adutſement, 
that attributeth the bzinging to paſſe of great matters to 
mans pollicte : although that by the determinacion of ſo 
many things, he pꝛoue himſelte a lper: pet be caſteth men 
into a great folly ; as whoſe knowledge (do the bell they 
can) being ſcarce able to wey and cdſider accoꝛdinglip, the 
thinges that lie befoze their eies, their power and ſtrẽgth 
not much erceding þ litle woꝛmes becauſe of one pzoſpe- 
rous ſucceſſe,raſhely takcth vpon it the rule of the whole 
wozld.But ſuch ama as is otherwiſe enfozmed, teaching 
that thinges are in dede put in execution by the pollicie of 
man, but pet ruled and gouerned by the pꝛouidence of gd 
deliuereth men both from follp, and alſo fro another miſ⸗ 
chiefe as great as that, which is fuperfticion.1By the reſi- 
due, ſuch as be good mẽ ( whoſe ſtudy is altogether employ 
ed about matters apperteining to God) ought to knows 
what difference there is betwene eche of them, and what 
their dutie is. giue this warning firſt of all foz this pur- 
poſe, that fozalmuch as am of apinion, that ſuch kind ot 
authours are to be read (though it be foz nothing els but 
fo the great aboudaunce of examples that they entreate 
of) young men ſhould alſo thinke this, how circumſpecly 
and carefullyfhey ought to be read,conſidering how great 
kruites oz diſcommodittes ars in them pꝛopounded. Foz it 
happeneth in like caſe to ſuch as imagine that an Hiſtozy 
may be read oner lightly, 02 the lite be paſſed ouer vnad- 
niſedly, without the exaa obſeruing t executing of a mas 
duty: as it doth to men of the conntrey, which in the ſac- 
king ok a citie, come to the rifling of ſome Apothecartes 02 
Grocers ſhoppe, plenteouſly furniſhed with all thinges 
belonging to the crafte,and being allured with the ſwete- 
neſſe of the confecfons and ſpices which they chance firſk 
to lay their handes on. thinking all the reſidue to beof the 
ſame lozte do cate ſippe,deuour,cramme in, and lycke by 
a

ES ther if were foz deſpze of lyke re- 
nowne and glozp z f koʒ pleaſure that he had in the varie⸗ 
tie and ſtraungeneſſe ot the woꝛke, compiled as well the 
biſto:tes of the Grekes, as the Hiſtozies of all the whole 
woꝛld beſtdes, in the Latin tung: to thentent, that as our 
Chꝛonicles are redde in Græke, ſo the Chꝛonicles of the 
Grekes might be red in dur tung alſo . Mherein he en⸗ 
terpʒziſed a piete of wozke of great payne both to bodye 
and mtnde. Foꝛ ſepng that many Authours, whiche haue 
taken vpon them to put in waiting the doinges of ſome 
one king, oꝛ ot ſome one pecultar kind of people,do thinke 
theym ſelues to haue taken a matter of great weyght in 
hand: mape we not woꝛthelpe thinke Pompeius to haue 
bene as bolde as Hercules, that durſt sduenture vppon 
the whole woꝛld: in whoſe bookes are centeined the doin- 
ges of all ages, of all Ringes, of all nacions, t of al coun⸗ 
trepes: And thoſe thinges that the Greeke Chꝛoniclers 
haue entreated vpõ diſoꝛderly, as euery mi thought moſt 
tonuenient foꝛ him ſelfe, all the ſame thinges hath Poms 
peius (placing them in their times, and ſetting the in due

oꝛder) compiled in Hiſtoꝛye, omitting all ſuch thynges as 


were not pꝛofitable to be ſpoken of . Therekoze of theſe 
rliiii. volumes, foꝛ ſo many did Pompeye ſet foꝛth) by lea⸗

leauing ont ſuch things wherof the knowledge could not 
haue delyghted, noz pet were neceſſarye foꝛ example: J 
haue gathered as it were a litle bundle of flowzes,to the 
tent that ſuch as haue learned Greeke might haue wher⸗ 
by to be admaniched, and they whiche haue not learned 
Greeke,wherby to be inſtruded.

— J lawes to binde the people to their 
obedfence. The commanndementes of the Pzinces were 
in ſtead of lawes, their tuſtome was rather to defend than 
to enlarge the bozders of their kingdome. None bare 
dominion out of his owne cofifrep.Ninus king of Thaſſ 
rians was the firſt that altered thts olde and auncient cu. 
ſtome of al nacfons,thzongh a deſire ofbcaring rule. Foz 


he was the firſt that made warre vpon his net * 
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x conquered the nations which pet wilt not how to make 

reſiſtence, euen vents the bozters of Affrike. There were 

befoze his time two auncient kinges, Vexores king of E- 

gipt,and Tanais king of Scithia, of which the one made a 

vopage into Pontus, and the other into Egipt. But they 

made warre a farre ot, and not nere home: not to get do- 

minion to themſelues, but to winne honour to their ſubs 

feces: and ſo being ſatiſfied with viddoꝛp, they abſteyned 
from bearing rule. But Ninus enlarged his empire by cõ· Deſire of ho⸗ 
tinuall ſeizing into his poſſeſſion ſuch countreyes as he nour the fyzit 
wonne. By reaſon wherof hauing ſubdued his netghbozs, cot warte 
and iopning their power vnto his, and ſo going alwayes 

ſtronger to the nert, eche loꝛmer victoꝛp being an occaſion 

of furtheraunce to the next following he conquered all 

the Eaſt part of the woꝛlde. The loſt field that he fought 

was with Zoroaſtres king of the Bactriãs, who is repozted 

to haue bene the firſt inuenter of arte Pagike, Tdiligent- Tye nuentis 
ly to haue ſearched out the beginning ot the woꝛld, and the ot magicke + 
moutng of the ſtarres. This Zoroaſtres being ſlain, Ninus ##roncmy , 
himſelf alfo died, leauing behind him a ſonne as then vn. 
der age, called Ninus, by his wife Semiramis. She durſt 
neither commit the gonernment of the Empire to þ child zn example 
vnder peres ol diſcretion, noz pet her ſelfe meddle with it gf * potiityke 
openly. And therfoze conſidering that ſo many «4 ſo migh · og 
ty naciõs which ſcarcely by their good willes would obey 

à man, would much leſſe obey a womã: where as ſhe was 
Ninus wife, ſhe counterfeited her ſelf to be his ſonne, an 

wheras ſhe was a woman, ſhe counterfeſted hir ſelfe to be 
a boy, And ſhe might well da it. Foz both the mother and 
tbe ſonne were of a meane ſtature, and had a ſmal vopce, 
and in making and pzopozcion of body,they were one like 
another. Therfoze ſhe put on mans apparell and clo ſe ho- 
ſen, and ware on her head a kynde of copfe called Tyara. 

And becauſe folke ſhoulde not miſtruſt any thyng to lpe 
hidden vnder this newe founde attyze, ſhe commannded 


the peoplgto be apparelled after the ſame ſozte, whiche 
. kinde 
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kinde of atty2e all Thaſſiriaus haue euer bſed from that 
dap to this Thus at the fyzit by connterfayting the kynd 
ſhe was taken foz a boye . 
nertueoner Afterward the atchleued manye noble enterpziſes by the 
cometh enup, Jreatneſis whereof, when ſhe thoughte ſhe had out rrome 
enupe, ſhe confeſſed who ſhe was, and whom ſhe counters 
fryted Neptherdid this thing dimintſhe the honoure of 
hir eſtate „ but rather encreaſed hir renowne, that ſhe 
be ing a woman, had ſurmounted in pꝛoweſſe not onely 
The building women, but allo men. She butlded Babilon and encloſed 
of Gabon. it with a wall of bꝛicke enterlayed with ſand and Bytu⸗ 
| men, which is a kynd of ſlimpe moztar, pſſutngout ofthe 
ground, in diuers places of that countrye. Pany other 
noble enterpꝛiſes did this Queene atchieue. Foz beynge 
not content to mayntepne theſtate of themppꝛe, as her 
huſbande lefte it. ſhe ſubdued Aethyop thereunto. | 
Andbeſydes that. ſye made warre vpon Inde, wher into 
neuer any man entered, ſauing ſhe and great Alexander. 
Sem ramis At the laſt, vnnaturallpe defiryng to companpe with her 
— her gwne ſonne, ſhe was by him ſlapne , when ſhe had repg- 
owne tonne. ned xlii. peares after the death ol her huſband Ninus. 
Hir ſonne Rinus being contented with the countrepes 
wonne by his parentes, lapd aſide all Chtualrye , and 
knigythode,and as though he had chaunged nature with 
his mother. he was ſeldome ſcene ot men, but ſpente hys 
tyme among a ſozte of women. Mis poſterity alſo follo - 
wynge his erample, gaue aunſ were to the people by meſ- 
ſengers. The Aſlirians whiche alter warde were called 
Spꝛians, hild the Soneretntfe,1300.yeres, The laſt that 
reigned amonge thepm, was Sardanapalus, a man moze 
nyes than any woman. Unto whoſe pꝛeſence Arbactus 
whom he had made lieuetenaunt ouer the Medes) beyng 
by long ſute and much intreataunce hardly at length ad⸗ 
mitted, (which thing was neuer graunted to any man be 
foꝛe) oud him amog a ſoꝛte ot᷑ his cõcubines ſpinning pur 
ple on a rocke, in womans apparatle,paſing al the womẽ 
there

there in ſofteneſſe of body,andatceneſſe of counte naunce 
and weyeng out to eche of them their taſae. at the whiche 
ſight Arbactus diſdapning, that ſo many men ſhold be ſub —— ru⸗ 
fect to ſuch a woman, and tha? ſo many valiaunt knights = 5 4 de 
t men ot᷑ warre ſhould be ſabicetto a woma, went fozth greateſt hyug 
and tolde his peres what he had ſene:ſapeng, he could not domes, 
fynde in his hart to obey ſuche a one as had rather bo a 
woman thena man. Whe rupon the Lo2des-confedered 
them ſelues together and bad him battell. Who hearing 
thereof(not like a man entending to defend his kingdom, 
but as women are wont to do foz feare of death, firſte 
ſought acozner to hide his head, t ſoone after with a few 
and out of araye , came into thefelde, where beinge van- 
quiſhed, he retired into his pallace,+there making a great 
bonfire, caſt him ſelfe and all bis ryches therinto, plainge Chempyꝛe 
the man in this only point. After this, Arbactus the woꝛ · a 
ker of his cofuſton(which befoze was lieuetenaunt ouer % 
the Medes), was made king. And he remoued the empy:e 
krom the Aſſirians to the Medes. Jn pꝛoceſſe of tyme after | 
many kinges, by oꝛder of deſcent,thekingdomecame vn- agyages and 
to Aſtyages. This mahauing none iſſue ſauing one only ot his dꝛeamc. 
daughter,dzeamed that he ſaw ſpzing out of her pꝛiuities 
a vine whoſe bꝛaunches ſhold enerſhadow all Aſia . The 
interpꝛetours ot dꝛeames t wõders being aſked theyz ad- 
uice in the matter, made aunſwere that bys daughter 
ſhould bzing him fozthe a nephew whoſe greatneſſe was 
by his viſion detlared beloꝛe, and that by him he ſhoulde 
bedepoſedfrom his kingdome. The king being ſtriken in — Wan: 
feare with this interpzetacion, maried his daughter net-2 dane : 
ther to a Noble man, noꝛ to one oft his owne coutrey, lealt 
the nobilitie of the parentes myght encourage hys ne- 
phewe to take much vpon him: but vnto a man ot meane 
eſtate andlining of the countreye of Perſia, which in thoſe 
dayes was reputed as a baſe-conntrepe,and of no regard Che LIN 
oꝛ eſtimatiõ. And yet being not by this acte quite diſpat- t Aſtrages. 
ched of the keare ol his dꝛeame, he ſent foz bys doughter 
great 
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great with childe, that as ſoone as ſhe were deliuered, he 
might fe the babe killed. Aſſoone as the childe was bozne, 
it was deliuered to be \layng, vnto Harpagus chert ot the 
kinges counfaple. Harpagus fearing t hat if after the de⸗ 
ceaſe ot the king. (becaule he had no yſſue male tofuccede 
him, the kingdome ſhould deſcend vnto his doughter, che 
would reuenge the death or her childe vpon him beyng a 
ſubtecte, which ſhe could not do vpõ her father:delinered 
the childe to p kinges herdman to caſt tt awap. By chaũce 
That God the very lame tyme the herdman him ſelfe had a fonne 
Ht 1 yane ar bone his wifetherfoze hearing of the caſting awaye of 
bc loſt. the kfnges child, earneſtly beſought hir huſband to fetche 
the childe vnto hir that ſhe might ſee it. 
The ſhepeherd ouercome with the earneſt intreataunce 
of his wife, returned into p wood, where he found a bytche 
geuing the childe ſucke , and defending it from fonles 
and wilde beaſtes. Then being moued with pitie to lar the 
bytche ſo pitifull, he toke vp the childe and bare it home to 
his cottage, the bytche folowing him egerlp all the waye. 
Aſſoone as the woman tooke the babe in hir armes, he 
ſmiled and played with hir. as though he had knowen hir, 
and there appeared in him ſuchachearfulneſſe, and as it 
were acertapne (milfng t flattering countenaunce that 
Hcrodatus ſhe deſpzed the ſhepeherd her huſband, to caſt awaye hys 
_ 2 owne childe, andſuffer her to bꝛyng vp that in the ſted of 
ine dead. t: luch was the good foztune of the childe oz els the hope 
that chee ol him conceyued. And ſo the deſtinie of the two 
childꝛen being chaiged. the kinges nephew was bzought 
vp foz the ſhe peherdes ſonne, and the ſhepeherdes ſanne 
was caſt away foꝛ the kinges nephew The nources name 
was atter ward called Sparcon.foz ſo do 5̊ Perſians terme 
a bytche in theyꝛ language. The child beyng bzoughte vp 
Cyꝛus is cho amonge the ſhepeherdes, was named Cyrus. And in the 
wong chi dgk. meane tyme bepng by lot choſen king among child;enas 
they were playing: wbhẽ in ſpoꝛte he whipped ſuch as were

The kyng maruaplinge 
of his audacitye, came in remembꝛaunce of his dꝛeame, 
and the interpꝛelacion therot:and ſoa when both the coun⸗ 
tenaunceof the child and alſo his likneſle vnto him ſelfe, 

the time of his caſting awaye, and the examination of the 

thepeberd agreed in one , he acknowledged him to be hys 

nephewe. And foꝛ bycauſe he thoughte him ſelfe diſpat 

ched of his dꝛeame (in as much as the child had played the 

kyng among the ſhepeherdes he relented his diſpleaſure, Choutrage⸗ 
as to himward.

eſtate, Harpagus beyng warned wyth ſoꝛo we foz the loſſe The lett 

of his ſonne wꝛate vnto him howe his graund father had — 2

Foz where 
as riches be:there alſo is touetouſneſſe, would God that 
all other nations could bie the lie ſtayedneſſe and koꝛbea⸗ 
ring ot other mens goodes. Certes then ſhould there not 
be ſo much warre and m ſo longecontinu⸗ 
aunte as there is in all landes.

Bozeoner there is 
ſuch a do when the waues mete, that a man ſhall ſee ſome 
as it were running away dzowned in the whoꝛlpoles, and 
falling into the bottom of the Sea:and other (ome in ma- 
ner of conqueroures p2oudlye beare them ſelues a lokte. 
And againe ye ſhall heare in one place the rozing of the 
raging tide, and in an other place as it were the ſighing of 
it as it ſinketh into the gulf, And to the encreaſe thereof 
maketh alſo the nere, and continuall burning of the moũ⸗ 
tain Aetna, and of Aeolus iles, as though the fire were nos 
riſhed with the wafer, Foz it is not poſſible that ſo great a 
fire ſhould otherwiſe continue ſo long ſeaſon togither in 
ſo ſmall aroome , onles it were nouriſhed by moyſture. 
Hereupon therefoze grew the tales of Scylla and Charib- 
Scylla and dis, hereupon came it that men hard the barking of doges, 
Tharibdis. hereupon men beleened that they ſawe monſters, who in 
ſapling that way, beyng feared with p nopſe of the waues 
falling into the great gulks, imagined the waues to bark, 
whiche was nothinge els, but the noyſe of the waters be⸗ 
tinge one againſte an other as they were ſwoped by vio⸗ 
tencetnto the whoꝛlpoles.

Df the nuͤber of theſe tyꝛantes, there was an example 
one Anaxilaus, that ſtriued againſte the cruelty of the o- of iuſtice and 
thers with tultice > whoſe modeſt gogernaance pꝛofited aan guns 
him not alitle. Foz when he wasdeparted out of this life, the krupte 
{eautng his childzen very pong vnder the tuition and go- thercot. 
uernement ok a truſty ſeruant of his called Mycithus, he 
was ſo well beloued of all his ſubſectes , that they were 
contented to obey his ſeruaunt,rather then to fozſake his 
childzen. and that the Pꝛinces ol thecitte fozgetting their 
eſtate, ſuffred the kingdome to be ruled by a bonoman. 
The Carthaginenſes aſſapd to conquer themppꝛe ok Srcill. 
and fonght a long ſeaſon with the kinges thereof, ſome- 
fimefothepz gayne,and ſometime to their lofle. 

At length when they had loſte their graund Capitayue Rede moꝛe 
Hamilcar and all his hoſte, her hartes were diſconraged, bercof in the

| — to tbeir reſcue. Within a while alter, when the Sy- 
1 racuſanes obſerued not the peace faithfully,they ſent their 
1 Ambaſſadours againe to Athens, who in vnhandſome ap⸗ 
1 parel with long heads « long beardes, framing their coi 
tenaunce t geſture as much as might be to pꝛouoke pſty, 


came ſozowfnlly befoze the people. In making their coma 
platnts. 
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ned foꝛ withdzawing their ſuccozs from them. Mherkoꝛe 
a great nauy was ſent fozth,wherof were appointed cap⸗ 
taines, Nicias, Albiciades,and Lamachus , and they entred 
Sicilie with ſuch a power, p euen they whome they came 
to defend were afrapde of them. Shoztly after Albiciades 
beyng ſent fo: home to aunſwer tocertatneenditementes 
that were put againſt him, Nicias and Lamachus foughte 
two pzoſperous battels vpon the land, & ſone after ſo en- 
cloſed their enmies on all ſides, that they could haue nep⸗ 
ther reſcue noꝛ vicailes fro Þ ſea, The Syr acuſanes being 
ſo ſo2e diſtreſſed, deſired help of the Lacedem onians. Unto 
them was ſent no mo but only Gylippus,bat he was ſuch 
a one as was wozth all thehelpe thep had beſide. Foz be 
hearing of the manner of the war, x percepuing his com 
plices to be bzought to alowe ebbe, rapſed a power partly 
in Grece, & partlp tn Sicill,q toke ſuch a pete of ground as 
he thought merte fo2 two hoſtes to encounter in. Ulhere 
bepug twiſe put to the wozſe, at the third encounter he 
flne Lamachus, put his enmies to ſlight, t rapſed the ſiege. 
But when Gylippus perceiued that the Atheniens remo⸗ 
ued from the land, to battell on the Sea, he ſent foz the nay 
up ol Lacedemon to apd him. Which thing being knowen 
at Athens, they alſo to ſupply the rowme ok the captapne 
that was fatne, ſcnte Demoſthenes i Enrymedon u ith a 
new furniture of ſouldiers. The Peloponeſians alſo by a 
common decree of all the cities, ſent great aid to the Syra- 
cuſanes, t all the power that either part could make, was 
ſent thither, as though ß warre had bene remoued out ot 
Grece into Sicilie. Therfoze at the firſt encoũter vpon the 
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plainte they wept, : with their humble ſubmiſſion ſo mo⸗

his loſſes. But among the Lacedemonians, Alcibiades He deſerued 
greate pzoweſſe wan him moze enuy then thanke. Ther⸗ e. 
foze hen the Pꝛinces laid wait ſecreatly to hill hym by 
treaſon,as an ennempe to their gloꝛy: Alcibiades hauing 

knowledge therofby the wife of king Ag's (with whome 
he had committed aduoutry, ) led to Liſlaphernes kynge

This Ozation liked Tiſſaphernes very well, 
wb er vppon he allowed them not ſo liberall expenſes, nei 
ther ſent he koꝛth all the kings flete, leaſt he ſhould either 
gene them the vicozte out ot hand, oʒ els conſtraine them 
to bzeake vp the warres In the meane ſeaſon Alcibiades 
did thus much foz his countrey men, that when the Athe· 
niens ſente their AmbaCadours vnto him, he pꝛomiſed to 
get them the kinges kaudur, it ſs be it that the adminiſtra⸗ 
tion of the common wealth were remoned from the peo⸗ 
ple, into the Senatoures handes.Yoping thereby. that yt 
the Citpe agreed well, he ſhould be choſen captaine of the 
warre by they: common aſſente , oz els pl there aroſe any 
variaunce betwene the two eſtates, he ſhouldbe called tg 
the ayde of the one part. But the Athe niens ſeing the daũ · 
ger ofthe warre that they were wꝛapped in, had moze refs 
pec of their ſafegarde then ol they honour. 

Therfoze with the good will of the people, the goner- 


naunce of the common wealth was put into the handes of 


the Senatours. Who thꝛaugh a certayne pꝛide, natural - 
ly engraffed-fn that eſtate, dealing cruelly with the peo⸗ 
ple, and euery of them taking vppon him like a Lozd, the 
ſouldiours called home the baniſhed Alcibiades, and made 
him aAdmirall of the Sea. Mhereuppon immediatlp, he 
ſent wooꝛde to Athens, that hee woulde incontinentlpe 


out of the foure hundꝛed Senatoures handes , whither 
they woulde oz no, onleſſe they ſurrendzed it vp of theyz 
The greate men of the citie beyng ſo2e troubled with 
this meſſage , firſfe attempted to betrape the Towne —

the Lacedemonia » which thing beyng not able to bꝛing 
to paſſe, they willingly foꝛſooke their Countrep, and be- 
came as baniſhed men. Albiciades therefoze hauing delt- 
uered his tountrey from in warde ſedition, furniſhed his 
ſhips with all diligence poſlible, and ſo pꝛoceded into war 
fare againſt the Lacedemonians. Now Mindarus f Phar. 
nabazus the Captaines ofthe Lacedemomans, with thep2 
ſhippes furntſhed like wiſe, awaiting his comming. The 
battel beyng fonght, the viao2te fell to the Atheniens. In 
this conflict the greater parte of the armpe, and almoſt all

In the meane ſeaſon the Carthagi- 
nenſes made warre in Sicill,by reaſon whereof the Siracu⸗ 
ſanes were kaine to cal home their ſuccozs to defend their 
own. The Lacedemonians beyng therby vtterlydeſtitute 
of all ayde , Alcibiades with his vitoztous naup, waſted 
the coaſte of Aſia, fought battelles in diners places, and 
enery where gettinge the vicozte , reconered the Cities 


whiche were turned from the Atheniens, and winnyng 


diners 4 new, ſubdued them to thedominion of the Athe- 


niens. And ſo hauing recouered his auncient renowne in Bis trium⸗ 


battell on the Sea, with augmentation thereof by con. 
queſtes on the lande, he returned to Athens fo the greate 
reioptement of all his Citeʒens. In all theſe battels were 
taken ok their enemies, two hundꝛed ſhippes and a great 
pꝛay. To beholde this triumphant return of the army, all

be wont. Wlherfoze they honoured him not as a man, but 
as a God, the ſtriued with them ſelues, whither they had 
bantſhed him moꝛe ſpitefully , oz called him home agalne 
moze honozably. They bzought the ſame Gods with them 


fo; foy to welcome him home, by whiche not long befoze 


they had acurſed him. And whom ok late they had foꝛbiddẽ 
all mans helpe, now and ff they tould, thep would haue ſet 
him in heauen They recompenſe his deſpite with honoz, 
bis harmes with rewardes, and his curſes with bleſſings. 
There was no talke among them of the battels that her 
loſte in Sicill, but of the vide hat he wonne in Grece. 
There was no ſpeaking of the ſhippes that he had loſt, but 
of the ſhippes that he hadde taken. The Syracuſanes were 
fo:gotten,and there was no talke but ot his conqueſtes in 


Ionia t Helleſpont, Thus was Alcibiades neuer meanelp 


hated, noꝛ meanely honoured of his coutrey men. 
Mbile theſe thinges were a doing, among the Laces 
demonians Lyſander was made Captaine generall of the 
warres both by ſea and by land, And in ted of Tiſſapher- 
nes, Darius King of Perſians hadde made his ſonne Cyrus 
Lientenant of Ionia t Lydia, who aided the Lacedemoni- 
ans in ſuch wiſe both with men and monp, that he bzought 
them inhope to recouer theyꝛ fozmer eſtate, Being thers 
foe thus encreaſed in ſtrength, and bearing that Alcibia- 
des was gone into Aſia with a naup of a hundzed *

whikes he was there ſpoilinge the countrey, whiche was Ouerfigbt 
growne riche by long continuaunce of peace, and toke no pernitious in 
bede to his ſouldioures,but ſuffred them fo2 couetouſneſſs © Taptaine.

a deſpapꝛe, that foꝛth with they pat away Alcibiades, and

warres, but thꝛough the treaſon of theyzcaptaynemoze gapne, = 
regardinge the olde diſpleaſure, then the benefites newly 

beſtowed vpon him. And that he had vanquiſhed his enne⸗ 

mies in the fozmer battels , bat onelp to ſhe w them what 

a captapne they had deſpiſed, and to ſelle them the vicozis 

the derer. And to ſap the truth Alcibiades hadde ſo ſutle a 
hed, and was there with ſo much geuen to vice and lende- 

neſſe of behauiour, that it was like inough he wold wozke 

ſuche a thinge. Fearinge therefoze the diſpleaſure of the 

people in thepꝛ rage, of his owne will he banniched him 

elt agayne Then Conon beyng put in the rowme of Al- 

erbiades, hautng befoze his eyes what a captayne he hadde 
ſucceded,farniſhed his naup with all diligence and ware» 

nefls that migbte bee, But there wanted men to furniſhe 

the ſhippes , fo; the ſtoute ſt and ſtrongeſt Souidioures 
were loſt in the fozraging of Atta. Notwithſtanding , old 
menne and berdleſſs bopes were armed, and ſo filled vppe 
the nomber of Souldioures, without anyefkrength ofths 
hoſte. Pet foꝛ alt that, they letted not to encounter with 
they: ennemtes, by whome like weake and vnable Soul- 2 great lau- 
dioures, they were euery where beaten downe,oz els tay Shen 
ken running awape. And there was ſache a deſtruction, 
what of them that were layne, and what of them that 


weretaken, that not onely the Empyꝛe but euen the very 
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Amame ok bent tements be vtterly extincte. Bythe 
which battell they were bꝛoughte to ſolowe an ebbe, and 
left ſo bare, by reaſon all thevꝛ warlike men were conſas 
med and ſpente , that they were dꝛiuen to let thetr city to 
fraungers,to ſet their bondmen fre; and to geue pardon 
to ſuch as were condemned tody. And with thts route of 
ralkals, wherof thepꝛ armp was compact, they (which late 
ly befoze were Loꝛdes of all Grece,) werenowſaarſe able 
Th: courag eto maintaine theyꝛ owne liberty, Neuertheleſſe they de- 
of Thathe⸗ fermined pet once againe to try theyz foztune vppon the 
nieas. ſea, So ſtout were theyꝛ ſtomacks, that wheras a little be⸗ 
foze they were in deſpatre of theyꝛ owne ſafegarde, they 
were now in god hope to get the bidoꝛie. But thoſe were 
not the ſouldioures that were able to vphold the honoz of 
Athens, nepther was that the power wher with they were 
wont to geue their enemies the ouerthzow, neither was 
there ſuch knowledge of keats in armes in thoſe that had 
They: laſte bin trayned in pꝛyſon, and not in the camp. Therfoꝛe they 
ouerthzow Were all eyther llaine oz taken pꝛiſonners. The captapne 
and ſlaugh⸗ Conon which eſcaped alone from the batfell , fearing the 
wes cruelty of his countrey men.toke viti.thippes, and ſapled 
to Euagoras king of Cyprus. But the captapne of the Las 
cedemonians hantng atchened all thinges p:oſperouſly, 
pꝛoudlp refoyſing at thadnerſity ot his enemies, ſence the 
ſhippes that he had taken ( withall the botp gotten in the 
warres ) decked in manner ok triumph vnto Lacedemon, 
reteyued by compoſitfon all the cities that were tributary 
to the Atheniens, whiche as pet continued in theyz obedi- 
ence.becauſe they knew not to what end the warre would 
tome, ltuing nothing vnder p dominion of the Atheniens, 
ſane only the bare citp.Ot᷑ all the which miſeries when ti⸗ 
I Rhetozica! dings came to Athens, all þ people foꝛſaking their houſes

home ſo foze did the feeling of that miſfoztune pierce vato 
all ages.Thep met together in the market ſtede, and there 
all night long renewed their comon miſkoꝛtune with las 
mentation. Some made mone foꝛ their bzothers,ſome foz 
their ſonnes, ſome fo: the ir fathers, ſome foz their kinſe- 
kolke, and other ſome foz frendes dearer then kinſefolke, 
and among their pztaate miſchaunces, was al wapes re- 
peated the common milfoztune, looking fo2 none other 
but pzeſent and vtter deſfracton both to themlelucs and 
to their conntrey,eſteming them that were aliue to be in 
wozſe caſe then them that were dead. Eche perſon letting 
befoze their eyes, beſiegement,bunger, and the arrogant 
enemy hauing them in his hand to wozke his pleaſure vs 
pon them. And therewith came to their remembzaun-e 
the onerthzow and burning of their citp, the captiuitie of 
themſelues, and the moſt miſerable bondage which they 
were all like to be bꝛought vnto. Thinking the firft oner- 
thꝛow of the citie by the Perſians, to be counted happp 4:1 
tompariſon, in the which their wiues t childꝛen, parenies 
and kinſfolke remapning in ſafe garde, they loſt nothyng 
but their houſes:wheras now they had no ſhips left to fle 
vnto foz ſuccour as they had done befoze : thzeugh whoſe 
helpe they might be defended till they were able to build a 
fairer Cittie. And as they were thus be walling their mil⸗ 
koʒtune and miſerp, their enemies comming vpon them, 
enuironed the towne with a ſiege, and conſtrapned them 
greatly with hunger. Foz it was well knowen that the ze 
were not many ſouldiours left aliue within the towne, 
and they were ſo ſtraightly loked to, that no new ſucco2s 
tould be bꝛought in. By which miſchieues the Atheniens 
being bꝛought low after long famine and daily peſtilence 
deſired peace. There was long debating betwene the La; 
cedemonians and their adherentes whether it was to bee 
graunted oꝛ no. When many gaue counſell vtterly to 
rote ont the name of the Atheniens,and to ſet the City on 


fire,the Spartanes ſaid they would not condiſcend, that 4

ade s, leaſt vnder pꝛetente of reſtozing their libertie, bs 

might inuade the common wealth againe. Foz hauing in 

The finalcnd tellfgence that he was gopng toward Artaxerxes kyng of 
ef Alcbiades Pei ſia, they ſent tertaine after hym in poſt, to cut hym of 
by the way, by whom he was ouertakẽ. But becauſe they 

could not kill him opẽlp, they ſet fire on his chaber where 

be ſlept, and burnt him vp quicke. The tirauntes bepng 

deliuered out of feare of this reuenger, with thetr ſlaugh 

ter, extoꝛcion, and rauthments,made euen a ſpoile of the 

The crueltye miſerable and wꝛetched outcaſfes that were left in the ti⸗ 
e the tirants tie. The which their doing when they vnderſtoode to diſs 
pleaſe one of their fellows, whoſe name was Theramenes 
fo the terroz of all the reſt they put hym to death. Mher⸗ 
upon glad was he that might get himſelfe out of the city, 
in ſo much that all Greece was fal of baniſhed men of A - 
thens,and pet euen that one oneiy refuge, was taken fro 
the pooze wzefches . Foz the Lacedemonians hadgenen 
ſtraight

fraightcharge,thatno citie ſhuld be ſo bold as to retelue 
the baniſhed men of Athens euertheles they withdzew 
themſelnes all vato Argos and Thebes, where they not 
onelp liued in daunger during the time of their exile, but 
alſo reteiued hope of recouering their Countrep. There 
was among the baniched men one Thraſibulus a ſtoute gy, ſoue ot 
man, and one that came of a noble houfe, who thinkpng Thanbulus 
himſelfe bound to aduenture fo2 his country ſake,though tc his coun- 
it were with the feoperdy of his lite aTembled a companr 
of his baniched countrey men, and toke the caſtle Phyle 

in the territoʒie of Athens. And he wanted not the fauour 

of certatne Cities that had pitie of their miſerable eſtate 

and cruel handling, Foz Iſmenias pzince of the Thebanes 
although he could not aide them openly with the power 

of his countrey, helped them with ſuche treaſure as hee The like ex⸗ 
had of his owne.And Lyſias an Oꝛatoꝛ ot᷑ Syracuſe beyng — of Ly⸗ 
the ſame time alſo a baniſhed man, ſent CCE CCC. ſouldi⸗ 

oures well furniſhed at his owne charges, to the apde of 

the country ef all eloquence. Therfoze anone after was 

a ſharpe encounter. 
But fozaſmuch as the one part fonght earneſtly foz 
the recouery of their countrey, and the other part neglt- 
gently foz the matntenaunce of other mens tiranny, ths 
tirauntes were put to the wozſe, and retirpng into the 
Citie whiche they had in manner waſtcd already wyth 
ſlaughter, and ſacked it. This done, hauing all the Athe- 
niens fn a gelouſie of treaſon, they commaunde them to 
remoue out ofthe Citie, and dwell in the armes of the 
walles that were bzakendowne, maintainyng their ſu · 
periozitie with fozraine ſouidioures. Afterwarde they 
wente about to coꝛrupt Thraſibulus, pꝛomiſing to make 
hym fellow of their Empire: whiche thyng they coulde 
not bꝛyng to effeae, they ſente foz apde to the Lacedemos 
mans, at thecommyng whereof, they made a ne we en⸗ 
counter. In whiche Critios and Hyppomachus the crus

being vanquiſhed, when their army(wherof the moſt part 
were Athemens) fledde toward the citie, T hraftbulus cal⸗ 
ling to them as loud as he could cry, demauded why they 
ſhould flee from him hauing obtained the vicozyp, and not 
rather helpe him as the defendo2 of the liberty ol them al: 
he bad them remember, that bis ſouldioꝛs were their own 
Citizens, and not their ent mies. And that he had not ta⸗ 
ken weapon in hand to the entent to take anp thing from 
them being vanquiſbed,but to the entent to reſtoꝛe them 
ſuch things as bad bin taken from them by others, pꝛo keſ⸗ 
ſing that he mate warre againſt the xxx tirantes, and not 


againſt the citie. Moꝛeouer he put them in remembꝛance 


of the kinrede, ok the lawes, ofthe rites and ceremonies 
common amongeſt them, and ot the compantonſhfp that 
hed bin betwirt them in ſo many battels in tymes paſt: be 
ſeching them to haue pitie vppon their baniſhed countrep 
men. And ik they could finde in their hartes to beare the 
voke of bondage ſo paciently themſclues, he be ſought thẽ 
to reſtoʒe him his countrp, and he would ſet them at liber⸗ 
ty agatne. He did ſo much with this perſwaſion, that when 
their army was returned into the citie, they commaiided 
the xrr.tirantes to depart vnto Eleuſis, and in their ſteade 
ſubſtituted other x to gouerne the commoa wealth. Who 
nothing abaſhed at the enſample of their pꝛedeteſloꝛs, fel 
to the ſame cruelty that they had exertiſed. While theſe 
things were a doinge: word was bꝛought to Lacedemon, 
that y Atheniens were ſharpe ſet vpon warre. The which 
to repꝛeſle they ſent their king Pauſanias, who hauing c6- 
paſſion of the banniſhed people,reſtozed the wzetched citi⸗ 


zens to their tountreyagalne, commaunding the r.tyzats 
to remoue oute of the Citye vnto Eleuſis ta the reſidue of 
their comyanye.Peace being by this meanes eſtabliſhed, 
within a tem dapes alter. the T irauntes (diſdapninge as 
much} the reſtitutiõ of the baniſhed Citiʒens, as their own 
depoſinges and bantſhment, as though a nother mannes

The mur⸗ 
ther of Perdicas ſemed ſo much moze heinous, in that not 
euen his litie childe could pzocure him mercy at his cruell 
mothers hand Philip therfoze 1 not vpon Philiptaketh 
him as king, but as p2otectoz of the infant. But when the the e 


country was ſoꝛe oppꝛeſſed with warre, and that it wolt Ai r! 
be to late to tary foz help vntill the childe came to age, he 
was cöpelled of the people to take the kingdom vpon him. 
ACone as he begone his trigne all men concetued great 
hope ot him, bothe foz his wit(whiche in manner all redy 
declared that he wold pꝛoue a great man and alſo 40 the 
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anctent P2opbectes of Macedonie, which ſapde that while 
one of the ſonnes ol Amintas reigned, theſtate of Mace- 
done ſhould be moſtfloziſhing: whiche hope e pꝛophecies 
eee tofulffl;there wer now no mo left aliue though the wic ⸗ 
dale of 933 keonefſe of thetr mother but only he, znthe beginning of 
tedone. his reign, when on thone ſide the murder ok his bꝛothers 
vnwoꝛthely lain, on the other ſſde the multitude ol hys 
enemſes, on a nother ſide the fear of treſon, 2 on another. 
ſide want of mon and artillery(the realme being in mas 
ner waſted and conſumed with continual warre,diſq uie · 
ted the minde of this pong ſouldloure, and that ſondzy na⸗ 
tions out of diuers places at one tyme flocked together as 
— ft wer by a common conſpiracp, to oppꝛeſſe Macedonie by 
bo mn or battell: Fos as muche as he was nut able to matche-them 
hilp. all at once, he thoughte it conuentent to diſpence with 
them.

The malice of the Thebanes and Beotians of very rancoz that bopled in

taine ot Greece againſt the Phocenſes,accozding as he had 
p:ofeſſet htmſelfe to ber. So ſoꝛe were they inflamed with 
hatred againſt p Phocenſes, that vtterly fozgetting their 
owne ſlaughters,thep had rather periſh themſelues, than 
ſuffer them vndeſtroped: and had rather to abide the crus 
eltp of Phillip which they had taſted of already, than foz- 
beare thetr enemies. On the contrary parte the Phocen- 
ſes with the ambaſſadours of Lacedemon and Athens, be- 
fought hym that he would not make warre, whiche they 
had already the tymes bought of at hys hand with their 
money. Surelp it was a foule and miſerable ſight, to be⸗ 
holde Greece (which euen pet both in ſtrength and digni⸗ 
fie was Pꝛinceſſe of the whole woꝛloe al wayes a conque⸗ 
reſſe of kinges and countreos, and as vet ſtill the Lady of 
many cities) daunſing attendaunt in a foꝛraine land and 
there entreating foz warre oꝛ peace, to hange altogether 
vppon another mans ſieug. And that the reuengers of the 
whole woꝛld, ſhold be bzought to that point thzough their 
own diſcoꝛd and cfuft warres, that they ſhould be glad to 


fawne vpon thoſe, who not long befoze were y vileſt _

of thefr retinue and hangers on: yea and that in eſpectal- 
ly to be done of the Thebanes and Lacedemonians, who 
lately befoze ruled the whole roſt betwirt them, ane now 
in the tyme that Greece bare the ſoueraigntie, were enut- 
ers one of anothers eſtate. 

Phillip in the meane ſeaſon foz the aduan-ement of his 
obne glozy,debated vpon the eſtate of ſo mighty Cities, 


deuiſi g of which he might make moſt accompt.And ther / Che tuttle v- 
foze when he had ſecretly heard the Ambalſades of both ſage of Phi⸗ 


partes ſeuerallp, he pꝛomiſed the one to diſcharge them of 
the warres,taking an othe ol them not to bewzap his an- 
ſwer to any man: and the other fo come and helpe them: 
fozbfdding either partie to feare oꝛ pꝛepare fo2 any war. 
Chꝛough this variable aunſ were it cam to paſſe, while 
euery man kept himſelfe in quiet, he toke the ſtraights of 
Thermopile, Then firſt ot ali the Phocenſes, perteyuinge 
themſelues entrapped by the pollicy of Philip, fearfullye 
toke the to their weapons. But they had no leaſure efther 
to kurniſhe their owne men oꝛ to lend foz fnccoz to theyʒ 
neighboꝛs: And Philip thꝛeatned to deſtroy them, onleſſe 
theo pelded. Being ther loꝛe onercom with neceſſity,they 
pelded them ſelues vppon condition of ſauftpe. But euen 
of as much fozce was this com poſitiõ, as was his pꝛomiſe 
befoꝛe to diſcharge them of the warres. Foz they were e- 
very wher ſlaine and ſpopled. The childꝛen wer not lefte 
to their parentes, noꝛ the wyues to their huſbands, noꝛ þ 
Images of the Goddes in the temples. One only comfozt 
had this wzetched people, that whereas Philip defrauded 
his owne com pantons of their part ot the pꝛape, they ſaw 
nothing ok theirs in their enemies hands. Whcn he was

The ſame time 

was Matheye king of the Scythians, who being onerchar- 

ged w the warres of þ Iſtrians, deſired help of Philip by 5 
Appollonians, pꝛomiſing to adopt him kin of Scythia, 

But in the meane ſeaſon the king of p Iſtrians departinge 

Che vrgrati⸗ out of this life,. deliuered the Scythians both from keare of 

tude of y king hattel, and from neade of help. Matheye therfoze ſending 

ot Scpthia. the Macedones home again, willing them to bear wozd to 

thetr maſter,that he neither requeſted him of ſuccour,noz 

pet gaue the Apollonians tomiſſion to adopt him. Foz nei⸗ 

ther had the Scythyans nerde of the reſkues of the Mace · 

dones, ſeing they were better men then they were, and as 

fot hefre her needed none, as longe as he hadde a ſonne 

ok his owne in healthe. Upon the reteyte ot this meſſage, 

Philip ſent Ambaſſadonrs to king Mattheye, requpzing 

ſomewhat to ward the charges of his ſiege, leaſt he ſhould 

be tonſtrapned thꝛough ponerty to bzeake vp his warres: 

To whiche requeſt he oughte of reaſon ſo muche the wyl- 

linglier to condeſcend, in that he did not allow the ſouldl⸗ 

ers that he ſent to his aide, ſo muche as conduit moneye, 

to kind them by the way. noꝛ gaue them anye re warde foz 

their gentlenes. Matthey ercuſing himſelfe by the erceſ- 

ſiue colde and barenneſſe of hys Countrep whiche was 

ſcarce able to pelde the Scithians fade, and muche leſſe fo 

enriche them with poſſeſſions, aunſwered, he had no ri⸗ 

cheſle wherewith to ſatiſfle ſo great a kyng, and theres 


koze 
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therefoze he thought it a greater tichondur to reward 
tim with to little, then to gene him nothing at all, 
Foꝛ the Scithians were eſteemed by the courage of minde 
and hardines of body, and not fo: their ſubſt aunce. Philip 
ſeyng himſelle ſkoꝛned in this wiſe, bꝛake vp his ſiege at 
Byzance, and bent his whole power againſt Scythia. And 
becauſe he would make them the moꝛe carelefle, he ſente 
his Ambaſſadoures befoze to declare vnto king Matthey, 
that while he beſieged Byzance, he vowed an image vnts 
Hercules, the which he was cõöming to erect in the mouth 
of the riuer of Danow, deſiring to haue peaceable acceſſe 
to the perfoꝛmaunce oł his vow to God ward ,foz he would 
not come otherwiſe then as a frende to the Scythians. The 
king ſent hym woꝛde that if he would perfozme his vowe, 
he ſhould ſend him the Image, pꝛomiſing that it ſhoulde 
not onelp be ſet vp, but alſo remapne and ſfand ſafe, But 
as to ſuffer any army to come within his boꝛders, that he 
dented vtterly. And ik he would attempte to place the J- 
mage whither the Scythians would oz no, he ſhoulde no 
foner be gone, but he woulde pull it downe againe, and 
turne the b2aſſe of it into ſpeare heades and arrow heads. 
The mindes of both parties being in this wtſe ſtirred, they 
encountred in open fielde, The Scythians whereas they 
were of greater power and mo in number, were notwith 
ſtanding ouercome by Phillippes pollicie. Twenty thous 
ſand women and childzen were taken p2t'oners, and a 
greatebotte of cattell, but of golde and ſiluer nothyng af 
all, whiche was a ſufficient triall and pꝛofe of the Scythi⸗ 

ans pouertie. Twenty P. fapꝛe Mares were ſente inte 

Macedone to bꝛede. But as Phillip returned out ot Scy- 
thia, the Tribals mette hym by the way, denping him paſ- 
ſage thoꝛough their countrep, vnleſſe they myght haue 
parte of hys botie, Berenppon they fell to wozdes, and 
ſone after to hande ſtrokes. In whiche ſkirmiſhe Phillip 
was ſo ſoꝛe wounded in the thyghe, that hys hozſe was 
flaine vnder him, and he left foz dead, by meanes whereof 

the 
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the botfc was loft. So the botie of Scythia beyng as it wer 
fo:ſpoke.hadliike to haue turned the Macedones to great 
ſoꝛow. Vet notwithtanding as ſone as he was recouered 
of his wounde, he made warre againſt the Atheniens, the 
which he had ſo long time betoze diſſebled. The Thebanes 
fo2 feere leaſt if the Atheniens, were ouercome,the baunt 
of the warre(ltke as when one neighboꝛs houſe is on fire) 
ſhould enſue vpothem toke part with the Atheniens and 
ſo a league being takenbetwene theſe two cities, which a

Foꝛ it Philip ſhould happen to ſpede wel 
at the firſt, he would neuer ceaſe, vntil he had ſubdued all 
Greece, Some being mouedherewlith. ioyned themſelues 
to the Atheniens, other ſome foz feare of the warre, toke 
part with Phillip. UAhẽ it came tothe encoutfer, although 
the Atheniens, were farre mo in number than their ene - 
mies: yet notwithſtanding the Macedones were ſo har⸗ 
dened with continvall warfare that they put them to the 
woꝛſe. Ho wbeit they died not vnmindkull of their aunci⸗ 
entglozy. Foz loke what place every man toe of his caps 
taine to kœpe, the ſame (being firſt wounded in diuers 
places of his foꝛepart) couered he with his carkaſe when 
he died. This dap endedthe renowne of the Empire, and

were one Senate. Onely the Lacedemomans deſpiſed 
bothe the kyng and hys lawe, accamptyng that peace

eſtate of the two kinges, the one geupng his daughter, 

the other taking her in martage. And there wanted no

king Phillip. which, as Phillip was gopng fozth without his garde in 
the middes betwene the two Alexanders hys ſonne and

al the Cities were chaunged and the Garriſons of the Maz 


owne eyes when they ſawe him, becauſe thep hearde not 


of his commyng. In his waye thitherwarde he erhozted 


the Theflalians to keepe their allegiaunte, putting them 
in minde ol the benelites of his father Philip to ward the, 
andof the kinred that was bet wirte him and them by hys 
mothers ſive, whtche came of the ſtocke ok Acacus. The 
Theſſalians were glad to hrare thoſe wozdes of htm, and 
therupon made him Capteine Duke of thetr countrye as 
his father had ben befo2e,tyelded hym al the tributes and 
reuenuss that he was wont to haue. But᷑ as the Atheniẽs 
were the firlf that reuolted. ſo were they the firſt that re⸗ 
pented; turnyng the diſdaine of their ennemp into won. 
dzement. and extoiling the childehodof Alexander whych 
thy hild ſko2ne ot befoze)aboue the pꝛo welle of the aunciet 
captaine.Therfoze they ſent ambaſſadours deſiring pars 
don, and peace. Whom Alexander hard, and with grenous 
rebuke graunted them their requeſt 

From thence he tur-nedhts power toward Thebes, in⸗ 
tending to haue ſhewed like mertpe, if he had founde like 
repentante. But the Thebanes went to it with fozce of ar- 
mes and not with intretaunce and ſubmiſſion. Betnge 
therfaze vanquiſhed, they ſuffred moſte greuous puniſh-

This doone he marched to warde the Goꝛdis and 
tciti e Gordis, the whiche is ſituate betwene the greater 4 — Goꝛdius 
the leller Phrygia. The deſtre that Alexander hadde to get 
this city into his poſſeſſſon , was not ſo muche foz the of 

it, as becauſe he herd ſay that in that City in the temple 
of Iupiter, was the poke of Gordius waine, the knot wher 
of whoſoever tould vndw, ſhold be king of all Aſia, as the 
aunclent Oꝛacles had pꝛopheſped. The occaſion and o24- 
ginall boteof was this. As one Gordius was goinge to 
plongh in the country, with Dren that he had hired, bir- 
des of all ſozts began to flie about him. Uher vppon as be 
went to aſke counſell of the Southlapers of the city ther ⸗ 
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by, in the gate he mette with a maidde of ercellent beau⸗

tye,anddemaundynge of her what Southlaper he were 
deſt to goo too. When ſhe heard thoccaſion wherfoze her 
woulde aſke tounſell, beynge ſ&ne her ſelfe in the ſcien⸗ 
ce by thenſtruction ol her Father and mouther, ſhe an- 
ſwered that ſygnitped he ſhonlde bee a kynge, and there 
vppon offred her ſelfe to bee his partaker bo the of wed⸗ 
locke, and ot the kingdome that was behighted 
He thought himſelf happy to haue ſuche a faire offer af 
the firſt entrye ol his kyngdome . After the mariage, the 
Phrygians fell at diſcozd among them ſelues. And when 
they aſked counſell of the Oꝛacle howe they mighte bꝛing 
it to an end, aunſwer was made that they coulde not ende 
their tontrouerſies with aut the helpe of a kyng Demai- 
ding againe as touchmge the perſon of their kyng , what 
manner of manne he ſhoulde bee, commaundement was 
geuen them to marke whome they ſawe firlte after their 
— into the temple of Iupiter in a . and 
to take him koꝛ their king. The firſt man that 
was this Gordius, where vppon immediatliy they: — 
him by the name ol king. The cart wherin he rode when 
the kingdome was laid vppon him, he ſet in the temple of 
Jupiter, and confecrated it fo2 an offeringe,as kinges are 
wont to doo at their coꝛonation. 

After this man raigned his ſanne Midas, who beinge 
traded vp by Orpheus in manye ſuperſtitious Ceremo- 
nies, filled all the realme full ot ſectes of religion, by 
the whyche he liued moze in ſafegarde al bys Ipfe , then 


by bys chtnalrye; 
Alexander therfoze hauynge taken the Towne , when 


he came into the temple of Iupiter , immediatlpe enqui- 


red foꝛ the voke of the Maine:the lohyche beyng bzought 
beetoꝛe him, when he ſawe he toulde not finde the ende of 


the thonges that wer hidden with the wzethes, conſtrats 
nyng the Ozacle to the vttermooſte he cutte the mes 
alonder 
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onder with a lwodꝛzde, and ſo when he hadde looſed the 
wꝛeathes, he founde the endes of the knottes wpthin 
the bzaives.As he was a doing this, tidinges was bzought 
him that Darius appꝛoched with a great hoaſt of menne. 
Mhervpon fearynge too be encloſed within the ſtraigy⸗ 
tes, he paſſed the mountaine Taurus with all ſpede poſs 
ſible, in the whyche haſte he ran CCC CC, furlonges. 
When hecameto Tarſus , beynge muche delyghted 


neththzongh the mpddes of the Cytte,be caſte of his har · ketha greate 
neſe/andfullofduſte andſwette as he was, thzewe hym {ct 
felfe naked into the colde wather , wherwithall ſache a 
nomneſſe by and by ſtrake thzongh all hysſpnewes , that 

he looſte hys ſpeche, and the lykely hood was her ſhoulde 

not onelpe neuer recouer it, but alſo that he ſhoulde haue 

died p2eſeufly. Onelp there was one of his Phiſitians na- 

med Philip, whyche warranted to make hym whole. 

And pet the ſame Ppilition was had in miſtruſt, by rea⸗ 

fon of the letters ſent the daye beeloze oute of Cappadocia

Who knowing nothing of Alexanders miſchannce, wꝛot 
bntv him to bew are of Pbilip his Phiſition, foz he was 


cozrupted by Darius foz a great ſumme of monpe not- 
withſt andyng he thought it moꝛe fo2 hysſafegard to cã 
mft-hymkelf to the Philttion though he moze then balfe 
ſaſpectedhym ok treaſon, then to abyde the daunger of 
hys diſeaſe, whereof ther was no wape but deathe, 

Therefoze hw toke the dꝛynke that the Philition hadde 
made hym, and deliuered hym the letter. And as he dzank, 
he beheld hys fate ſtedkaſtle too ſee what countenance he 
woulde make at the redyng of it. UWlhen he laue him vna- 


baſhed, he was glad of it, and the tif. daye after recone- 
red hys healthe. Darius therfoze with CCC. P. fotemen, 


and a C. M. hoꝛſmen p2oceded into battell. Thys huge 
multitude of his enemies moued Alcxider wh he 1

wpth the pleſanitnes of the riuer Cydnus lohpche run - YFleraver ta- 


the ſmall nomber of his owne menne . But then again he 
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called to munde. what great enterpꝛiſes he had atcheueds; 
and how mighty countries he had ſubdued with that ſmal 
nober. Wherfoze whe hope had expulſed fear, he thought 
it daungerous to delay the battell, leaſt his men ſhold not 
be diſcozaged The rode he about his battelles,+ with (on- 
dzy oꝛations ſpake vnto eche kindeof people. He encozas 
ged the Iilirians and Thracians, with vaunting of richelle 
and ſubſtance.Ye ſet the Greekes on kyze with remem- 
berance of their fozmer warresandof their continuall 
hatred againſt the Per ſians He put j Macedones in mynd 
of Europe all rede conquered , c al Aſia now chalenged, 
boſttng thatthere wer not the lykemenne of ſtrength as 
they wer in all the wo2ld.But this battel wold both make 
an end ol their trabbles,and encreaſe their glozie. In (ays 
ing theſe woꝛds he commaunded his battels to ſtand ſtill⸗ 
again to thentent py by this pauſing,they might acquaint 
their eyes with the huge nomber ol their enemies. Darius 
alſo was not hehinde hand in ozdzing of his battels Foz 
wher as it beldged to the duty of his captains to haue don 
it, he went himſelffrom rank to rank, exrhoꝛting them all 
to play the menne and putting them in remembzance ot 
thancient renown of the Perſians, andof the perpetuall 
poſſeſſion of tempire geuen ther by the gods immoztall. 
This dan both tharmies with great toꝛage buckled toge · 
ther. In that battel both kings wer wounded.and the vic⸗ 
tozy hung in doutkull balance, ſo lang vntill Darius foz- 
ſake the field. Then enſued the ſlaughter of the Perſians. 
Ther were flain of fotemen lx P.of hozſ\men r. P. and xl. 
P. wer taken pꝛylones. Of the Macedones were killed a - 
C. and xrr fotemen,and a C.andl hoʒſmen. In the tents 
of the Perſians was found muche gold and other riches. 
Among others, were taken pꝛiſoners Darius mother . 
his wyfe whiche alſo was his ſiſter, and ta of his dough· 
ters Whom when Alexander tame to viſit and confozt, 
done as they ſawe the harniſſed men, they embzaced one 
another 
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nother and made a great ſcræking, as though thep ſhould 

haue died out of hand. Then fei they flat at Alexãders fet 

beſeching him not of pardon foz their lines , but onely of 

reſpitfoz a time, tos bury Darius. Alexander being mo- 

ted with pity at the tender affection ofthe women, tolde The clemen- 
then that Darius was pet altue and bad them bee of good t alcxad er 
comfozt,foz they ſhould not die,commaunding that they 

ſhoul be eſtemed as Quenes and ſo called. Furthermoze 

be willed Darius daughters to truſt to him. they ſhould 

bee matched no meanlper in mariage than was foz they; | 
fathers honoz. After this when he ſawe Darius richeſſe, — 
bisfewels and his appareil, they were lo muche that he diſozder. 
wondzed to behold them. Then began he firſt to make rio⸗ 

tous bankets and ſumptuous feaftes : then began be (fo2 

her beautpe and fauo2) to fall in loue with Barſine one of 

his pzifonners, of whom afterward he begat a ſonne. na- 

med him Hercules, Neuertheleſſe remembzing that Da- 

rius was pet a liue, he ſente Parmonio to inuade the Per. 

ſian flete and other of his fre ndes to receine the Cities of 

Aſia, Mhich immediatly vpon the repozt of hys victozte, 

peelded too the conquerour,and ſo did the Lienetennante⸗ 

alſo that Darius had (et ouer them, who bꝛo wght agreate 

maſſe of monnye with them. Then ſette he fozwarde into 

Syra, wer he met many kings of the Caſte with crownes 

on their heades. O whom (as eche of them had deſerued) 

ſome he tooke info fanoꝛ, and ſome he depoſed, ſetting vp 

new kinges in their ſteads. Amongſt all other Abdlomi- 

nus( whom Alexider mode king of Sydon,) is wozthy too 

bee ſpoken of . Foz whereas befoꝛe time he was wont fo; * 
htre to caſt pondes and water gardens, leadynge his lyfe garumer. 
miſerably Alexander made bim king:ſetting aſide the no⸗ 

ble men, leaſt fo2 their birth and linage, they myght haue 

ſemed to chalenge it of duty, and not to accept it as a fre 

gikt. The citeʒens of Tyre ſent their ambaſadours with a 

crown of gold of great waighte vnto Alexander, foꝛ toys 

of his good ſucceſſe: who thankfully acceptinge their — 
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ſent, lapd he woulde come to Tyre ta perfoꝛme his vowes 

to Hercules . When Thebaſſadonrsſatd he might do that 

Aler ider be better in old Tyre, and in the old temple, deſlring he wold 
ſiegeth Tire. not enter into the new towne, he toke ſo ſoze diſpleaſure 
at it that he thꝛeatned to deſtroy the citye: and there vpon 

be fozth with bꝛought his army to the Aland, and the cou;

But leaſt he alone myght ſeme too 
haue peldedto the vices of theſe whom he had ſubdued he 
gaue his ſouldiers leane, (it any ot them wer delited with 
the company of their pziſoners,) to take them to their wi⸗ 
ues thinking that they wold haue leſemindehome ward, 
when they had in their tentes as it wer an image of their 
houſholdes dwellinge places , and alſo that they woulde 
make les accompt of their trauel iny warres foz the delite 
they had in theyr wines.Beſids this he thought Macedony 
ſhould uot nede to be ſpent ſo muche in ſendyng ſupplies 
koʒ them that weneſtain. It the pong impes ſucceded the 
olde ſouldiers their fathers, and were trayned vp in the 
ſame trenche that they were boꝛn in. And be thought ther 
wold becom p, hardier if thei wer not only trained vp, but 
alſo narced in the tamp: whiche cuſtome remained alſo 
among the ſucceſſours of Alexander. Therfoze there was 
a ſtipend appointed to finde the Childꝛen with all, 4 when 
they tame to mannes eſtate, they had apparell of hozſe t 
harncſſe geuen them, and the fathers had wages alowed 
them accoꝛding to the nomber of their ſonnes . If any of 
their fathers died þchildzeneuertheleſſe toke theirfathers 
wages and ſo their childhode among ſo many viages was 
euen a very warfare.WWherfoze being fro their teder pers 
hardened with continuall trauell + perils,they became an 
inuinctble hoſt accompting the campe foz none other the

his owne count rye Foz whiche offences the aunctent fa. 
ther Parmenio, next in eſtate to the kyng and hys ſonne 
Philotas after inquiſion had vpon them were both put to 
death. Mheruppon al the campe began to be on & roze, be 
watling the miſchaunce of the innocent olde man and hys 
ſon ne, not lettinge ſometime to ſape, that it was not foz | 
them to loke fo2 any better. | 
When theſe thinges cam to Alexanders eure, fearing that 
(it the bzute here ol ſhould be blowen into Macedone) the 
glozyof his conqueſts ſhoulde be ſtained with the ſpot of 
crueltie.he made as thoughe he would ſend certain of hys 
krendes into Macedone ts beare home tidings of his con- 
queffs, willing his ſouldiers to wꝛyte to their frendes foz 

it wold be long oꝛ they had the lyke occaſiõ again, becauſe 
they ſhould make warre further of. Whiche being done, 
he cauſed the packets of letters to be bzought pztuely vn- 
ta him, by whiche vnderſtanding euerp mannes opinion 
of him, he put all thoſe together into one bande that hadde 
any ill opinion of him:entending either to conſume them 
by battel, oz els to people townes with the in y vttermoſt 
tes of the wozlde. Then he ſubdued the Dracans, the 
pians, and the other kindes of people that inhabite the fote niched toꝛ his 
of Cavcaſus . In the meane time was bzought vnto hym *rcalon. 

faſt baund Beſſus one of Darius frendes who had not only 

betraied the king his maſter, but alſo ſlain him Whoun in 
reueugemẽt of his traiterous act, he d eliuered to Darius 

bꝛother to puniſh him as he thought god accompting not 

Darins ſo much his enemp, as the frend of Darius that had 

ſlayne his owne maſter, And to thentent he might leaue xlexandz 
bis name behind him in thoſe countries, he builded a city vpon Tanaig 
vpõ the riuer Tanais, and named it Alexaudria: The wall 
whereof beinge bi. miles in compaſle, he finiched within 
xbii.dapes, remouing into it the people of iii.other cit yes 
that Cyrus had builded Among the Sogdians and Bact. 17 
alſo 
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alſo, he builded ri cities eſtributing in them, all ſache as 

rde this hi⸗ he knew to be leditious in his hoſte , Theſe tbinges thus 
K bꝛought to paſſe, vpon a certain ſolempne day he had his 
krendes to a feaſt. Wher after the time they had taken in 


is ina pꝛince their tuppes, mention being made among thẽ as concer- 


Chinges don neſſe to him as if he tould haue heard him, e pulling out 
tn anger are the weappon, ſet it to his owne harte, and had ſlaine dym 
? ſelfe it his frendes had not wꝛeſted the weapon out ot hys 


repented b 
leyſure. 


ning the actes of king Philip, he began to pzefer him ſelfe 
befoze his father, tytolling p greatneſſe of his own dedes 
aboue the ſkies, where vnto the greater part ot his geſtes 
aſented. Therfoze when Clytus one of the old men, vpon 
truſt of the kinges frendſhip(as one ᷣ in that reſpec was 
the chiefeſt about him) defended the ſam of Phillip. ſtãding 
in the pꝛayſe of his noble actes, he offended the king ſoo 
ſoꝛe, that he ſnatched a weapon out of one ok his gardes 
hand, and ſive hym at the table. 

And then triumphing at the murder, he caſt him in the 
teth as he laye dead, with his defending ol Phillip, (with 
his commendation of his fathers warres. But after that 
his minde being latiſfied with the flaughter begã to quiet 
it ſelfe and that adulſement entered in place of anger c9- 
lidering one while whom be had ſlaine,4another- while 
vpon what occaſion he ſlue him, he begã to loth his owne 
act done, that he had taken his fathers pꝛayſes in ſuch diſ⸗ 
pleſure, as he ought not to haue taken repꝛochful woꝛdes: 
lamenting that he was ſo much ouerſene, as to kill hys 
krend being an old man, e fawltleſſe, among diſhes 4 cup- 
pes. Herupon beyng turned with like rage to repentancs 
as he was even now vnto anger, he wold haue dyed. 

Firſt he kel s woping and taking vp the dead body in his 
armes, ſearched his woundes, and acknowledged his mad 


hand. He cötinued in this wilfalneſſe to die tertain dates 
after. Foz the moʒe to augment his ſozow there came to 
bis minde theremembzaice of Clytus ſiſter who was hys

table, being not ſo terrible armed in the field, as ſitting na 

ked at his meafe, Then came to his remebzaunce Parme-. 

mo t Phylotas then came Amyntas his Siſters ſonne, thẽ 

came his mother in la we, and her bzothers that wher put 

to death. then came Artalus, Eurylochus, Pauſanias, t other 

noble men of Macedone, whoſe liues he had takeu away, 
Herevpon he obſtinatly fozſoke his meate iiii. dates toge⸗ 

ther, vntill his whole hoſt came t intreted him, beſeching 
that he would not ſo lament the death of one man, as ther 

by to caſt them all a wap, now when he had bzought the to 

the vttermoſt of the barbarous nations, there to bœ lefte 
deſtitute among the middes of their enemies that moſte 

hated them, t whom they had ſtirred therunto by battell.

To the which renowu, that thoz- 

namentes of his army myght be agreable, be overlaid the 

trappers of the hozſes , t tharme2 of his ſoldiers with ſil⸗ 

uer, and after their ſilver ſhieldes he named his whole 

Stinertheids hoſt Argiraſpides. Mhen he came to the City Niſa,foz as 
muthe as the men ofthe towne, ( vpon a certain ſuperſti⸗ 

tious confivens that they had in their God Bucchus, wha 

was the fouuder therof) made no countenans of reſiſtece, 

be commaunded to ſpare it:greatip reiopſing that he had 

not only folowed that warres but alſo the verpe foteſtep- 

Se the fond- pes of the God. From thencehe led his hoſt to ſe the holy 
nelle of ſuper Mount, whyche ok it owne nature was beſet with vines 
ſticton. and Iuye in ſuthe oꝛder, as if it had bin dꝛelled with man · 
nes hande, and ſet by conning of wozkmen, Alone as his 

hoſt came at the mountaine, beyng moued th2ough a ſo- 

vain ia ſtinct ot᷑ minde to the hollye howlings of the God, 

they ſkattered here and there without any harm takinge, 

to the great admiration of the hing. Mherebp he might 

perteiue that in ſparin the to wnlmen, he had not ſo much 

pleaſured them as hisowne armpe The went he to Dæ⸗ 

dalus hill, and to the kingome of Queene Cleophis who 

The Queene yelding her lelte retetued her kingdome againe, payinge 
Cicophis fo2 the raunſome therok certatnenfghtes lodgynge with 
Alexander, at whoſe hand he obtained thꝛoughe her plea · 

ſaunt dallaunce, the thing ſhe coulde neuer haue gotten 

by fozce of armes. Che ſone that ſhe conteiued by him ichs 

named Alexander, who afterwarde enioped the kingdom 

of Inde. Cleophis the Quene foꝛ defiling of her chaſtitye. 

was euer after called of the Indians the kynges Concue- 
bine. When he had trauelled thzonghe Inde, he came too 
a rocke of meruelous bigneſſe and roughneſle, into which 


many people wer kled, from winning wherof it was told 
bym.

him that Hercules was pꝛohibited by an earthquake, Be⸗ 
ehe inflamed with delire to ſurmoiit the doings 
of Hercules, with great laboz and peril;he wan the racke. 
Whervpon al the people round about pelded them ſelues 


vnto him, and he tooke them to grace. There was one of 
the kyngs ol Inde, whoſe name was Porus, à man of mer- 


ſtomacke, who hearing of the fame of Aleander, pꝛepared 
koʒ the Marre againſt his comming. Therfoze when it 
tame to the encounter, he willed his men to ſet vppon the 
Macedones, and to let him alone with their king. 

And Alexãder made no tariance to the combate. But at 
the kirſte encounter his hozſe was wounded under him, 
and he fell downe headlonge to the grounde, howbeit his 
garde ſtept about him and laued him. Porus being ouer- 
charged with many woundes was taken pꝛiſoner. Who 
ſozowed ſo greatly foz his being vanquiſhed, that all be it 
he fannde fauoꝛ at hys enemies hande, pet would he not 
receiue anye ſuſtenaunce, noꝛ ſuffer hys woundes to be 
dꝛelled:and muche a doo there was too entreate hym too 
line .Whom Alexander in honoure of his valiaunt cou⸗ 
rage, ſent home in ſafety into his kingdame agein Then 


thother (after the name of his hozſe)Bucephala. 


Alter ward, he conquered the Adraſtes, the Stathenes, Ilerandete 
conquelts in 


the Paſſides, and the Ganganites,andſlewall their armies, 5 


When he came to the Eutyts; where his ennemies aways 
ted his commin ge with two hund2ed thouſand hozſemen 
all his whole armpe beyng werried as well with the noms 
ber of their victoztes,as with their continual labours, be- 
ſowght hym with teares that he woulde at length make 
and ende of his warres and mynding hys owne countcye 
agein,haue regarde to the peres ot hys (onld{ours, which 
wer ſkarce able to liue ſo long as whyle thep myght re- 
tourne home.

Sayinge that th ey alone were the men that had endured 
out the to ntinuall warres of two kinges, Phillip and A- 
lexander. Wherfoze they beſought him to re ſtoꝛe at leaſt 
wyſe their pooꝛe carkeſſes, to the graues of their fathers, 
why no we lainted, not foz wante of harte, oz foz wante of 
good will, but foz want ok eres. And if he would not re · 
garde his ſouldioures,yet too haue a reſpecte to hymlelf, 
and not to wearye hys good foztune with taking to much 
of hir. Being moned with theſe tuſte petitions (as it wer 
to winde vp his victozies withal ) he cauſed his camp to be 
ſet out alter a ſtatelper ſoꝛt the it was wot to be, thzough 
the howgenefſe wherok, he mighte both put his ennemtes 
in feare,and alſo leaue ſomewhat foz them that ſhold com 
after him to falke of, Bis ſouldioures neuer did wozke in 
all their lfues with better wils. Therfoze when they had 
diſtomkited their ennemies they retired into them again 
wyth great ſope. From thence Alexander went tothe ri- 
ner Aceſine, ànd by the ſam he ſailed to the Ocean, where 
he toke to e the Geſſones and Alybanes which wer 
kounded by Hercules, 
From hence agein he ſafled to p Ambres and Sycabres, 
which met him with foure ſkoze thouſande footemen, and 
thꝛe ſkoze thouſand hoꝛzſmen. Mhen he had gotten the vp⸗ 
per hand ol them, he led his hoſt againſt their city, whych 
he finding deſtitute ofdefendantes, as he looked kram the 
wall, (the whiche he kirſt of his men had ſkaled) her lept 
into the plaine of the titye without any ol hys gard about 
him. When his enemies ſawe him there — 11 ed 
at hym on all ſides with a great ſhout, endeu 
thep coulde, to finiſh the warres of that whole —— 
one mannes deathe, and to be reuenged vppon him fo2 ſa 
many nations. Alexander on the contrary parte as man- 
fully withſtode thẽ, and being but one man alone, fought 
ogainſt ſo many thouſands. It is not al moſt to be ſpoken, 
that neither the nomber of his ennemis, no the fozce and 
multitude 
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multitude of their weapons, noz their confuſed noyſe as 
they aſſailed him, could make him afraid, and that bepnge 
but one alone.he ſhoulde beat down and put to flighte ſo 
many thouſandes. But when he perceiued him ſelf to bo 
onercharged with the muititude, he withdzne himſelf to. 
a blocke that ſtode by the wall, by help wherol ſtanding in 
ſauegarde, he hild them al tacke ſo longe, till his frendes 
knowing in what perill he ſtode, leped do wne vnto hym. 
Ot whom many wer ſlain, and the battell hong in dout, 
vntil the time that all hys army(hauing onerthzowen the 
walles) came to his reſue. In that conflict being ſtriken 
with an arrow vnder the right pappe, when he had bled ſo 
ſaze that he could not ſtand foz febleneſſe, he kne ed on his 
ne, and neuer left fighting vntil he had ſlain him al who 
be was wounded, The helyng of the wounde was gre⸗ 
nouſer then the wound it ſelf, Therfoze when at lengthe zlexader ſen 
(contrarpe ta all hope. he bad recouered his health, h deth his holte 
ſent Polyperchon with his hoſte to Babilon, aud he hym- to Babylon, 
ſelf with a noumber of the moſte pycked and choſen ſoul⸗ 

diers, toke ſhippinge and ſkoured the Ocean ſeas, alonge 

the coaſt. Whenhecameat the city of kyng Ambiger the zietander ta 
townelmen hearyng that he coulde not be ouercome by repulſedwith 
the ſlyoo2de,dippedthetr arowes in poyſon; and ſo with benymous | 
double woundofdeathe repulſed the enemye from they 
walles,and ſlue very manpe of them Mhen as amonge 

many others Ptolomy was deadlye wounded, and was 

Ipke to haue died ont of hande , an herbe was ſhe wed the 

kyng in his ſlepe, that ſhould remedy y polſon The which 

being genen him in dꝛinke, he was koꝛthe with deliuered 
kroõthimminent danger, t the moſt part of the army was 

by this meanes pꝛelerued. After warde when he had won 

the town by fozce,he returned into his ſhips, and made an 

offring to p Ocean, making ſupplication foꝛ ſafe returne 

into his country. And as though he had dꝛiuẽ his chariot 

about p mark, ſtabliſhed the boundes of his Empire, as 


far as ther was any land habitable, oz as far as þ lea 7 
able 


Wiexanderg hit the lea coaſt. From thence intending to lournepe by

abte to befailed, wurd pꝛdlperous winde he bntred into the 


month ofthe riuer Indus! Ther (as a monument of his 
coqueſts\he builded the city Barce, let vp alters, leuing 
one of his frends foꝛ lieuetenant ofthe Indians that inha⸗ 


Sabellon and lande when he hearde ſayethat hys waye was without 
his doynges water, he comwannded pits to be made in places conue⸗ 


there. 


Alcranders and ſupplied their roumes with yonger. But ſuch as wer 


nient as he ſhuld go, wherin finding great plenty of ſwet 
water he returned to Babilon. There manp of the nattos 
that he had lubdued. actuled their rulers, whom Alexider 
without reſpect of frendſhip oz fauoz,canſed to he put to 


death in p pꝛeſence of the ambaſſadozs.After thys he tone 


to wyfe Satir the daughter ol kyng Darius, Furthermoze 
he choſe out the nobleſt and bentifulleſt ladies and gentle 
women of all nations, and gaus them to his noble men in 
mariage:which thing he did to thẽtent that by a common- 
fact his own offence ſhould ſeme the lighter. Then ſumo⸗ 
ned he his army betoꝛe him, and pꝛomilod to pay all their 
dets of his own purſe, ̊ they mighte tary hom clere their 
boties and rewards. Typs liberalitp was notable not on⸗ 
ly koꝛ the great ſum, but alſo in conſideration of the fre& 
geuing therof.' And it was as thankfully receiued of the 
treditoꝛs as of the dettozs,becauſe it was as harde a mat- 
ter foz thone ta haue demauded it. as foz the other to haue 
paid it. The x twenty thouſand talents were beſtowed 
here aboutss. Further moze he caſhed the olde ſouldiers, 


argc to reteined ſtill grudging at thediſmiſſing of the olde ſouls 
his ſauldierg ders, required to be caſhed allo, ⁊ bade him pay then thelt 


wages and not to tell them of theyꝛ yeres foz ſeyng they 
wer che ſen into warfare togiter, they thought it but right 
and duty to be diſcharged togiter. And now the deale not 
with him by wap of petition, but with flat raplinge Bid⸗ 
ding him finiſh his warres alone with his father Hammõ 
and then go ſet light by his ſonldfonres, On the contrarp 
part/ſomtimeHe-rebukedthem,ſomtime he admonythed

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them with gentle woꝛdes, that they ſhould not darken 
their famous eonqueſtes with rebellion, 
Atthe length when he ſaw his woꝛdes could nothing Js The ſtoutnes 
naile, he roſe ontofhis chaire vnarmed, and ſtept among ot lexan der 
them being all armes to fetche out the authoꝛs of that re 
bellion. And without gainſaping pulled out ritt. of them, 
and led them ta execution with his o wn handes. So great 
pactence in ſuſfering death did the feare of a king caſt v- 
pon them; oꝛ the tuſtomable enuring to the diſeipline of 
warre, gtue bim baldneſſe to put them to execution. Then 
called he the Perſians aſide,and ſpake to them, and pꝛaiſed 
their continual faithfulnes both to him and to their kings 
in tymes paſt, reherſing his benefites towards them. how 
he neuer accompted them ag vanquiſhed, but as pertakers 
of his vidoꝛy,.and to be ſhoʒt) hom he had paſled into their 
lawes and cuſtama, and nat they into the cuſtomes of his 
country, s that by tiayuing affinttie t aliance, he had made 
the conqueroꝛs and the conquereda like. and now he ſaid | 
be would betake the cuſtody of his own perſon, not onely 1 
to the Macedones, but alſo vntu them. Wherupd he choſe: 5 
athouland of their yong men into his garde, and to an o⸗ . 
ther ſozt of them he gaue armoꝛ and weapon, and di ſper⸗ Ti 
led them inte his own bolt, that they ſhould learne the oꝛ⸗/ 
der ok the warres ol Macedone. Which thing the Mace - 
dones toke foze tu hatt, lamenting v the king ſhould take 
his enemies to ſerue in their romes. Then they came all 
war ping to the king t beſought him to ſatiſſie himſelfe v 
puniching thẽ, than with putting the to ſhame. By which 
ſubmit they obtained that a ri. . of ᷣ old ſouldiaʒs wer 
diſcharged. And ol his krẽdes there wer diſmiſſed (becauſe: 
they were old men) Polyperchon, Clytus, Gorgias, Poly- 
damas t Antigonus. Craterus had — thole that 
were ſent away with commiſſion ta tahe vpon bim as re- 
gent ol Macedone in ſteade of Antipater. And Antipater 
was commaundedto came with a number ol young foul-:

when any manne touched hym, it was as greudus to 
hym, as it they had wounded him. His frendes tan ſed it to 
be noyſed, that hys exceſſiue dꝛonkenneſſe was the cauſe 
of his diſeaſe. But in very dede it was the treaſon of them 
ſelues, the ſlaunder wherof was ſuppzeſſed by the power 
of them that ſucccded. 

The anthour of this freaſon was Anti pater, 'who ſe 
ing his moſt deare frendes murdered; his fonne inlawe 


noble enterpꝛiſes atchfenedin Greece,) not ſo muche ac 
ceptedfoz hys labour as had in diſdaine, t therunto being 


tickled with diners coptaints made by Olympias Alexan⸗ 


ders mother, and mo2eovier conſidering what ſtraight Jus 
ſtice andcruell execution was lately befoze done vpon the 
lieuetenaunts of ſondzy counteries) could gather no leſſe 
by the pꝛemiſſes, but that he himſelf alſo was ſent foz out 
of Macedone, not to attende vpon hym in his watres, but 
to bee puniſhed as other had bin. Therefoze to the inte nt 
to pꝛeuent the kynges purpoſe, he ſent hys ſonne Caſſan- 
der pꝛiuilꝝ with payſon, the which Caſſander with Phillip 
and Iolla his bzothers, were wonte to ſerue the kyng af 
hys Table.

ubhere as all thecompany wept to behold him in p caſe, he 
Thale not only ched foztb neuer a teart but allo wa without as 
ny toke of penſſuenes:in ſo much as hercomfozted certain 
ol the that made to great ſozrow. Unto ſome he gaue er⸗ 
rands to do to their frendes fr him. So 5ᷣ like as bis harte 
was inuincible toward the enemy. ſo was it inuincible al 
ſo againſt death. When he had ſent a wap his ſouldioʒs, be 
demaũdid of his frendes as they ſtode about him, whither 
they thought they ſhould finde the like king againe oꝛ no. 
Euery man holding his peace, he ſaid, that as he knew not 
t hat, lo he perfectly knew e pꝛophecied, yea, and in maner 
faw it pꝛeſetly betoʒe his eies, how much bloud Macedone 
ſhould ſpend in that quarel, and with how great laughter 
it houtdkwpe his funerals after his departure. At lait 
he willed his body to be buried in the Temple ol Hammõ 
When hys trendes ſawe him dꝛawe on, they aſked who 
ſhould be heire of his Empire, He annſwered, the woꝛthi⸗ 
eſt. So great was the courage of his harte, that where as 
he lett behind him his ſonne Hercules, his bzother Arideus 
and his wpfeRoxanes great with chylde, foꝛgettyng all 
kin rede and altaunte, he denounced hym to be his heyꝛe, 
that was woꝛthieſt. As thoughe it had not bin lawfall 
fo: any man to fucc&de a valiaunt manne than a valt- 
aunte manne, oz to leaue the richeſſe of ſo great a king- 
dome to any o than to ſuche as were tryed menne, 
With this wozds (as though he had blowen a trompet a- 


mong his noble men, oz ſqwne the ſerde of a 
debate

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debate euery one became enemp to other in his hart, and 
with colourable flattery pꝛiuely ſought the fauour of the 
menof warre The vi dap when his ſpeach was gone, he 
toke the ring of his finger, and deliuerrd it to Perdicas, 
which thing appeaſed the diſlention of his frendes already 
beginning to budde. Foz albeit he were not pronounced 
hetre by woꝛde of mouth, pet it ſeemed it was his mynd he 
ſhould be his heire. Alexander deceaſed of the age of rrxiff 
peares and one month, a man endued with ſtoutneſſe of 
courage aboue the rate of mans kraile nature. The ſame 
night that his mother Olympias concefned him, the dꝛea⸗ 
med ſhe had to do with a great dꝛagon, neither was ſhe de⸗ 


tetued ol God in her dzeame. Foz out of all doubt ſhe bare The tokens 
that hapned 


in her wombe a piece of wozke exceeding the frailneſſe of 54 
mans nature, And although ſhe were renowmed both foz I 


the houſe of Acacus from whence by auncient deſcent of 


ſo many C.yeres,ſhe was lineally conueyed, and alſo foz 


that hirfather,htr bꝛother, her huſband and all her aunce- 
ſfozs were kings: yet was ſhe in none of all theſe reſpects 
ſo much tobe aduaunced as by hir owne ſonne Many wo- 
dꝛous foꝛetokens of his greatneſſe appeared at the tyme 
of his birth. Foz the ſame dap that he was bozne, two C- 
gles ſtde all dap vppon the toppe of hys fathers hou ſe, 
repꝛeſentpng a token of his double Empire of Europe 
and Aſia, And the very ſame dap alſo hys father had ti⸗ 
dinges bzought him of two vidozies, the one of abattell 
agayntt the Illyrians, the other of the gaming at the moun 
tayne Olympus, vnto whiche her had ſent hys Chariots. 
Mhiche thynges wete a token that the chylde ſhoulde be 


Conquerour of all Countrepes. Durpng his childehode Alexanders 
her was bꝛought vppe ſtraightip to hys learnyng. When education and 


her grewe to warde mans eſtate, ha encreaſed in k 
ledge foꝛ fine peares ſpace, onder Ariſtotle the famonſeſt 


teacher of all Philoſophers. Aſterward when he had tagen 


the kingdome vpon him, he pꝛoclapmeth htmlelfe king of 


All landes 4 of the whole woꝛld. And he ſo behaued himſelf.

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among his ſouldioures, that if he were with them, there 
was no enemp could make them afrafde though they had 
bin nakedthemſelues. Theretoze he neuer encountred 
with any enemp, but he onercame hym: he neuer belies 
ged citie but he wanne it: noz neuer entred any countrep 
but he ſubdued it.

phlagonia, were geuen vnto Eumenes. The marſhalſhip 
of the Campe koꝛtuned fo Seleuchus the ſonne of Antio- 
chus. Caſſander the ſonne ot Antipater was made captain 
of the kinges garde. In the further Bactria and in the toũ · 
treys of Indie, the foꝛmer lieuetenantes were tommaun⸗ 
ded to kerpe their offices ſtill, ſauing that Taxilles had the 


goueruaunce ot all that lap betwene the two rpuers ok 


Hydaſpes and Indus, and that Phyton the ſonne of Agenor 
was ſente to haue the rule of the new townes that were 
baflded in Indie, Ariarches toke vppon him the gouerne⸗ 
ment of the Parapomenians, people that inhabite the vt- 
termoſt partes of the mountsyne Caucaſus.Statenor toe 
to gouerne the Dracans and Argeans, and Amyntas the 
Bactrians. Seytheus obfayned the Sogdians, Nicanor h Par- 
thians, Phillip the Hyrcanians, Phrataphernes the Arme- 
nians, Neoptolemus the Perſians, Peuceſtes the Baby louias 
Arthous the Pelaſgians, and Archeſilaus Meſapotamia. 
This partition like as it chaunted to euery one of them as 
his fatallcharge,ſo was it vnto many of them the ground 
of great pꝛoſperitie.

But the ringleaders in this quarell were the 
Atheniens and the Aetolians: Wherofalwneas Alexans 
der had knowledge, he entoyned his confederates fo finde 
him a thouſand gallies to make warre withall in p Melt, 
purpoſing by the way to make a Rhode againſt Athens, 
and to deſtroy it vtterly The Atheniens therfoꝛe hauyng 
rayſed an army of rrr. thouſand ſouldiours, and two hun- 
dꝛed ſhips, made warre with Antipater, to whom the go⸗ 
uernment of Greece fell by lot, and fozaſmuch as he durſt 
not geue them battell in the field, but kept himſelf. within 
the walles of the titie Hiraclea they beſieged him. The ves.

being befoze baniſhed his countrey foꝛ hys-offence in tas 
king a bꝛibe of Harpalus that fled foz feare of Alexanders 
crueltie,becauſe he had moued the Citie to warre againſt᷑ 
him, by chaunce liued as an ren Megara) hearyng:

uinces he had befoze,had deliuered vnto him, Pa o. 

nia, Caria, Lycia and Phrygia, and there he was commaun 
ded to abide the tommyng of Craterus and Antipater. And 
to aſſiſt him, were appointed Alcetas the bꝛother of Perdis 
cas and Neoptolemus with their armtes.Clytus was made 
chiefe Admirall of the Flete.Cilicia was taken frũ Phy- 
lotas, andgiuen to Phyloxenus, and Perdicas hymſeiſe 
with a great army went to warde Egipt. So Macedone 
though the diſcoꝛd of the captaines deuiding themlelues 
in two partes, ſet her weapons againſt her owne bowels, 
turning the kurniture of wacre that was appoynted foz 
the kozreine enemp, to the laughter of her owne inhabi⸗

Eumenes the authoz of thts their diſcomfiture, haupng 
none other refuge to flie vnto, began to encourage them 
after their loſſe,affirming that they had the vpper hand in 
p;owelle and putſſance: Foz they had ſlaine fine thouſand 
of their enemies, and if they were minded to ſticke to it to 
the bftermalſt, they ſhould ſee their enemies ſue to them 
fo2 peace. As fozthe domage whereby they thought them- 
ſelues ſo much vndone, were but two thouſande women, 
anda few childꝛen and bondmen, which they might better 
retouer following the vicozy,than by ſhꝛinking from it. 
The Argyraſpides made aunſwer,they would neither at- 
tempt to run away after the loſe ot their wiues and bed · 
fellowes,noz yet make warre againſt their own childzen. 
And with that they began to reuile him, foz that after ſo 
many yeares, when they were returned home with thepx 
wages which they had well and dearely earned, and wyth 
the rewardes of ſo many battels, being at re ſt and hauing 
geuen ouer the warres, he had egged them foꝛth to a new 
warfare and endleſſe encounters, and leading them in ma 
ner rom their houſes and natiue countrep, had deluded 
them with his vatn pꝛomiſes, yea and now alſo after they 
had loſt the gaines of their pzaſperous warkare, could not 
be content to ſuſter them thus vanquiſhed to lead the reſt 
of their wꝛetched olde age in quietnes.

lerke them a new dwelling place. Fearing therefoze leaſt 
they ſhoulde inuade Macedone, he made a league wyth 


them landes to inhabite in the vttermoſt bozders of Ma⸗ 
cedone. Afterwarde foz feare leaſt Hercules the ſonne of 
Alexander, whoas then was goyng out of the fourtene

One — 2 metrius vpon ths ſea, and hauing loft his chips, and beyng 
rey anocyer, clearely vanquithed,retired intoEgipt.Demctrius beyng 
p:onoked with the like god furne befaze, ſent home into 

Cgtpt Leuticke Ptolomies ſong and Menelaus his bzother 

with all their pꝛiuate godes and houſhold ſtuffe. And be⸗ 

cauſe it might appeare that they were enflamed wyth de · 

ſire of honoꝛ rather than with malice, they ſent pzeſentes 

one to another even in the chiefeſt tyme of all their war. 

Sa much moe honeſtly did me in thoſe dayes make war, 

then they do now maintaine frendſhip. Antigonus bepng 
puffed vp with pꝛide foz this vicozy,paoclatmed bimſelfs 

king and his ſonne Demetrius alſo. Ptolomy like wyſe bes 

Alexanders tauſe he would not be had in leſſe eſtimation among hys 
Gabe chen lubtectes, was pzoclaymed kyng by hys men of warre. 
ſelues aings. Caſſander and Lyſimachus hearing therof, twke vpon the 
the name and title ofkinges alſo. All they abſtained from 
vſarping the honour of this name, as long as any of. the 
ſonnes of their maiſter king Alexander were alyue. Sa 
great modeſty was in them, that albeit euer one of them 
bad the richeſſe and power of a kyng, vet they could finde 
in their hartes to koꝛbeare the title of kinges, ſb lang as 
Alexider hao an rightt᷑ull heire aliue. But Ptolomy and 
Caſſander andthe other Captaines ot their part, percep⸗ 
uing that (whiles eche of them dꝛue aſide by hymſelle to 
make warre alone and laid nat their power fogither, noz 
helped one an other. as though it were but one mans vic⸗ 
toꝛy, and not to them all) Antigonus licked them vp one 
after another: ſent letters of encouragement one to ano⸗ 
ther,appotnting a tyme and place of meting, and ſo layd 
their powers together foz the warre. Mherat foꝛaſmuch 
as Caſlander could nat be pꝛeſent himſelf,by reaſon of tha

Mherewith Alexander was ſo 
diſplcaſed, that he commauded him to be caſt vnto a fierce 
Lion But when the Lion at the firſt light of hym came 
running with open mouth vppon him, Lyſ machus win- 


ons mouth, and pullyng out his tunge killed the beaſt. 

hen the kyng heard thereof, he thought it ſuch a wan 
der, that he was appeaſed towards him and euer atter ſet 
moꝛe ſtoꝛe by him foz his ſo great ſtedfaſtneſſe in vertue. 
Lyſimachus alſo with a noble courage, toke the diſplea⸗ 
ſure that the Ryng had done to hym, as merkelp as tf it had 
bene done by his owne father.

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Afcalonites, they tooke ſhipping and arriued in the ſame 
place where they builded Tire, whiche was done the pere 
befoꝛe the deſfrucfon of Trope. There they wer oftents- 
mes and diuerſip aſſailed with warres by the Perſians, but 
euer they had the vpper hand. 

But when their power was once waſted, theyꝛ bondmẽ 
aboundynge in multitude, delt out ragfouſly and cruelly an exam ple 
wyth thepm. Fo2 they made a conſpiracpe amonge them of crucitye:of 
ſelues,andkilled all the free bozne people with their mai⸗ondmen. 
ſters alſo, and ſo hauynge the citye at wyll, they entered 
poſſeſſpon in their maiſters houſes,thep inuaded the com- 
mon weale, they maried wiues, i that whyche they theim 
ſelues neuer wer), they begatte fror childzen. There was 
one amonge ſmmany thouſande ſlaues, who beynge of a 
meke and honeſt nature, foz pitpe of the foꝛtune of thold 
man his maſter and hys pong ſonne, dyd not of beaſtelpe 
cruelty murther them, but of mercyfull compaſſion, and 
manhode laued them. Wherefoze when hs had hyd them 
out ofthe wave, (as if they had bein flatn,)e that the bond⸗ 
men conſulting vppon the eſtate of the common weale, 
thought it god to create theym a kyng of they2 owne coz- 
poꝛation, and hym in eſpectally to(as a man moſte accep- 
table to the Gods, that firſt ſhoulde ſer the ſunne ryſpng: 
he declared the matter ſecretlye to hys maſter Strato (foz 
that was hys name) where he lape hyd in a cozner.Bepng 
by hym ſuffictentlye inſtructed what too do, when they 
were all aſembled into the field by midnight, whiles all r. ww $ 
the reaſt ſtoode gapynge into the Calthe all onely loked Spit of a gen⸗ 


aduſſedlp into the welt. 125 tleman and 
At the kyꝛſte all the relydue thoughte it a madneſſe, too 2 a 


looke fo2 the ryſinge of the Donne into the Meſt. But 
aſſone as the daye began to bꝛeake, and the Caſt beganne 
to gliſter vppon the hygbeſt toppes and pynnacles of the 
toures and temples of the Citpe, white all the other ga- 
ſed foꝛ to ſee the Globe of the Sunne, her fyꝛʒſt e of all ſhe- 
wed vnto them all the bꝛightneſſe of the Sunne ſhyning 
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vpon the toppe of the Citpe. This ſeemed a greater rea- 
ſon than is wont to bee in ſlaues Whherevppon they en- 
gufred who gaue him the counſel, and heconfeſſed as tou⸗ 
ching his maſter. 

Then it was percepued what difference there is bes 
twene the wit of a laue, and the wit of agentleman , and 
that ſlaues extell in malice but not in wiſdome. Therfoze 
the olde man and his ſonne wer pardoned, and fozaſmuch 
as they thought theim to be pzeſerned by the deuine pꝛo⸗ 
uidence of God, they created Strato kpng. After whoſe de · 
ceaſe the kingdome deſcended too his ſonne, and ſo koꝛthe 
to hys poſteritype. This was a notable acte of the ſlaues 

Murder re- and a terrible example to the whole woozlde. Wherfoze 
wenged mn the Alexander the great, at ſuche tyme as he a greate whyle 
after made warre in the Eaſt, as areuenger of the com⸗ 
mon tranquillity, wonne their Citpe and hunge them all 
pv p remained after the battell in remembꝛaunce of the 
murther doone in olde time by their pꝛedecellours. Only 
the ktnred of Strato, he pzeſerned vnhurt, and reſtozed the 
kyng dome to bys of ſpꝛing placing fre bozne 2 giltleſſe 
people in the Aland, to the entent that the ſlauiſh ſerde and 
ſlyppe beyng vtterip roted out, the ofſpzing of the Citye 
mighte be as it were planted of new again. The Tpꝛians 
ther koꝛe beyng in this wple by the meanes of Alexander 
nee foanded, thzoughe their owne ſparyng and trauell 

in getting, grew ſtrong agapne wythin ſhozt ſpace. Be- 

koꝛe the llaughter of the maTers, when they aboüded both 

he buildig in richeſſe and in number of menne they ſent a company 
— —— in ok pouth into Affrpcke and builded Vtica, when as in the 
rick, meane while the kynge of Tire deceaſeo , oꝛdapninge foz 

: hys heires hys ſonne Pygmalion, and hys daughter Eliſa 

nets ok Jog a mapde of moolte excellent beauty. But the people dell⸗ 
mation. nered the kingdome to Pygmalion bepnge a very chplde, 
Eliſa alſo was marryed to ber vncle Sycheus the pꝛieſte of 
Hercules, the whyche Koome is of greateſt honoure nerte 

vnto the kynge , This manng hadde greate richeſſe, but 

no 
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no manne knewe where they were, and foz feare of the 
kynge,he hadde hidden hys golde, not fn houſes but in the 
grounde. 

Whyche thinge though men knewe not of cerfatntye, 
pet it was commonlye ſo repoꝛted, with the whyche bzute 
Pygmalion befnge incenſed, fozgettyng all bonde of na- 
ture, without any reſpect of godlyneſſe, kylled hys vncle 
beyng alſo hys bꝛother in lawe. Elifa deteſtinge her b2o- gz, pollicye 
ther a greate whyle after foꝛ dopnge of thys wpcked ace, of Dido to 
at the laſt diſſemblynge her in warde hatred, and bearyng (pe from 
a fatre conntenaunce towardes hym foꝛ the tyme , pꝛacl⸗ other 
tiſed pꝛiuelp to flye awaye, and takpnge into her compa- 
nye certain of the noble menne whom ſher knew to beare 
lyke hatred fo the kynge,and to haue lykedeſy2e of flying 
awaye : ſhe came to hir bꝛother with a pollicye , fexnings 
that ſhe woulde remone out of ber owne houſe,and com 
dwell with him, to the entent the ſighfe of her hulbandes 
bouſe,ſhould not continually rene we her ſozowe whyche 
ſh& coueted to fo2ger,and to the entent the bitter remem- 
bzannce of hym ſhoulde not anye moze waue befoze hir 
eyes. Pygmalion was well contented to hear his ſiſter ſay 
thoſe wooꝛdes. becauſe he thought (hee woulde bꝛyng her 
buſband Sycheus gold with hir. But Eliſa cauſed the kin. 
ges ſeruauntes that were lent hit to helpe to remoue hir 
ſtuffe, to go into ſhyppes and cary hir richefſe with them 
in the ſhutting in ol the euening. And when ſhe had them 
a good waye from the ſhoze,ſhe compelled them to thꝛow 
certaine bagges and cofers full of ſande into the ſea , mas 
kyng them bel:ne it was monye . Then ſhe hir ſelfe wes 
ping with piteous voyce,beſought her huſband Sycheus to 
receiue his richeſſe foz an offerynge, wbyche had bin the 
cauſe of his death. 2Uhfch done ſhe turned hir ſelftop kin 
ges ſeruaũts, ſaping y the time was come yþ che her ſelfe 
Moldoreceiue the death that ſhe ſo ſoze hadloged fo2 x that 
they ſhoulde abide bitter tozmentesfoz making away the 
vichelle ol hir huſband * couetouſneſſe wherof 
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the king hadde murthered hym. By putting them all in 
this feare,thep were contented too goo awape with hir. 

Po2eouer a great nomber of the nobtlity,whiche were in 
reedineſſe foz the ſame purpoſe, ſet foꝛth with hir. and ſ@ 
hauing made ſacrifice againe vnto Hercules, whoe Pꝛieſt 
Sycheus was, they foꝛſoke their countrye to (&ke them a 
new dwellpng place. The firſt lande that: Hep arriued at. 
was the Iſle of Syprus , where the pꝛieſt of Iupiter wpth 
bys wyfe and childzen by the commanndemet of the God, 


offred himſelfe too Eliſa as a companion and partaker of 


all her foztune, vppon couenaunt , that he and his poſte- 
rity ſhould foz enermoze entoye the honour of the pzteſt- 
bode. The conditfon was the manner of the Cyprians too 
ſend their maidens befoze they ſhoulde be married tothe 
ſeas ſide, there to earne their mariage mony certain days 
with the abuſe of their bodies, and to make offeringes too 
Venus foz the pzeſernatfon of their chaſtity all theyz ly⸗ 
ues after.Df theſe ſoꝛt of women, Eliſa commaunded hir 
menne to take vp foureſkoze o2 there avoutes that were 
pong mapdens, and to ſhyp them, that hir yonge menns 
myght haue wiues, and the city encreaſe of iſſue. 

While theſe thinges wer a doinge, Pygmalion knowing 
of the flping a wape ok his ſiſter, purpoſed too purſue her 
wickedly with battell and coulde hardly be perl waded by 
the entretante of his moother, and the thꝛeatnings of the 
Gods to be in quiet. To whom the Pꝛophets being enſpi⸗ 
red with the ſpirit of pꝛopheſp, declared that he ſhould not 
eſkape vnpuniſhed, if he wente aboute too hinder the ad- 
uauncement ofa City ſo foztunate,as the like was ſkarſe 
fo be founde agatne in all the woꝛlde. By meanes wherof 
they that fled had ſufficfent leyſure foo eſkape. Eliſa ther; 
foe arrfatnge in the coaſtes of Aﬀricke,moned tofrend- 
ſhippe the inhabitauntes of the place, whiche were wont 
to retoyce at the comming of ſtraungers and enfercourſe 
of marc haundiſe. Afferwarde purchaſpnge a piece of 


grounde,as muche as myght be compaſſed about _ an 
re 
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Oxe hide, wherein too refreſh hir companye whiche was 
weary of their long ſapling , vntil ſhe ſhold take hir four- 
ney againe,ſhe cauſed the hide to be cut into long ſlender 
thonges,by meanes where of ſhe hadde a greater piece of 
grounde than ſhe demaunded, wherevpon euer after the 
place was called Byrſa,Afterward by the oiten repayze of 
the neighbours there abdutes, who foz couetouſneſſe of 
gain bzought many thynges to ſell to the ſtraungers, and 
bullded them houles to dwell among them, at lengthe by 
much reſoꝛt of people it became as good as acitye. Moꝛeo⸗ 
ner the ambaſſadoures of Vtica, bzought pzeſentes to the 
as to their kinſfolke,encouraging them to build a ctty in 
the ſelfe ſame place where they had purchaſed a dwelling. 
Che Afres alſo were deſirous to detapne the ſtraungers 
fil, Wherfoze by the good conſent of al parties, Carthage . 
was bullded, and a yerely rent payd foz the grounde that ot {ine 
the city ſtandeth vpon, 

In the lirſt koundattõ digging,there was foundan Dre 
head, whiche betokened, that it ſhould be a verye fritefull 
and plentifull lande, but that the Citye ould de al wayes 
labouring and alwapes in bondage. Where vppon the 
Citye was remoued ta another place. There they founde 
a hozſe heads, whyche ſignifye d that the people ſhoulde be 
warlicke and of greate power, and ſoo ihn Place ther 
butlved the Cleye with good Lucke. 5 
Then ſhoꝛtli pe after by the concourſe of the Countryes 
there a boutes reſoꝛting thyther foz the good opinlõ they 
hadde of the newe cite it became a groate and populous 
tone.

Then beyng rebukedof the Quene, that they woulde 
chunne anye harde kinde of-iiuinge;foz the ſauegardeof 
their Coantrye,(foz whyche euen the verye lyfe it ſelke 
ought to be ſpent,ffneade ſhoulde ſo require,) they vtte / 
red the kynges commaundement, ſaping that ſhe muſte 
doo the ſelfe ſame thinges hir ſelfe that ſhe taught others 
to doo, if ſhe deſpzedthe ſafetye-of hir Citye. Beinge (urs, 
pziſed by this ſubteltle ; when the had a great while toge⸗ 
thercalled vppon the name of hir huſband Sycheus, with 
manpye teares and lamentable complainte, at the laſt ſhe; 
anſwered the woulde goo whether as hir owne deſtinye, 
and the deſtiny of her Citye called hir. Appon this matter 
takpng iti monethes reſpit, ſhe cauſed a great fire to h 
made in the vttermoſt part ot᷑ the cit ye (as it had bene too 
pacify the ghoſte of het tyꝛſt huſbande, and to do ſacriftce 
to hym befoze ſhe ſhoulde marrye agayne. Mhere alter 
p lacrifiling at many beaſtes taking a cwozd in her hand, 
ſhe went vp ta the toppe of the pile that was (et on fire, 
and ſo loking toward the people: the ſapde Ge would goa 
to hir huſband actoꝛding to the kynges commaundement 
and with that woꝛde ſhe thzuſte the ſ worde to hir harte. 
As long as Carthage was vnuanquiſhed; he was woꝛſhip 
ped fo2 a Goddeſſe, This Citye was bullded theſcoʒe and 
twelue-yeres befoꝛe Nome whoſe puzſſans as it was no- 
table in the watres v ſa in the time of peace the ſtate was 
troubled with londzy miſtoztunes and ciuill debate.

ſoze foughtẽ battell. Foz whych cauſe they baniſhed (with 
thoſe fewthat remained of his armpe,) theyꝛ captain Ma- 
chæus, vnder whoſe guidance they had conquered part of 
Sicill, and atchieued many great aduentures againſt the 
Afres. Whyche. thing the men of warte takyng in greate 
diſpleaſure, ſent ambaſſadours of Carthage, fy2ſt entrea

name of Grekes in Italy, whyche ſoꝛt of people hilde not 
one part, but almoſt al Italy at that time. and ther be ma- 
ny cities which after ſo long continuaunce, do pet at this 
day ſhewe manifeſt tokens of the Grekich cuſtome. Foz 
the people of Thuſcane (which poTeſſe the coaſt of the ne- 
ther ſea,)came out of Lydia. Andthat Venetians, (who as 
we ſe are inhabiters of the vpper ſea,) came bnder Ante. 
nor from Troy, after the taking and deſtruction therof. 
Adria alſo whtch is ner to p Illyriã ſea.⁊ which gaue p na-

4 Sabines: what are the Samnits: what are the T arcntines, 
who(as it is left in wzyting) came krom Lacedemon, and 
wer called baſtardes? They ſay that Philoctets builded the 
city of þ Thurines, whoſe tumbe is to be ſene ther at this 
day and the ſhaftes of Hercules in the temple of Apollo 
which wer the deſtiny of Troy. The Metapontines alſg 
haue yet to ſhe w in the Temple ot Minerua, the iron tw- 
les of Ep eus their firſt fouder, woher with he made p hoꝛſe 
that deſtroyed Trop. Foz the which cauſe all that parte of 
Italy is called the greater Grete. But in the beginning ol 
theſe foundations, the Metapontines with the Sybarites, 
and Crotoniens wer determined to dꝛiue all thother Gre⸗ 
kes out of Italy. ſſone as they had taken the city Siris, in 
the winning therof,they killed befozethe verp aultare of 
Minerua, fifty pongmen embꝛating hir image ⁊ hir pꝛieſt 
veiled in thattire accuſtomed in hir ceremonſes.Yerevp- 
on being vered with peſtilens and ciuil ſedition, the Cro- 
duiolation of tonienſes went firſt to thozacleof Delphos, Anſwer was 
religion. made them that the miſchief ſhoulde ceaſe , ik they hadde 
ones appeaſed Minerua,foz wozkyng ſo wickedly againſt 

hir Godhed,and the ghoſtes of them that they had ſlapn . 
Therfoze when they had begon to carne images to ſet vp 


to the pongmen, of the ſame bigneſle that they wer being 
aliue.and in eſpectatly vnto Minerua: The Metapontines 
knowtnge the Dzacle of the Gods, thought it good too 
wozkeſpedely in pacifping both the pong mennes ghoſts 


t diſpleaſure of the Gods ſo didthey ſet vp litle imags of

lineſſe,and the other part in ſwiftnelle, the peſtilence was 
teaſed on both parties. The Crotoniens hauing recouered 
belth,abode not long in quiet. Therfoze taking diſpleſure 
that in the ſiege of Siris the Locrines cam to fighte againſt 


them they made warre vpon them. The Locrines beyng Ciuill warte 
ſtriken with feare , reſozted too the Spartanes , deſiringe in Italy. 


them humbly of ſuccour. The Spartanes beyng loth fo en- 
ter into warre ſo far of, bad them aſke help of Caſtor and 
Pollux. Nepther dyd the ambaſſadours of their feloweity 


deſptſe their counſell. And therfoze departing into the Marne the 
next temple, and ther makyng ſacrifice,they cried vppon ſuperititio of 
the Gods foz helpe. When they had offred their lacrikices, hetben. 
and obtapned the thpage that they came fo2 (as they 


thought,) bepnge as merp as if they ſhoulde haue caryed 
the Govs them ſelues with them, they made them ſhztnes 
in their ſhippes, and with lucky iournep, in ſtead of ſuc- 
cour they bzought home confozt. This beynge knowen, 
the Crotoniens alſa ſent ambaſſadours to the Ozacle at 
Delphos,pzaptng foz victozye and pꝛoſperous end of the 
warre. at was anſwered that they muſte ouercome theyz 
enemies by vowing oz euer they coulde ouercome them 
by battell. Mhervpon when they had vowe r vnto Apollo 
the tenthe of the pzape , the Locrines getting knowledge 
both of the vow of theyꝛ ennemyes, and of the anſwer or 
the Goddes vowed the ninth, and kept the thing ſecret to 
them ſelues,foz fear leaſt they ſhold be ouercom by vow- 
ing Therfo:e when they wer come into the field, and that 
there ſtode in the battell of the Crotomens an C. and. xx. 
thouſãd fighting men in harneſſe, the Locrines beholding 
their owne ſlender noumber,'foz the p had no mo but xv. 

. ſouldioures) caſte awavye all hope of victozpe, and bent 

them ſelues obſtinatly to die in the kielde. And by mea- 


nes of this deſperatneſſe,cuery man tooke ſuche a harte Deqaire ga

white hozſes,and in ſkarlet clokes were ſene fighting in 


nes of fame. ended, vaniſhed out of ſighte. The incredible lwiltneſſe of

fame encreaſed the wonderment of the thing. Foz p ſame 
daye that the battell was fought in Italy, the victozy was 
repozted at Corynthe, Athens, andLacedemon. After this 
the Crotoniens dyd neuer palle to exerciſe them ſelues in 
cheualry noz in feates of armes. Foz they bated them, be- 
, cauſe they had ſo vnluczelye attemptedthem. And they 
had chaunged their lyfe into riot and idleneſſe, if the Phi⸗ 
toſopher Pythagoras hadde not bin. This manne beynge 
the ſonne of a ritch marchaunte of Samos called Damara⸗ 
tus, and beyng bꝛoughte vppe in the ſtudies of wpldome, 
wherin be greatly encreaſed, tooke his iournep firſt into 
Egipt, and after warde tw Babilon, to learne pertealythe 
monyng of the planetes, and to ſearche out the begin⸗ 
ning ol the woꝛlde, and attapned to ſingular knowledge. 
As he returned from thence, he went to Candye, and La- 
cedemon, to ſtudy the lawes ot Minos and Lycurgus hi- 
che were kamous at that time, Jn all which being perkec⸗ 
tly inſtructed he came to Croton, t by his authozifp reuo⸗ 
ked the people to thꝛittineſſe [ately befoze fallen into ex- 
ceſſeand riot. Daily he commended vertue, and diſpꝛaiſed 
the vice ok tiot reciting the miſerable chaunces of cities, 
that had decayed thꝛough the plage wherby he ſoo ſtirred 
the multitude too the fauour of thꝛiftyneſſe, that ſome of 
them whiche were vfterlydzowned in riot, wer contrary 
too all expectation,bzoughte againe to good thzift.

their huſbandes,and the childzen oftentymes a part from 
their parentes. He taught the women chaſtitie, ſhame- 
kaſtneſſe, womanhoode, and obedience to their huſbandeg. 
The men childze modeſtie, ſobzeneſſe, good nourtour and 
learning. and among theſe thinges, he enterlaced thzifty- 
neſſe the mother of all vertues Finally he did lo muche 
with his continual diſputations, that the noble women 
lapde aſyde their garmentes of clothe of golde and other 
ornamentes apertevning to their eſtate, as inſtrumentes 
of ſuperfluitte , and bzought them all into Iunos temple, 

and there conſecrated them to the Goddeſſe : perſwadpng 
with them that the true oꝛnamente of ladies and gentle- 

women, is chaſtitfe and not attire. Bowe muche he was 
able to wape with the other pouth of the citte, the bzidling 
of the ſtubburne ſtomakes of the women dothe well de- 
clare. But there were thzehundzed younge men whiche 
gathering on a route, bounde them ſelues with an othe 
to lyue together lykeſwozne brothers from the reſidue of 
the citizens By whiche their doing as though theg had 
made an vnlawfall aſſemble to conſpire againſt the city; 
they bzougbtall the whole Citie in their neckes, And as 
they were all aſſembled into one houſe, the Citie woulde 
haue burnt them vp. In whiche hurlyburly, almoſte. lx, 
of them were llayne, and the reſidue were banpſhed. 

When Pythagoras had dwelled ful twenty yeres at Cro- 
ton, he remoued to Metapont ànd there deceaſed; Whom 
they had in ſuche eſtimation; that of his houſe they made

Dahm ceoce the victozy that is made accompt ot befoze hande - While 
the french= Dennis was makyng this warre , the Ambaſſadours of 
men that bur the Frenchemen whiche a fewe monthes befoze had bur⸗ 
ned Kone. ned Nome) came vnto him, deſiring to enter in league 
and frendſhip with him. Alledging that their country 
was lituate among the middes of his enemies, wherekoꝛe 
they might ſtande him in good ſteade, whether it were to 
aide him in the battayle, oꝛ to ſet bpon them behtnde, whi· 
les they were fighting with him befoze. Dennis liked this 
ambaſſade well. And ſo entring in league with them, and 
being intreaſed in power by their aide, he begã his warre 

as it were newe againe. The caule why theſe Frenche- 

men came into Italp to ſeeke them a new dwelling place, 

was the tiuill diſcoꝛde and conttnual debate that they had 

ded in Italy ming into Italy, they dꝛoue the Thuſcancs ont of houſe 
bythetrenc9= and home, and buylded the cities of Millain, Come, Brixia, 
ö Verone,Bergome, Trident, and Vincent. The Thuſcanes 
ziſo with their capitatne Rhetus, hauing loſt their owue 
country, tooke the Alpes, and after the name ot᷑ their cap- 
taine founded the nation ot the Rhetians. But Dennis by 
the comming of the Cartliaginenſes into Sicill, was dziuen 
to returne home, foz they had repapzed their armie, and 
with a greater power renued the warres whiche they had 
bꝛoken vp by conſtraynte ol the peſtilente. The captaine 
ol this warre was Hanno of Carthage, whoſe enemy Su- 
niator, a man at᷑ that time of the greateſt power one of 
them in all Affricke, in deſpite of him, wzate familierly 
in Greke vnto Dennis, aduertpſing him of the commyng 
Tresſone⸗ of the armie, and of the cowardyſe of the captaine. But 
ſpied ond pu⸗ his letters were taken by the wape , wherevpon he was 
mihed. condemned of treaſon , and an act of Parliament we.

ceiue good opinton of his doinges. And there loꝛe he lette 
tha hundzed offenders out of pꝛyſon, and releaſed the 
people thꝛæ peares ſubſidie, alluring their myndes by all 
kinde of counterfet gentleneſſe that he was able to deniſe. 


Tben going in hande with the mtſchtefe he had ſo longe 


purpoſed, he ſlewe not only his bzothers kynſſolke, but al. 
ſo his bꝛothers them ſelues. In ſo muche that whome he 
ought of right to haue made parteners ok his kyngdome, 
he luffered not to be partakers of lple and bzethe : begin 
ning to execute his tyꝛannie vpon his owne kynred, ere 
he pꝛoceaded to wozke it againſt ſtraungers. 

When he hadde diſpatched bis bothers ( of whome as 
of his enemtes he ſtode in-feare be fell to flouthfulnes, 
and thꝛough erceſſiue fedyng became fatte andco2ſp,and 
pots che adiſeale in his egos, that he was not able to a- 

e Sunne, noꝛ the dult, noz finally the, gliſtering of 
any wlight-F02 whiche cauſes beleuin ng him ſelfe to be had 
in diſdatne ot all men he erecuted moſte extreme trueltp, 
not filling the Gaples with pꝛiſoners as his father did, 
but repleniſhing ß titie with langhters,foz which things 
he became not ſo muche diſdained, as bated of all menne 
Theretoꝛe when he pertetued that the Syracuſanes were 
minded to bid him battel: he was in doubt a great whyle 
whether it were better to depoſe him ſelke, oꝛ to withſtand 
them by koꝛtce. But his men ot᷑ warre (in hope to haue the 
ſpople and ſacking ofthe citie) compelled him to ſtand 5 
the ti iall of it by batteil, where being vang

Being in his baniſhment receued by his confederates the 

Locrines (as though he had bin their rightfull kyng) her N 
toke their foztreſſe, and there exeneiſed hys accuſtomed 8 - 
erueltfe. Pe enfozced the noble mens wines, and when bone Will not 
the maidens ſhould be maried, he fetched them awap, and out ofthe fic 
hauing abuſed them, ſent them to their ſpouſes agapne. 

The richeſt and weithie ſt perſons, either he dzaue out of 

the citte, oꝛ els caufed them to be put to death, and ſeiſed 

their godes. And when he ſaw there was no moꝛe foꝛ him 

to catch conneniently,he copaſſed all the whole Citie by a 

fubtle pꝛadiſe. At ſuch tyme as the Locrines were opp2ef- 

ſed with the warres of Leophron king of Rhegium, thep 

made a vow that if they wan the vpper hand, they would 2 
vpon afeaſtfull day of Venus, ſet their Airgines in the o/ nis to warde 
pen ſtewes foz all men to abuſe. Mhich vowe being left the Locrines, 
vnperfozmed,and hauing bnfoztunate warres wytg the 

Lucanes, Dennis talled them together befoze hym, and er⸗ 

hozfcd them to ſende their wiues and daughters, as goz- 

geouſly apparelled as they coulde into the temple of Ne⸗ 

nus, and out of them there ſhould be a hundꝛed dzawn by 

lotte to perfozme the common vowe, which foꝛ religions 

ſak e, ſhould ſtand in the ſtewes koz the ſpace of one month 

all their huſbands being befozeſwo2ne, not to haue to do 

with any of them.

When be 
Denni#1®*r had with thele and ſuch like ſuttlettes raigned by þ ſpace 
Peoucreth ok vi. peres the Locrines conſpſred againſt him and dane 
Spꝛacuſt. him out of the citie, from whence he returned into Sicil, 
and there by treaſon (no man miſtruſting any thing alter 

ſo long tontinuante of peace) recouered the titie Syracuſe 
mates While theſe thinges were a doing in Sicill, in themeans 
ſowacya- fymetn Aﬀeicke, Hanno pꝛinte of Carthage, beganne fo 
gainſt Car: employ his richeſſe (by which he ſurmounted the power 
chage. of the common weale) about compaſſpny of the louerain· 
tie, entending to haue llain the Senate, and to haue made 

hymſclie kyng. | 

To the perfoꝛmante of which miſchieke, he had choſen a 

certafne day, in which his daughter ſhould be ſolempnelp 

marted, fo the entente that vnder colour of perfozmpng 

hys vowes. he myght the caſſer wozke hys wickedneſſe, 

and bꝛyng hys miſchletions deutſes to effect vneſpſed, 

And theretoze her p2epared a feaſte foz the people in the o/ 

pen P22ches and Galleries of the Citie, and foz the Se · 

nate in hys owne houſe.

UWhiche thyng beyng by hes 

ſerusuntes bewꝛaped to the Pagiſtrates, the miſchiefe 

was auopded but not puniſhed: leaſte in a manne of ſo 

greate power, the matter beyng knowen myghte put 

them to moꝛe trouble, than by beyng but onely ſurmiſed. 

Beyng therefoze contented to haue reſtrapned hym of 

bys 
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his purpoſe, they made a decree, wherein was limited 
what colt ſhould bee beſtowed vppon martages, ſtraight- 
ly chargpng and commaundyng the ſame to be obſerued, 
not of any one man, but of all men in generall to the ens 
tent the perſon ſhoulde not ſeme to be noted, but the vi- 
ces rebuked. Beyng by this deniſe pzenented, be ſtfrred 
the bondmen to rebellion, and hauing appointed a dap a 
gapne foz the laughter, when he ſaw himſelle the feconde 
tyme bew2ayed, fearing to be arraigned of treaſon, he 
toke a certaine (ſtrong holde with twenty thouſand bond⸗ 
men well armed. 

There, whiles he ſollicited the Afres and the kyng of anno is ta-

both his holde and his hoſte, and recetupng no moze but :

Foz beyng of fanonr xper- 
ſonage erceding beautifull,he liued a great while in ſuf- 
ferance of moſt filthp inceſt. When he was paſt boyes e. 
ſtate, he turned his lecherous luſt from men vnto wome. 
Alter this beyng diſfamed with both kyndes, he channged 
that trade ofliuing, and fell to robbery. In pzoceſſe of time 
when he came ta Syracuſc,and was taken into the citie as 
among other inhabiters, he was a greate while without 
tredite oꝛ eſtimation, becauſe he ſemednot to haue anp 
god to loſe,noz any honeſty to diſtaine. In fine obtaining 


the rome of a raſcall ſouldioꝛʒ, loke how diſhoneſt he was 


in his lining befoze,cuen as ſeditious was her in his do- 
inges then, and molt foz warde to do all kinde of milchiet. 
Foz he was counted ſtrong ot hand and in talke very elo. 
quent. Therkoꝛe within ſhoꝛte ſpace he was made Capt- 
taine of a hundꝛed men, and anone after marſhall of the 
hoſte . In the firſt battaple, whiche was agapnſle the 
Aetneans, he gaue the Sy racuſanes great pzafe of hys to⸗ 
wardneile In the next following agatnſt the Campaines, 
her made all men conceyue ſo god opinion of him, that he 
was ſubſtituted in the rome of the graund captaine Da- 
maſco detedſed, wohoſe wyfe (with whom he had commit 
ted aduoutry in the lyfe af her huſbande) after his deceaſe, 
he toke in mariage. And beyng not content the t of a begs 
ger he was ſodainly made riche, he exerciſed rouyng on 
the Sea agaynſte hys owne countrep. But it was hys 
chaunce to be ſaued, becauſe when his mates were taken 
and put to the tozture, they confefſed nothyng of hym. 
CTwiſe he went about to make bymſelfe kyng of Syracuſe 
and twiſe he was baniſhed foz hys laboure , The Mur- 
gantines among whome he lyued in the tyme of his exile, 
fo 2 hafred they bareto the Syracuſanes, created hpm fir(t 
their Pzeto2, and afterwarde their Capitapne. In that 
warre he both foke the Citſe of the Leontines, and beſie⸗ 
ged the Citte of Sy racuſe. To the reſkue whereof Hamil: 
car Capitaine of the Carthaginenſes bepng requeſted to 
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tome, laid alide all enmitie and hatred, and ſent thether a

And ſo at one inſtant, the Citie Syracuſe was defended 
frendly by the enemy, and fierflyaTaulted by her own ci. 
tizen, But Agathocles when he ſawe that the towne was 
moze manfally defended then allaulted, ſent a Purſiuant 
to Hamilcar, tffirtng him to do ſo muchefoz hym, as to 
take bppe the matter betwenehpm and the Syracuſancs, 
fo the determination of ſome peace betwirt them, pꝛomi⸗ 
ſingtodoo the bell that laye in hym to recompence hys 
gentlenelle. 
- Whereuppon Hamilcar bepng filled wyth hope, and 
partly fearyng hys power, entred a league ot frendſhippe © compoſitis

Th? coplaint thocles gs of Hamilcar, accuſing the one as a lozdly tirant 
ofthe con'e- and the other as a trattour, vy whome they were ſolde by 
rates. bargalue;tothe vttermoſtenemy of their eſtate, to whom 
at the beginning in confirmatton ofthe ſaid compoſition 

there was delluered Syracuſe, the titie that had ener bin 

melt enemy to the Afres, and an enuter of the Carthagj» 
nenſes al wayes contending with them foz the Emptre of 

Slcill:and now mo2eouer were betrayed to the ſame per⸗

The ettecte Me ſhewed them in what caſe Syracuſe ſtode,foz the helpe 
of a gathocles whereol there remained none other meane, but to do to 
0zationt0 919 their enemy as he han done tothe, Foz warres were to be 
handled other wile at home than abꝛode. At home a man 
could haue none other help, than his country is able to a.

them, and loke foz the helpe of fozaine pꝛinces. And to the

Wherfoze the Carthagines 
ſes ſhould haue whotter war res at their own dozes out of 
Aff icke, than out of Sicill, and aide would aſſemble from 
all partes againſt that one city, greater in name than in 
power, wherfoze he ſhould finde the ſtrength there, which 
he bꝛought not wit) him. Mozeouer the ſodain feare of the 
Carthaginenſes ſhould be no \mail furtherance to his vic - 
tozte, who being amazed at the wonderfull audacitie of 
their enemies. would treble and quake foz feare. Beſides 
this, to the encreaſe of the ſame , they ſhould beholde the

ſtil beſieged. Foꝛ atter that Hamilcar the ſonne of Gilgo 
wasſlatne, the Carthaginenſes ſents thither a new hot of 
men..

After the departure ot Pyrrhus out of Sicill, Hiero 
was created chtefe officer, who was a man of ſuche mode⸗ 
ſty,that by the kauourable conſent of all the cities, hee was 
Ot the cduca flrſt made capitaine againſt the Carthaginenſes, and after 
con, an®22*- ward kyng. Ok this royal eſtate to come, his bꝛinging vp 
Hiero. when he was a verp babe, was as it were a fozemeſlen- 
ger. Foz he was begotten of a nobleman called Hierocly- 
tus, whoſe pedegre was fet from Gelus an auncient king 
of Sicil. But by his mothers ſide,he was bozne of a baſe 
and very diſhon ourable ſtocke, foꝛ he was begotten of a 
bond woman, and therfoꝛe caſt away by his father as a diſ⸗ 
bono and repzoche to bis hauſe. But the Bars — — 
t 
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title babe without helpe of man, wzought their combes a- 
bout hym, and nouriſhed him with hony many dayes to 
gether. 

Upon which occaſion his father (at the warning of the 
Southſapers, which tolde him that the childe ſhoulde be a 
king) toke the childe to him, and bꝛought him vp with all 
diligence in hope of the eſtate that was behighte hym. As 
the lame childe ſate at his boke in the ſchole among other 
of hys feltowes, ſodainly there came in a Wolfe among 
them and ſnatched the boke out ol hys hande. Pozeouer 
bepng a poung man when he went firſt to the warres, an 
Eagle came and late vpon his target and an Owle vpon 
his ſpeare, The whiche wonder betokened that he ſhould 
be aduiſed in countell. and ready of hand, and alfo that he 
ſhould be a king. Finally he fought hande fo hand againſt 
many chalengers, and euer went away with the vicozy. 

King Pyrrhus rewarded him with many rewardes of 
thiualrie. De was of perſonage excæding beaut6- 
full, of ſtrength wonderful as might be in a ma, 
gentle to talke vnto; tuſt in his dealinges,and 
in his gouernment vpꝛight and indifferent 
ſo that nothing in the wozldg wanted in 
him appertainyng to a kyng, ſaue 
onely a. kingdome.

ing the ſame befoze,purchaſed him ſelk an immoꝛtal fame 
of his pzoweſſe) climbed ouer the high toppes and vnmer· 
ctfull cold places of the Alpes. There hauing ſabdued the 
Pannonians, they made war with their neighboures ma- 
ny yeres together, ſometime to their gapne t ſomtime to 
their loſſe Afterward being pzonoked by their foztunate 
ſucceſſe thep raiſed two armpes, wherof thone wente to- 
wardes Greece, and the other toward Macedone, putting 
all to the ſwoꝛd that came in they daunger , By meanes 
whereof the name ofthe Frenchmen khecame lo terriblo, 
that euen kynges befoze they were aſſatled, were glad to 
giue them great ſummes of money that thep mighte liue 
in reſt by them. Only Ptolomy kyng ol Macedone made 
lyght ofthe matter, when he hard of the comming of the 


hardineſſe of frenchme.And euen as i it had bin as eaſy a matter with

him, to diſpatch warre as to doe miſchtefe, bepng pꝛicked 
fozward wyth the furious remozce of his cõſcience which 
obiected befaze his eyes the remembzaunce of his wicked 
murders,he met them with a few, and thoſe out of ozder. 
Furthermoze he toke ſcozne of the krendly offer made by 
the amballadoures of Dardanie, whoe pzoferred to ſends 
hym twenty thouſand men well armed to helpe him, and 
he gaue them moꝛeouer this taunt foz theyr labour: that 
the good dayes ol Macedone were far ſpente, if after they 
had by thepz owne puiſſauce alone, conquered al the at, 
they ſhould haue nerde of the Dardanians to defende they: 
owne countrpe. 

Foꝛ he had in his hoſt the ſonnes of theim that had ſer⸗ 
ued vnder greate Alexander, and had ſubdued the whole 
wozld, When the kyng of Dardanic heard therof, he ſayds 
the famous Empire of Macedone, would ſhoꝛtlpe decape 
though the raſhneſſe of that vnaduyſed man. 

The Frenchmen therefo2e by the aduyſe of their Cap- 
tayne Belgius,to the entente to trye howe the Maccdones 
werempuded, ſents Ambaſſadours to Ptolomye offering 
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chiualrie they hadde aduaunced to the ſkye, and to helpe

hym peace,if he would by u mot Ptolomy bolted ambge 
hys men, that the Frenchmen deſpzed peace fozfeare of 
hym, and he nolelſe vaunted himſelte befoze the Ambaſ- 
ſadours, then he had done among hys owne krends. De- 
nyinge to graunt them peace any other wyſe, then it they 
gaue hym thepꝛ noble men foz hoſtages, and deltuered vp 
thepꝛ armour and weapons, foz he would not truſt them 
onleſſe they were diſarmed. When the ambaſſadours had 
repozted this anſwere,the Frenchmen laughed at it, cry- 
mg out on euery ſpde that he ſhoulo ſhoztly fle whether 
they offered hym peace to hys owne behofe o2 to thepzs. 

Mythin fewdapes after, the matter came to hand ſtroks, 
and the Macedones beyng vanqutthed were ſlapne right 
down, Ptolomy being very ſoze wouded in diuers places, 
was taken pꝛyloner and his head ſt riken of, whych being 
put vp on a ſpeares popnte, was caryed vp and downe all 
the hoſt, to the terrour of theyzenempes. Few of the Ma- 
cedones eſcaped by flyghte, the reſt were either ſlapne o2 
taken pzyſoners. Mhẽ newes hereol was ſpꝛed thzongh 
Macedone, thep ſhut in the gates of their Cities, and all 
was fn! of ſoꝛow and mour ning. One whyle they be way 
led the loſſe of their ſonnes, another whple they keared ß gg 
beſteginge of theyꝛ cyties, at another tyme they called v 

pon the names of Philip and Alexander they; kynges foz 
helpe, as if they had bin Goddes, caſtpng in their mynds, 
how vnder them they had not onely lyued in ſafetye, but 
as conqueroꝛs of the whole woꝛld. Be ſceching them to des 
fend their Country, whych th2ough the renoume of their 


themnowe in thepꝛ aduerſytye, whom the wylfull rage 
andraſhneſſe of Ptolomye, thepꝛ kynge had wel nye de; 
ſtroyed. Mhyle all men ode thus in deſpapze, Soſ⸗

Front 
whence, as though thole boties ſœmed to baſe and ſimple 
in hys eie. he turned his mind to the teples of the Goddes 
immoꝛtal, malapertip ſcoffing that the gods were rich, # 
ought to depart liberal ly tome, Therupon immediatlip he 
toke his iourney toward Delphos, ſetting moꝛe by ß gain 
of the gold that had bin offered to the Gods, then by their 
dpſplcaſure:who he afffrmed to haue no neede of richelle, 
as they that are wont to beſtow them vpon men.

Where as by gluing theim 
that nightes reſpſte, theyz ennemtes ſhoulde perchaunce 
gette both courage and ſuccoure, and the wayes that now 
lape open myghte be ſtopped vp. But the common ſoul- 
diers of the frenchmen, who after long penurp had found 


a countrye replenyſhed with wpne and all other kynde of 
victualles,beynge as glad and ioptul of the aboundaunce 


as of a bictozye, diſperſed them ſelues in the fieldes, and 


lcapng they; ſtanderds ran abꝛod, makyng hauocke ot al 
thynges lpke conqueroures, whyche thyng was a meang 
that the Delpl11ans hadde reſpite to laye fo2 them ſelues. 

Foz at ſuche time as it was firſte repozted that the Fren⸗ 
chemen were tomminge thyther, the hulbande men were 
pꝛohibited by the Greke Dzacles, to conuey their cozne 
and wines out of the villages. The wholſome meanpnge 
of whyche commanundement'/was not bnderitanded, ber- 
foze that by reaſon of the aboandaunce of wine and other 
bitualles whiche was caſte as a ſfop in the frenchemen- 
nes wayes,the ſuccoures of theyꝛ neygbboures had ley- 
ſure to reſoꝛte thither fogither , The Delphians therfoze 
had ſtrengthened the towne by the helpe of theyꝛ nepgh- 
boures,02 euer the french men. ( who were as greadye of 
the wine as of a botye, ) coulde be called from the wyne 
fatte to thepz ſtandardes. Brennehad thꝛæ ſkoze and fine 
thouſsnde choſen footemen' of the beit in all his hooſte, 
whereas the Delphians and their ayders were in all but 
foure thouſande ffghtyng menne. In diſdaine of whyche 
ſmall handfall , Bren to the entent to ſharpen the mindes 
of his menne, ſhewed theym what a rtche and plentſfall: 
p2ape thep ſhould haue, aſfirmpng that the Images with 
the chariottes, ( whereot they might behold greate ſtoze a 
farre of, wer all of maſſpe golde, wherfoze the boty wol d

that God was come among them, and that they had ſcene 
him lcapedowne into the temple at the open rote toppe. 

Mozeouer whtle they were all makyng their humble ſup⸗ 
plicativs to God foz ayde, they ſapd they met a pong man 
of beauty and perſonage far excellyng anpe moztall crea- 
ture and in hys companye with him ii. virgins in armoꝛ, 
_ whych came vnto bym out of the ii. temples of Diane and 
Minerna therby: Whyche thynge they not onlye had per- 
fectly ſene with theyꝛ eyes, but alſo moze ouer had harde 
the tlatterynge of their harneſſe and the ſounde of they 
bowes. Wherfoze they hartelp beſought them that ſeyng 
the Goddes them ſelues dyd garde theyz ſtand rd, they 
ſhould not ſticke to diſpatche their ennemies, and to ſopne 
them ſelues as partakers with the E odds ok the bictoꝛpe.

The ambaſadours therfoze when they came ageyne fo 
thep2 company, dpd ſet out all thinges to the vttermoſt,x 
Declarpng both the kynges richeſſe and his negligence, 
how hys camp was ſtuffed with gold and ſiluer, and ney- 
ther foztiftedwith diche noz trenche, t that euẽ as though 
their richeſſe were a ſafficient defence foz them,thep kept 
nether watch noz ward,noz any other warlike oder, as if 
they had no nede at all of helpe ofthe ſwozd, becauſe they 
walloweddin gold. This repozt was inough to ſtir bp the 
minds of the couetous frenchmen to the pzays . Beſides 
that, they tooke example at Belgius, who not longe, tyme 
befoze,had ſlayn the hoſt of Macedone and the kyng alſo. 
Therkoze with one aſſent they aſſailed the kynges camp 
in the night. who kozeſeing the miſchiele that was like to 
enlue, had geuen his men warnyng the dap befoze,to cõ⸗ 
ue awap all their ſtuffe, and to hyde them couertly in the 
wade by. Faz there was none other meane foz them to 
ſaue thepꝛ campe, but only by foꝛ ſaking it. Naz when the 
frenchmen ko bund all thinges boid, and not onelp without 
defenders,but alſo without kepers:miſtruſting that ther 
were not fled, but rather that they kept them lelues cloſe 
foz ſom policy thep durſt not a good while enter in at that 
gates. At the laſt leauyng all the foꝛtifications whole and 
vntouched, they entered the campe rather ſearchpng then 
riffling, And whe they had taken ſuch as they found they 
turned them ſelues to the ſea ſide. There as they fel raſh- 
lp too riffeling of the ſhippes,thewatermen and parte of 
the army that were fled thither with their wiues e chpl- 
dꝛen, ſodainly fel vpon them and llue them oꝛ they ke 
any ſuche matter. And there was made luche a llau 
of the Frenchmen, that the fame of this vietoꝛpe pur 
ſed Antigonus peace, not only of the Frenchmen ,but al- 
ſoofthe fierce and ſauage people that bozdered one hys 
kingdome Hob be it the frenche men multiplied ſo ſoze 
at that time that they ſpzeadoner Aſia, as it hadde bin a

onelp vii. of his retinue, he neuer hoped too recouer hys 
kyngdom,but ſought canes and wilderneſſes where too 
ſaue hys life, Pirrhus therfoze beyng enſtalled in the ſiege 
royall of ſoo great a kyngdome;, and not content to haue 
attatned to that that he could ſcarſly haue wiſhed foz , be- 
gan to pꝛadiſe how to winne thempire of Grece and Aſia, 
Neyther tooke he any moꝛe pleſure of hys Empire, then 


The doinges of hys warres, nepther was ther any man able too with · 
ot Pyzthus. and the fo2ce of Pyrrhus whom he aſſapled. But as he 


had no pier in conqueryng of kingdoms, ſo dyd he as light 
ly foz go them when he had gotten them. So muche was 
he of better ſkill to win kyngdomes, than to kepe them. 

Therfoꝛe when he had tranſpozted his armpeouer from 
Cher ſoneſus, ther reteiued him thãbaſſodoꝛs of the Athe⸗ 
niens 2 the Acheans 5 and the Meſlenians f Pea and all the 
Grekes (foʒ the renoun ot his name, and foꝛ that they wer 
aſfonfed at hys noble dedes agapnlte the Komains Car. 
thaginenſes) a waited his comming there. The firſt warre 
that he had, was with the Lacedemonians, where he was 
rece ted with greater valiantneſſe of the women, than ok 
the men. Ther he loſt his ſonne Ptolomy, and the ſtron. 
geſt part of al his army. Foz when he aſſaulted the town 


. ſuche a ſozt of women came running to the defence of the 


citye.that he was not moze valiantlpe vanquiſhed, than 
ſhamefully dzfuen to retfre. Farthermoze his ſon Ptolo⸗ 
my is repozted to haue bin ſo couragious, and ſoo ſtout a 
man of his handes, that wyth lr.men he toke the city Cor⸗ 
cyra by foꝛce. And alſo iu a batell vpon the ſea he lept out 
of a cockbote with vii. ot hys men into a gally and won it. 


And laſte of all in thaſſault of Sparta, he bzake with hys 


hoꝛſe into the mpddes ol the cite, and ther was ouerpꝛel⸗ 
ſed with the number ok his enempes and ſlaine. Whoſe 
body when it was bzought to his father Pirrhus, it is re- 
pozfed he ſhould ſape that he was ſlapne ſomewhat mY

- ned. Pyrrhus when he hadde taken the repulſe at Sparta, 
wet to Argos, The whiles he endeuoured to get Antigo⸗ 
nus into his handes, wbom he had beſteged in the citye, as 
be fought mooſt valtantlye amonge the thickeſt, he wag 
ſlapne with a ſtone thzowen from the wall. His bed was 
cut ot᷑ and bzought to Antigonus, who vling the victozye 
gentillye,ſent home his ſonne Helen with hys Epyrotes 


whiche were pelded vnto him , into hys kyngdome with⸗ 


out raunſom, and deliuered him his fathers body that lap 
vnburied, to carꝝ home with him into his country. It is a 
conſtant repozt amongeſt all authozs, that there was not 
any kyng,epther in thoſe dayes oz in the latter times be⸗ 
foze, woꝛthy to be compared vnto Pirrhus, ànd that it was 
à hard matter to finde any,not onely among kynges, but 
alſo amdg other famous men, either ot moꝛe holy liuing 
q of moze appꝛoued iuſtice. And as foz knowledge in che 
and feates of armes, there was ſo much in him, that 
wheras he had continuall warres with Lyſimachus, De- 
metrius, and Antigonus kpnges of ſoo greate power and 
puiſſaunte, pet was he neuer ouercome by anpe of them, 
160 was he euer bꝛought to ſo low an ebbe, but that 
he was able to matche the Illirians, Sicilſas, Romatnes and 
Carthaginenſes at all times, yea and ſometimes to get the 

vpper hand of them. By meanes whereof thzoughe the

From thence alſo 

Antiochus eſkaped by the helpe of a harlot with whom he * 

had familiare company. But when he was eſcaped fro his thecucg, 

ke pers, as he fled, thæues met with him t killed him.

(which went about to take from hir, a part of Acarnania, 
which ſhee beinge moother and pzotecoz of the childzen, 
had receiued to helpe to maintaine the warres withall, ) 
to reſozt fox ſutcour to Demetrius king of Macedone: vn- 
to whom hauinge a wife alreadpe the ſiſter of Antiochus 
kyng of Syria, ſhe gaue hir daughter Pythia in mariage, 
to the entent ſhe might get the help at his hand by right of 
affinity, which ſhe could not get foꝛ pity and compaſſion. 
The martage theretoʒe was ſolemniſed, wherby the new 
weddes wyke fel in great fanoure ,and the old wife in dil⸗ 
pleaſure. Foz the fyꝛſt wife asſthough ſhee had bin denoz- 
ſed of ber owne acco2de, departed to hir bzother Antio- 
chus,and pꝛouoked him to warre vppon her huſbande . 
The Acarnanians alſo diſtruſting the Epyrotes, and ther 
bpon requfryng helpe of the Komaynes, * ok the 
enatg 
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Senate of Rome, that ambaſadours were ſente to tom; 
maund the Actoliaus to withdzawe their garriſons from 
the Cities of Acarnania, and to ſuffer them to liue out of 
bondage, who al only fn old time ſentno helpe to the Grees 
zes againſte the TI royans their firſt founders. But the 
Actolians harde the Ambaſſadours of the Nomaines very 


diſdaynfullp: caſtinge them in the tœth with the Cartha⸗ Thejanſwere 
ginenſes andthe Frenchmen, by whom they had bin ſo af- ot the Actoit- 


flicted in ſo manye battaples, and ſo oftentimes btterlye 


gates againſt the Carthaginenſes whiche they had ſhut vp 
fo: feare of the warres of Affricke, ere they toke vpon the 
to make warres in Greece. Poꝛeouer they bade them re⸗ 
member whome they manaſed, foꝛ they were not able to 
de fende their owne Citie againſte the Frenchmen , but 
whenit was taken, they were fapne to rederme it wyth 
monep,and not recouer it by the ſwoꝛde. The which na- 
tion entringe into Greece wyth another maner of hoſt, 
they themlelues had not onelp wythout tye at e of 8nye 
other kozraine power, but alſo not ſoe muche as helped 
with their owne houſes, vtterlpe deſtroyed and made 
their Nealme a place foz their burtall whiche they had de · 


termined to make the ſeate of their kingdome her - 


as on the contrarpe parte Italpe, (the. Romaines pet (fl 
tremblinge foz feare of the late burninge dk their Citte) 
was wel nie wholly ſubdued bythe:Frenchmen. Mher⸗ 
foꝛe it was mate fo; them fyzit to dziue the Frenchmen 


out of Italy, ere they pꝛeſumed to manaſe the Actolians, 


and fp2ſt to defende their owne, ere they toke in hande to 
defende other mennes. And what manner of men were 
the Komatnes ein good fapth no better but a ſoꝛt of rag- 
ged Shepeheardes that wꝛongfullp hild a piece of ground 
taken frome the right e owners by robberye; whyche be- 
ing not able to get them wpues koꝛ the diſhoneſty of their 
beginning, were fapne te rauiſh them by open foꝛce, 00

piſed the Macedones floziſhynge in thempire of all the 
whole wozld, which feared not that kinge Philip, whiche 
diſdained to obey the lawes of Alexander the great, after 
hee had ſubdued the Perſians and Indians, when all other 
men did molt feare.40zead his name Mherfoꝛe they coũ⸗ 
ſelled the Romaines to holde them ſelues content with 
their pꝛeſent ſtate, and not to pꝛouoke thoſe weapons a⸗ 
Thc Actole- ganſt them. thzo ugh which they ſaw both the Frenchmẽ 
ang munde llapne, and alſo the Macedones'deſpifed:'When they had 
Xcarnania, in thys wyſe diſmiſſed the Romapne Ambaſſadours, to 
the entent they woulde not ſeme to haue bin moꝛe bolde 
in wooꝛdes then they woulde bee in deede: they foꝛraped 
all the bozders of the kyngdome of Acarnania. By this 
time had Oly mpias delluered the kingdome to hir ſonnes, 
and in ſtærde of his bzother Pyrrhus deceaſed , Ptolomye 
ſucteded in his whole kingdome. Mhoe goinge with an 
hoſt of men well furniſhed agapnſt his ennempes, was 
by the wape taken with a dyſeaſe and dyed, Oly mpias al⸗ 
lo ere it was longe time after, beinge wounded. with ſo⸗ 
oeh de rawfoz the death of hir two ſonnes, ſkarſe able to dꝛawe 
Moudropall her painfull bzeathe, liued a ſmall. while after bir chil⸗ 
in Eppie. Þzcn. 
There remapned of the bloude ropall no mo but onelp a 
yonae mayde called Nereis, and hir liſter Laodamia. 
Nereis was maried vnto Gelo ſonne of the king of Sicil. 
And Laodamia flpinge foz bir ſauegarde to the altare of 
The venge- Diana, was there ſlaine by the concourſe of the people 
— whych offence the Goddes immoꝛtal puniſhed wyth con- 
murder, tinuall ſlaughters of that nation, and wel nere wyth the 
btter deftrucion of the whole Realme.

Fo2 firſt beyng puniſhed with dearth and hanger, and 
vercd wyth ctuill diſcozd, laſt of all they were in manner 
quite conſumed by the warres of fozaine nations. And 
Milo who killed Laodamia falling oute of his wittes, ſoe 
mangled his owne body ſommetime wyth pzon, ſomtime 
with tones, and in fine ſoc rente and tare his owne bo 
wels with his teeth, that wythin, xli. dapes he dye d mooſt 


miſerably. Whyle theſe things were a doyng in Epyre, 


Demetrius dyed in Macedone, leaupng a lytle ſonne cal- 
ted Phillip to be his heir. Ouer whom Antigonus beyng 
made pꝛotectoꝛʒ, toke the childes mother to hys wyfe, and 
wente about to make hym ſelke kynge. Mythin a whple 
after, when the Macedones makinge inſurrection againit 
hym, and thzeatnpnge to kyll him, whoe beſieged him in 
hys owne palace, he came fozthe to them wpthoute anve 
gard,andcaſtyng among them his crowne, and hys put 
ple robe of eſtate, and bade them beſtowe thoſe thinges v⸗ 
pon ſome other perſon, which epther knewe howe to rule 
them,oz to whom they could fpnd in their hartes to obey: 
foz as foʒ hym he had not hitherto (duringe the tyme her 
bad the gouernment of that odious kyngdome,) taſted o? 
anye pleaſures,but of labour, of trauaple, of perill and of 
ſeoperdpe . Then her reherſed what her had don foz them, 
howe her had puniſhed ſuche of their confederates as had 
reuolted, howe her had all waged the courage of the Dar- 
danians and Theſſalians triumphynge at the death of De- 
metrius, and kpnallxe howe her had not onelp mayntay- 
ned, but alſo augmented the ſfate of themptre of Mace- 
done. Of whych thynges if ſo bee it they repented them, 
he was content to depoſe hym ſelfe , and to ſurrender hys 
office into their handes, and let theym ſeeke them akynge 
whom they myght rale as thep liſf themſelues. WMhen 
the people beyng ſtryken wyth ſhame willed him to take 
his kyngdome vpon hym agayne, he refuſed it vtterlye ſo 


longe , vntpll the authours of the rebelllon were pelded

vnto him fo puniche theym at his pleaſure After this he 
made war againſt the Spartanes which all onely deſpiſed 
the warres of Philip and Alexander, andthe Empire of 
the Macedones, with the knighthode ſo ſoze redoubted o- 
uer all the wozld. REY & 

The warre was pꝛepared koꝛ with all the furniture and 
power that tolde be made on both portes, bet werne theſs 
two noble and famous nations, The one fighting foꝛ the 
auncient renowme of Macedone, the other not onlye foʒ 
the main tenaunte of their vntouched libertye neuer be; 
foze t iolated but a ſo fo2 their common ſauegard. The 
Lacedemonians beynge vanquiſhed, not onelpe the men 
themſelaes, but alſo their wiues and childzen, toke their 
milfoꝛtune with very ffout courage. Foz there was not 
any man that ſpared hys lite in battaple, noꝛ any woman 
that we pt fo the loſſe of hir huſbande, The old men come 
mended the death or their ſonnes and the ſonnes re ioyled 
that their fathers was ſlaine in the field. Euerp man la⸗ 
mented his owne chance, that thep had not died foꝛ the li- 
berty of their country. The fathers and mothers retetued 
into their houſes all ſache ss were hurt, healed ſuche ag 
were wounded, and recomfozted ſuche as were ſtriken 
downe - And in all this buſineſſe there was not in the cy- 
tie any ovtcry,oz any wꝛinging ol handes, there was not 
any tremblyng koꝛ feare but euerp man be wapled moze 
the common miſfoꝛtune, then his owne pꝛiuate caſe. 

Whyle theſe thinges were in doinge, Cleomenes their 

kynac afterihe had made great ſlaughter ol his enemies, 
being all on a goze blad, as well with his owne woundes 
as with the blud'of his ennempes, came amonge them. 
And when he was entered the cite; her ſat not downe to 
reſt him. her called not foꝛ meate no2d2!nke; no noꝛ ones 
put of hys Harneſſe, but leanyng his backe to a wal, when 
bee ſawe there remapned no moꝛe but onelp foure thous 
ſand of hys men from the battaile her crhozted them to re

Wherfoze it would ſtãd him in 
hande alſo to take enſample how to beware by other men 
whoſe kingdome the nobler and nearer it was to the Ro- 
maynes,fo much ſhoulde he fynde them his fiercer enne- 
myes. Mozeouer he pꝛoteſted, that hee was cõtented fo ſur 
render to hinvthe right and title ol the Kingdome whyche 
the Komaynes had taken from him. Saying he could bet⸗ 
ter find in his hart to ſe his neighbour and frende, rather 
then his ennemp to entop the poſſeſſfon of his king dome. 
llth this and ſuch other line talke he perſwaded Philip 
to leaue the Aetolians, and to turne the bꝛunt ofthe war 
againſte the Romaines, ſoe muche the rather, becauſe he 
thought they ſhonldbe the lefte able fo reſfT him, koꝛ that

Ther foꝛe he ſawe ſuch a cloud of cruell and bloudpe war 
tiſing out ot Italp, he ſaw ſuch a roꝛing and thundering 
ſtoꝛme tomminge out of the Meſt, that into what part of 
the woꝛld ſoeuer the violente koꝛce of the victozy ſhoulde 
dꝛiue the tempeſt therof, it was like to waſhe all thinges 
with a terrible and bloudy ſhour. Her ſaid that Greece had 
oftentimes befoze luttered greate trouble by the warres, 
ſometime of the Perſians, ſometime of the Frenchmen, e 
ſomettme of the Macedones : but thep ſhould find that all 
that euer is paſt was but a ſpozt, if thoſe armpes whych 
nowe were fightings in Italpe, ſhoulde once ſpꝛed them 
ſelues into Greece.

” Andſoe koꝛgetting quite the renoume of his name, and 
the Mateſt ye of his kingdome , hee ſpente the night in le · 
cherpe, and the-dayes in feaſtynge . Beſpdes this the 
maze to enflame hys lecherous appetite,be had at his fea- 
ſtes muſicallſpnginge and daunſynge . Nepther could 
the kyng now content himſelfe to be a beholder of others, 
but alſo lyke a mayſter of miſrule fell to playinge vppon 
inſtrumentes himſelfe . Theſe was the fy:ft plagues 
and pꝛeupe Paladyes, which after warde were the decaye 
of the kynges houſe .

Up,tn hope to recouer their auncient libertye , and made 
war vpon him. By meanes wherof the kynge was ſoe al ; 
ſaultedon euerpe ſide, that h was tconſtrained to deſpꝛe 
peace. Mhen the articles ot᷑ peace ſhould be pꝛopounded 
by the Romains, both Attalus 4 the Rhodians, ę the Ache · 
ans, and the Aetolians demaàunded reſtitution of that that 
had bin theirs. On thother ſide, Philip graunted that hee 
could find in his hart to be ruled by the Romains, but hee 
ſaid, ff was an vnſemely matter, that the Greekes beyng 
vanquſſhed by his pzedeceſſozs Philip and Alexander, and 
ſu bdued vnder the yoke of þ Empire of Macedone,thould 
like conquerszs pꝛeſcribe him articles of peace, and not 
rather be dztnento a ſtrait actompt fo2 their diſobediens, 
oꝛ euer they ought to chalenge anp lfverfy. Peuerthel es 
at length by much entreataunce, they granted him true 
fo2 ii. monethes, that the peace which could not be agrerd 
vpon in Macedone, mighte be requeſted of the Senate at 
Rome. The ſame peare, betwene the Jlands ol Therame- 
ne t Theraſia, in the mid way betweene both ſhoꝛes, ther 
was a great earthquake in the ſea. By meanes ofp which 
(to the great admiration ofſach as ſailed that way) ſodain 
ly out of the depe, floted vp an Jlad with hot waters. And 
in Aſia the very ſame dap another earthquake ſhaked the 
Rhodes and many other cities, thzowingdowne the hou - 
les and buildings, wherof ſome wer [walowed vp whole. 
At the which wander all men were ſoꝛe afrald, the ſonth 
ſavers pꝛopheſied that the Komaine Empire then begyn- 
ning to ſpzing vp, ſhulddenour thold Empire of the Gre- 
kes and Macedones. Jn the meane ſeaſon, the peace was 
retetted by the Senat, wherbport Philip ſollicited the ty- 
rant Nabis to take his part agaypnſt the Romatnes: and ſo 
whe he had bꝛought his hol into the field e hys enemyes 
were ſtanding in oꝛder of battel agaynſt him, he began to 
encourage his men, reherſing howe the Macedones had 

con 
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conquered the Perſians, the Bactrians, the Indians,and too 

be ſhozt all Aſia enen to the vttermoſt bozder of the Call. 


Sapinge that ſo muche moꝛe fo:ce and courage ought to 


thing of greater pꝛice than dominfon. 
Flaminus alſo the Romain Conſull,fn lpke manner en- 
couraged his men to the encounter, by puttynge them in 
rememberaunce of the thinges atchleued latelpe befo2e. 
She wing them howe on the one ſide Carthage and Sicill 
were conquered,and on the other ſide Italy and Spaine re- 
couered by the pzoweſſe and putſſance of the Romaines, 
and that Hanniball was nothynge inferfoure fo great A- 
lexander,after whoſe expulſyng out of Italy, they had ſub- 
dued Affricke the third part of the woꝛlo. And pet the Ma. 
cedones wer not to be eſtmeo by the auncient renowme 
of their pzedeceſoures, but accozdyng too the power and 
ffrength that they wer of af that pꝛeſent. Foz they ſhould 
not encounter with greate Alexander who was repoz - 
fed to be inufnctble,noz with his armpe that conquered al 
the Eaſt, but with Philip a child yet ſkarce come to yeres 
of diſcretion, who had much a do fo defende his kyngdome 
againſt his next neyghboures,and with thoſe Macedones 
whyche but enen thother daye almoſte were ſpolled and 
led awape pꝛiſoners by the Dardanians, and wer able too 
talke of nothynge ſaue the renoumed actes of their ance- 
ſfoars, wheras the Romaines might wozthelp repozt the 
dedes done by them ſelues and theyz ſouldiours. Fo2 it 
was none other hoſte that had ſubdued Hanniball and the 
Carthaginenſes, and almoſte all the Meſt, than the verye 
ſame ſouldiers whom he had ther ſtandyng in battel rap, 
With thefe encouragementes the mpnds of both armies 
bepng enflamed, ran kierſlpe too the encounter the one 
part gloꝛying in the Empire of the Caſt, the other in the-

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Antiochus hauyng intelligence therof , anſwered that he 
was not as yet ſo vtterly vanquiſhed that her ſhould ſul - 
fer hymſelf to bee ſpopled of hys kyngdom, ſaping that it 
was the nert wape to pꝛouoke him to warre, rather than 
to allure hym too. peace, In the meane tyme that the 
warre was in pꝛeparpng on bothe ſides, the Komatnes 
enteryng into Alia tame to Troy wher was great reiop⸗ 
cement betwene the Troyancs and the Nomaines, the 
T roianes declarynge howe Eneas and thother Captaines 
came from them, and the Romaines vauntpnge them ſel- 
ues too ber deſtended of them. And there was as great 
reioptement bet wene bothe partes, as there is wont too 
be at the metynge ot the parentes and their chyldzen, af- 
ter longe beyng a ſonder . It dyd the Troianes good, that 
their linage haupnge conquered the welt and ſubdued 
Affricke, dyd now chalenge theptre of Aſia alſo, as they 
auncient inheritaunte and the ryghtfull poſteſſid of theyꝛ 
lozefathers: ſapinge it was good foztune foo Troy that 
it was deſtrayed, conſideryng howe luckelye it hadde ri⸗ 
ſen againe On the other ſpde, the Romaines had an vn⸗ 
meaſurable deſire, too ſ the houſes of thepʒ aunceſtrpe, 
and the places where theyz fozefathers were bꝛead and 
bone, with the Temples and Images of their Godves. 

Uhen the Romaines were departed from Troy, kynge 
Eumenes met them with a nomber ol men to ayde them

Cities to the Senate of Rome, euery man was dilmiller 
into his owne countrie.

When this was ones noti⸗ 
ped. they were in (ach a rage. that like mad men, they kil⸗ 
led al the fozrefn people wythin the Realme. Nes and they 
had done as much to the Nomaine Ambaſſadours alſo, if 
they had not had intelligens ofthe hurly burly; and ſhif- 
ted foz themſelnes by flight. Aſſone as tydinges here of 
came to Rome,fozwith the Senate appointed Mummius 
the Conſull to make warre againſt the Acheans. Who 
without further delay, conueinge thither his armye,and 
hauing ſtoutly pzoutdedfoz all thinges befozehand,offe- 
red his ennempes battaile But the Acheans(as thaughe 
they had take a matter of no fmpoztance in hande by ma- 
king warre againſt the Romaines were vtterlp careleſe 
t layd fo2 nothing.

but alſo by meanes of ouer much pamperinge vp of htm 
ſelfe, became in maner vopde of that reaſon whichought 
to be in man. Beyng therfoze dꝛiuen out ot his kingdom, 
bee fled to Alexandria; ta Ptolomye his ponger bꝛother, 
with whom he parted his kingdom, and ſo they ſent Am- 
baſſadours.foyntlye together to the Senate of Rome, re⸗ 
queſting helpe by vertue of the league that was bet weren 
them.

There was at the fame tyme, one Tygrancs * 
kyngof Armenia, kept in hoſtage not long befoze by the nes is made 
Parthians, and now lately remitted by them into hys fa · kyng ot Cap 
thers kyngdome Hym dyd Mythridates touet, to allure to 9320-14. 
take his part in the warres, that he had ol long time pur- 
poſed agaynſt the Romaynes. Wherefoze by the meanes 
of Gordius he perſwaded him(as one that knew not what ,,,...... 
it was to diſpleaſe the Romapnes) to make warre bppon reconcrety 
Ariobarzanes who was a very coward. And to thentent it Cappadocias 
ſhoulde not ſeme, he dyd it foz anye cautele oz pollicye, he 
gaue him his daughter Cleopatra in mariage. At the fpꝛſt 
commyng of Tygranes, Ariobarzanes tonueping awape 
al his ſtuſte. gat him freight to Rome:and ſo by the mea 
nes of Tygranes, Cappadocia was againe vnder the do- 
minion of Mythridates . Theſame time died Nycomedes 
whoſe ſon named Nicomedes alſo, being dꝛiuen out of his 
kingdom by Mythridates, reſozted to Rome foz ſuccoꝛ vpã 
whole humble ſute, it was decr&d by the Senat, that both 
he t Ariobarzanes ſhould be ſet in poſſeſſion of their kyng 
domes ageine. Foz the perfozmaunce whereof, Acquis 
Bus Manlius, and Malthinius, were ſent too bee Lieuete 
nauntes ofthe warre . Mythridates haupng knowledge Confederacy 
bereof, and entendiug to make warre with the Romains, betwene 93 
alted himſelfe with Tygranes. And it was couenaunted a dag 
betwirt them, that Mythridates ſhould hane fo2 his parte kynge of Fre 
the cyties and landes, and Tygranes ſhoulde haue foz bys menie. 
ſhare, the men and cattell, and what ſoeuer els was mo- 
neable.After this, Mythridates pertepuing what a warre 
he had taken in hand, ſent ont bis Ambaſladoure.ſome to Sas 
the Cymbrians, ſome too the Frenchegrekes , ſom? too follicited by 
too ß Sarmatians,and ſome tothe Baſtarnes. too requeſte BYythzidat as 
them of their apde and help. Foz all theſe Nactons had he — — 
allured a good while betoze, by ſhewyng them krendſ hype 
and pleaſure diuers wapes, euer ſpnce he fp; purpoſed 
warre againſt the Romayns. Moꝛeouer he rayſed an *

wen ot warte now there was no remedy but too goe thꝛough with the 
matter, and not to feare them. ea thunghe there were no 
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of menne in Scythia;and armed all the Eaſt àgapnſte ths 
Komapns. Jt was no great matferfozhym therefoze, tw 
overcome Aquilius and Malthine, haupnge none but the 
men of Aſia, about them After the diſcomtiture of whom 
and of Nicomedes, all the cytfcs were glad to ſeke hysfa- 
no2. There he found great plentte of gold and ſiluer, layd 
vp in ſtoꝛe by the kynges in tymes paſt, and much furnt- 
ture foz the wars. And (foz as much as thoſe thinges made 
greatly to his furtherance,)he releaſed the cyties all their 
dettes, as well publike as pꝛiuate, and exempted them 
trelpe krom all charges, as of the warres, ag of trp- 
butes and taxes foz fpue yeres ſpace . Then aſſembled he 
tis ſouldiours befozehim , and encouraged them with di- 
tiers ethoztactons to war ageinſt Romains, otherwyſe 
tald the wars of Aſia. The copt of whiche Oꝛacion Jhaue 
thought wozthfe to be put into this wozke (albeit J couet 
to be ſhoꝛt) in the ſame maner , as Pompeius Trogus hath 
indirectly ſet it fozth:becanſe be fyndeth fault with Liuie 
and Saluſt,foz putting Oꝛacions in their moꝛkes directly 
as they were ſpoke foʒ that by ſoodoyng they erceded the 
bounds of an hiſfezy. He ſaid he wold gladly haue wiched 
that he might haue confulted vpon this poynt. whither it 
wer better to haue war oz peace with the Komains: but 


hope of victozy at all. oʒ all men would dzaw their we⸗ 
pons vpon thenes, though not to defendthem ſelnes,yet 
to reuenge their deathes.1Butfoz as much as he purpoſed 
not to debste, whither it wer mete to be in quiet, (conſide· 
ring they wer nat onlpennemies in hart, but alſo had en- 
countered like enemies in opẽ field,) he wold fatne knowe 
by what meanes, and vpon what hope, they ſhould main 
tain the wars that they had begone Peuertheleſſe he had 
god hope of the victoꝛpe, if ſo bee it they had good hartes. 
That the Nomapnes might bee onercome , his ſouldſers 
that vanquiſhed Aquilius in Bythinia and Malthinius in

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Cappadocia knee as well as he. But if hee thoughte the 
eramples of other menne coulde mone them moe, than 
thepꝛ owne erperiens;he herd ſaye that Pyrrhur kynge of 
Eppꝛe. hauyng no mo but fiue thouſande Macedonrs in 
bis hoſt, vanqulſhed the Romatnes in thze pitched fleldes. 
He heardſaye that Hanniball by the ſpace of: rv. peares 
abode in Italy lyke a conquerour,and had taken the citye 
of Nome it ſelfe had not the pꝛeuy malice and evny of his 
alone country men, bin a greater hinderaunce too him, 
than the power ofthe Romapnes ; He herd lape that the 
Frenchmen inhabiting on the other ſide of the Alpes, en- 
tered into Italy. and there plated them ſelues in moſte of 
the welthieſt citpes of all the countrye, ſeiſpng into their 
poſſeſſton ſome what a larger ptece of ground eucry wap, 
than that which they had gotten in Aſia, koz all it is coun⸗ 
ted ſo meake and cowardip.Mozeouer that þ ſayd French 
: men had not only vanquiſhed the Komapnes, but alſata- 
F ken their city, in ſo muche that they left them no moꝛe in 
all the woꝛlde, but one hill from whence they were kapne 
to remone their ennemp, not by battel, but by raunſome 
Che whiche Frenchemen (whole name had al wapes bin 
fo terrible to the Komatnes) be had to ſtrenghten him in 
his hoſt. Foz there was no differece bet we ne the French⸗ 
men that inhabit Aſia, andthe Frenchemen that inhabit 
Italy, but onelp the diſtance of their dwellings alunder. 
As foi their oꝛiginall, their pꝛoweſſe, and their maner of 
fetghtyng was all one, ſaupng that theſe in Aſia muſte 
nedes be ol ſo much moze pollicie and witte, as they haue 
com a moze long t tedious iourney thzough Sclauony and 
Fhrace,bepng a karre papnfuller matter too make them⸗ 
lelues waye through thoſe countries, than to place them 
— in habit. 
Furthermoze he herd laye that Italye t ſelfe was nes 
ver yet welt pleaſed with Rome, ſence it was fpꝛſte bupl- 
ded. but that tontinuallp from pere to pere. inceſſant war 


had ben made, by ſome foz thepʒ libertie, and by other * 
03 
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foz the ryght of thempp2e:in ſomuch that (by repozt) ma- 
ny cytes of Italy,hadde vtterite deſtroped the Komapne 

Armies by the (wozde,and ſome with anew kynde of res 

pꝛoche had compelled them ſhamefullpe to crepe vnder a 

yoke. And leaſt he myght ſeme too make long tarians in 

matters of old tyme, euen the very ſame pꝛeſent, all Italy 

was ryſen to warre fopntlye togyther with the Marſes, 

not to demaund lpbertie, but Societie in Themppꝛe, and 

in the Citte it ſelf. Aepther was the Citie appꝛeſſed moze 

by the warres of their neighbours in Italyc , than by the 

pattakynge of her owne noblemen at home : ſoo that the 
>Cufll warres wcre farre moze dangerous, than the fozs 
ren werres of Italye Beſydes that, the Cymbrians that 
vnmeaſurable,and hewge rable ot ſauage and vnmerci- 
ful caſcalles, were ſwarmed oute of Germanic, and ouer - 
khelned all Italye lyke a ſtoꝛme. Of all. whyche fozna- 
med nations, although the Romayns mpght perchaunce 
be able to withſtande the bzunt one after an other, pet by 
all at once,they muſt nedes be oppzeſſed:and that ſo ſone, 
that they ſhoulde haue no leaſure at all, tao thinke vppon 
bys warres: wherfoze actaſiou ought too be taken, when 
it was offered, and goad hold ought to he taped, with ſpede 
bppon the increaſment of their ſtrength, leaſt if they now 
ſate ill, whiles thother were buſie and had their handes 
full, anone after they haue myght baue moze a doe with 
them when they were in quiet, and had nothyng elles too 
dooe, Foz it was not in queſtion, whither warre onght 
too be made oꝛ na, but whither it onght too b done. tos 
their owne behofe,oz to. the behofe of the Komaynes. 
Foz the warres were begonne betwene hym and them, 
from the time that they take from him in his nonage the 
leffer Phrygia, whych they had gynen vnto bis father, in 
reward, loꝛ aydyng them in the battell agaynſte Ariſto- 
nicus: the which countrie Seleucus Callinicus alſo had gy⸗ 
nen in dourie with bis daughter too his great graund ta. 


ther Mythridates what ſhald a man ſaye to that they com. 
maunded 
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maunded bim fo depart oute of Paphlagonia ? was it not 
an other kynde ofdefpannce:UWhyche realme fell tos hys 
kather, not by fozce of armes, noʒ by coqueſt, but by adop- 
tion and Legacie of {aſte will and teſtament, but by the 
death of therightful kynges, and ſo conſequentlp by law- 
full inhoritaunce: wheras nenertheleſſe , all his humble 
obedlence to their bitter decrees, coulde not one whit mi 
tigate them, but rather was an occaſion that they bare 
themlelkes moze cruelly agapnſt hym foz what ſubmiſ⸗ 
ſion could they deuiſe. but he vſed it to wardes them 7 dyd 
be not let goo Phrigia and Paphlagonia 2 dyd he not with 
dꝛawe his ſonne out of Cappadocia, whych he had conque⸗ 
red, and therekoꝛe was hys by the lawe of armes: and pet 
his conqueſt was taken out ot his hande, by them whyche 
haue nothynge of their owne, but that whyche thep holde 
by the ſwoꝛde;: yd he not fo2 their pleaſare kyll Creſton, 
kyng of Bythinia, agaynſt whome the Senate hadde pꝛo- 
clapmed warre?and pet not withſtandynge what ſoo euer 
Gordius o Tygranes hath doone, was imputed altogy- 
tber to hym Moꝛeouer in deſpight of him, the Senate had 
of their owne voluntarie will, ſet Cappadocia at lyberty, 
which thyng they themſelfes had taken from other Na- 
tions. After warde when the people of Cappadocia , thans 
kyng the fo: their ipbertte, ſued to haue Gordius to theic 
kyng, it might not be granted, and that foz none otherioc⸗ 
caſion.but bycanſe he was counted his frende. Nicome- 
des at their commaundement, made warre vppon bym, 
and bycauſe he coulde not be regenged vppon hym as her 
would, they themletfes toke the matter in hande. TUher⸗ 
bppon partly grew thoccaſion of his warres wyth them, 
namely becauſe he woulde not ſytte ſtpll lpke aq cowarde, 
and ſuffer that dauncyng Damoſelles fonne Nycomedcs, 
to teare him in peces at his pleaſure. Foz it was not the 
kaultes ot᷑ kyngee, that they wer offended with, oz ſought 
to redꝛeſſe but with tbeire power and Paieſtie whyche 
they ſonght to ſuppꝛelle. Whythe cautell they dyd not 
vſe 
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vſe agaynſt himonely,but againſte all other kynges. Af 
ter the ſame maner,his graundfather Pharnax;by right 
ol kynred, appoynted as heyze and ſucceſſo2 to. Eumenes 
kyng of Pergamus and agapn, Eumenes htmſelf,in whoſe 
typpes they were fy2ſt bzought over into Aſia, by the 
helpe of whole menne of warre,moze than by their owne 
putſſaunce Fy2zlt they conquered the greate Antiochus , 4 
the Frenchmen tn Aſia, and anone after kynge Perſes in 
Macedone,thep bttered as an ennemie, fozbiddyng him 
to come within Italy;ano(whtch they thought they mpght 
not doe to hym foz ſhame)made warre vpon his (one Ari - 
ſtonicus. Ther was neuer any that deferuedmoze at their 
hande, oꝛ that had done moze foz thẽ, than Maſſiniſſa kyng 
of Numidie. To him thep imputed the ouercommpng of. 
Hanniball, him they thanked foꝛ the takpng of Syphax, to 
him they imputed the deſtroyinge of Carthage : hym they 
regiſtred among the two Affricanes, as the thyꝛde pzeſer- 
uer ot their Cytie:and pet with the lame mans nephew. 
they euen this other day had made warre in Affriclce, ſoo 
deadly cruell, that after they hadde vanquiſhed him, they 
could not fynde in their harts foz hys graund fathers ſake 
to pardon him, but that they empꝛiſoned him, and led him 
thzongh the Cytie in maner ol Triumphe and made hym 
a gazyng ſtock ta all the wozld. Thus had they made a law 
to themſelues, to beare continuall hatred agaynſt al kyn⸗ 
ges, verely, bycauſe they had ſuch kyngs themſelles, whõ 
they may be aſhamed to heare ſpoken of, that is to ſap,ey- 
ther ſhepeherdes of Thaborigines, oz ſonthſapers ot᷑ the 
Sabynes,62 outlawes of Corynthe,oz els( which is the ho- 
noꝛableſt name that euer was among them)pzowd: men, 
and(as thepthemſelnes repozte) ſuch founders as a wolfe 
gaue ſucke toꝛ which may well be, in that all the ofſp2yng- 
of that people haue wolues hartes. vnſatiable ot blod, gre 
die of Dominlon, and raueners of riches: whereas hym / 
ſelt fo2 his owne perſon (if compariſon ſhould be made be. 
twenehim and the,as fonchpnge nobilitte) was FIG

famous lynage, than that ragged heape ofraſcalles. Foz 
her did fetch his pedegree;on the fathers ſpde from Cyrus 
and Darius the fir ſt founders of the onarchie of the Per⸗ 
ſians: and on the moothers ſive from greate Alexander, 
frome Nicanorand Seleucus the firſte founders of Thent- 
pire of Macedone,o; if he ſhould compare his people with 
theirs, he ſaid hee was ruler of thoſe Nations, which not 


F only are able to match the Romaine Empire, but had alſo 


withſtede the Emppze of Macedone, Foz there was none 
ok the nations, ot whom hee was Kuler, that had bin ſub- 
dued vnder fozretn Pꝛinces, oz that euer ſubmittedthem 
ſelues to ànp king, but it her were ok theic owne country, 
choſe whether they woulde name Cappadocia oz Paphla- 
gonia, again Pontus vz Bythinia, Armenia the greater, 02 
Armenia the leſſe, ot᷑ which countries neither Alexander 
(euen her that conquered all Aſia) noz anye of his ſucteſ- 
ſours oz poſteritpener touched any. As foz Scithia, there 
were neuer but two kinges befoze him, namely Darius t 
Philip, that durſt ſo muchas enter into it, who beinge not 
able to make any conqueſt, had much a do to winde them⸗ 
ſelues out agayne with their liues, from whence ber har 
à great parte of his ſtrength againſt the Romaines. 
Wherfoze h& had moꝛe cauſe to bee afrayed when her en⸗ 
tred into the warres of Pontus, at ſuch time us hee himſelt 
was but a ponge nouice and a freſhwater ſouldtour . Foꝛ 
the Scythians, beſides that thep be well harneſſed, and wel 
harten, are a!ſo fenſed, epther with deſertes 4 waſt groũ; 
dis detils with cola, whiche bidde the ſouldiours loke fo 
great trauell and perill: amonge whiche deſtreſles, there 
was not Amoſt anpe hope of rewarde to be gotten of the 
wandering ennemy, which had not onelpe no money, but 
alſo not ſo much as a houſe, to hyde his head in. But now 
hee was entered into a farre other kind of warfare. Foz 
neyther was the avze moꝛe temperate in all the world the 
in Aſia noi the ſpole mozefertple, noꝛ moꝛe plentye of 
ye and pleaſaunt Cities:ſoe that they ſhoulde ſpence . 
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greate parte ofthe time, not as in warfare,but as in tea. 
fing:and it was to be doubted, whither the warre ſhoulo 
bee moꝛe caſie oꝛ pꝛofitable. whether they aduenture vpõ 
the riches of the kiugdome of Attalus next vnto them. oz 
vppon Lydia and Ionia ſo greatly renoumedfoz their ry⸗ 
chelle fn alde time, whlche they ſhoulde not nerde to go to 
fight foꝛ, but to ga ta take poſleſſion of; Foz Aſia was ſoe 
deſirous of their comminge, that ſhee called and cryed to 
them a loude to make ſpeede, Do greate a hatred towards 
the Komanes, had the grædy rauenouſneſle of their Pꝛo⸗ 
| conſulles,the polling andſhauing of their tolle gatherers 
| the wꝛongkull dealinge tn (utes and confrauerſies in the 
lawe of their officers, roted in the hartes of thepm all, 
Wherfoze het willed them to do no moze. but follawe him 
manfully, and poader with themſelues what ſo great an 
army might be able to doe, hauing ſuch a Captapne as her 
was, who they themlelues had ſcene, without the helpe of 
any of his ſouldiours, by his owne induſtrie onelpe, (lea 
the king of Cappadocia,and ſeyze bis kingdome: who ons 
ly of all the men that euer liued , conquered all the couns 
tries boꝛderinge vpon the ſea of Pontus and Scythia alſo, 
whiche befoze this time no man coulde trauell thzoughe, 
no no2 go vnto in ſauftie. as foꝛ his owne Juſtice and li- 
r beralitie, hee woulde not refuſe that his ſouldiers whiche 
ET - bad had ſufficlent triall eerperience of them, ſhould bears 
Ut: witneſſe tothe ſame, as of the which theſe wer manifeſt 
Þ RR tokens, that he only ot all kinges enfoyed, not onelye the

Cytie)cauſed all ſuche as fauozed the childe to bee put to 
death . The childe himſelf alſo, he ſlew in his mothers ar⸗ 
mes, the verpe ſame dap that hee maricd hir, in the myd⸗ 
des of all che feaſtinge and ſolemne ceremontes of wed⸗ 
locke.

When he came befoze the kinge, Calli- 

mander was not onely pardoned. but alſo hi ghlye re war⸗ J'*camplr 
ded fo2 his faithfulneſſe towards his maſter, Bat Deme- avarbaroys 
trius witha great rebuke was ſent again to his wife into Pꝛince. 
Hyrcanie , and there kept moꝛe ſtraightly then he was be- 

foze. Jn pꝛoceſſe of time when it was thought, hoe woulde 

haue tarped foz his childꝛẽs ſake that he had by his wyfe: 
accompanted i ith his fo:ſato frind, he ſtale away again. 

But euen with like felicity as befoꝛe, he was appzehtbed, Demetrine 
nere vnto the boꝛders ot his owne kingdome and beynge 3 2 
bꝛought backe againe vnto the kinge, was tommaunded tyme, and 
ont ot his preſence in great diſpleaſure.

T he xxxviti, Booſe 
of anp mercy naturallp engraffed in that nacio, oꝛ in ret / 
pecte.of aliance and affinitye;but bicauſe they coueted the 
k ingdome of Syria entending to vie Demetrius as an in- 
ſtrument againſt his bother Antiochus,accozding as ey- 
ther the matter, the time, oꝛ the chaunce of the wat ſhold 
require, Antiochus hear ing therof, thought by wiſedome 
ta pꝛeuent the warre,and therupon led his hoſt ( whych he 
had hardened thzongh many viages and battelles againſt 
his neighbours) againſt the Parthians, But he made pze- 
para:ton as muche foz ryot;as foz warre. Foz wheras hee 
had eight hundzed thouſande menof warre, there were e- 
uermoꝛe, thꝛe hundzed thouſand others that followed the 
hoſt. ot which the moſt part wer Cokes, bakers and min⸗ 
ſtrels, and players of enterludes.Surelp of golde a ſiluer 
there was fo great abundance, that euen the comon ſoul- 
diours ware their hoſen enbzopdered with gold, and trode 
vnder their karte the metal, foz loue ot which other people 
were wont to fight and kill one another. Mozeouer all the 
furniture of his kitchins were of cle ane ſiluer, as though. 
they had gone to banqueting and not to battell. At Antio- 
chus firſt coming, many kinges of the Cat met him, and 
pelded themſelues and their kingdome vnto him, vtterlp 
dete ſting the pꝛide of the Parthians. It was not long ere it 
came to thencounter. Autiochus getting thupper hand in 
thꝛer fought fields, and therups winning Babylon by foꝛce 
began to be counted great. By meanes wherof all conn- 
tries reuolted ſoe faſt vnto him that the Parthians had no- 
thinge left the pm, moꝛe then the bare ſople of their owne 
Realme of Parthia, Then Prahartes ſent Demetrius inte. 
Syria, with an hoſt of Parthians to iuuade the kingdome, 
to thintent that by that pol/icy, Antiochus might bee en 
foꝛced to withdzawhimleife out of Parthia, to the defence 
of his owne Nealme. In the meane while becauſe her 
could not ouercom Antiochus by fo:ce,he ſought meanes 
to ſurpꝛiſe him by poll icy. Antiochus-by reaſo he had ſuch 
a multitude, de ſperſed al his army inta the Cities, duting 
tht 
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the winter ſeaſon, which thing was his vtter vudopnge. 
Foz the Cities fœlinge themſelues grœued with viday⸗ —— 
ling of his hoſt, and alſo with the iniurious demeanoz of Þ gang Antie⸗ 
ſouldiers, renolted again to the Parthians, and on a dape chus. 
appointed fo; the nones all at one time by trapterous co» 
ſpiracy ſet vpponthe hoſt, as it Las deuided among them 
ſcuerallte, to thentent they ſhoulde not be able to reſcowe 
one another, when tydings hereok came to Antiochus, hee 
allembled ſuch as wintered with him, and wet to reſcow 
them that were nereſt. But in his wape her met with the 
king of Parthians, againſt whom he fought moze valiant- __ 
iy htmlelf,then did dis hock. Notwithſtanding at the laſt J f. n ot 
(fozaſmuch his enemies wer ol moze fozce and courage) 
bis men foz feare fozſoke him, andſo he was llaine. Foz 
whom Phrahartes made aropall herce, and kept funeralls 
after the manerof Pzinces, and mozeoner beynge taken 
in loue with the daughter of Demetrius, whom Antiochus 
had bꝛoughte with him, hee toke hir to wyfe Then it

And the Syrians cared not who were theyꝛ kinge, ſoe they 
might ber deltuered from the pzide of Demetrius. So the 
yonge man was pꝛoclaymed by the name of Alexander, x 
great ſutcoꝛ was ſent to him out of Egipt. In the meane 
whyle the body of Antiochus ſlayn by the king of Parthia, 
was ſente into Syria in acoffin of ſpluer to be& burped, 
wohych was receyued with great ſolemnity by the Cyties, 
but chielly by Alexander himſelf, to thentent to make me 
creditey tale, that hee was adopted ta bee his hepꝛe. The 
which hie doinge, wan him much fauoz of the commonale. 
tp.all men thinking no leſſe, but that he mente god fapth 
withoute diſſimulacion, in his ſozowfull mourninge. De⸗ 
metrius, being vanquiſhed by Alexander, and enupꝛoned 
on all ſpdes with vnauoydable daungers was at the laſt 
fo:ſaken ot his owne wife and childzen. Being therfoze 
teft deſolate ſauing a fewe ſeruauntes, as he was purpo- 
ſed to haue fled to the Temple ol Tyrus, there to regiſt re 
himſelf as a ſaintuarpe man, it perthaunce the reuerence 
of the place might ſaue his life, when he went ont to lad.

But As 
thorrtie. ſexander the vſurper of the kingdome of Syria, being puf- 


fed vp with continual ſucceſſe in his affayzes, beganne of 


ot touerany {neſted in that kingdome. 

Ptolomie therfoze reconciting btmſelfe to his ſiſter, ende⸗ 
uoꝛed by al the meancs he could deuiſe.to depoſe Alexan- 
der frohis Kopaltie,the which he had obtetned by his helpe 
foz hatred that hee bare towardes Demetrius, Whervppd 
he ſent apd to Gripho into Greece, and his daughter Gri- 
phin alis to bee his wife, to thentent he might pꝛocure ths 
people to helpe his nephew. not only by confederacy, but 
alſo by aliance of affinitie. And the matter came ſo to paſſe 
in dede. Foꝛ after the time they perceyued , that Gripho 
was ſuppoꝛted with the power of Egipt they began by li⸗ 
tle and litle toxenolt,ouerychone from Alexander. After- 
ward there was a battaile fought bet wen them, in which 

Alexander be inge put to the wozſe, fled vnto Antioche. 
Cher foꝛ wit of monep, hauing not wherwith to pay his 
ſouldiers their wages, he tommaunded aſigne of victo⸗ 
ry of Malie gold to be taken out of the Te ple of Jupiter, 
colozinge his ſacriledge with a pleaſaunt (coffe: Foz hee 
ſatd that Juppiter had lent him victoꝛve. Mithin a fews 
dapes after, when hee had giuen tommaundement pziue⸗ 
Ip, to pull out ofthe Temple the Image of Jnpiter made 
of cleane golde, of an vnknowen weight, and that beyng 
taken in doynge of the deede, he was put to flight by the 
multitude that tame to the reſkewe , hee was oppzeſſed 
by the violence ot a tempeſt. and foꝛſaken of his owne me 
and taken by theues, and bꝛought vnto Gripho, and ther 
put to death. Furthermoze Griphohauing reconered his 
ſathers kingdome, and beynge deliuered from outwarde 
daungers, waz aſſaultedby the treaſon of his — 
ther 
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ther: whoe beyng inflamed with deſire of ſouerainty ,af-. _ 
ter che bad betrayed hir huſband Demetrius, and killed hir Che duee⸗ 
ther ſonne,foz ſpight and malice that hir authozity ſhold crijc>ge and 
be diminiſhed by the ticozy ofthis hir other ſonne, ſhe of- vlurpco au⸗ 
tered him a cup of poiſon, as he came from his paſtyme. rr. 
But Gripho hautng intelligence of his mothers treaſon, 
(as thoughe hee had ſtriued with hir fozcurteſye)deſiced —— 6 
hir to dzinke to him, whych thing vppon hir refuſall, hee 
requeſted moze earneſtly, At the length bꝛinging koꝛth p 
authoz of the repozte, he laive the matter to hir charge at⸗ 
firming he would admit none other excuſe of hir offence, 
but if ſhe would dztnke the ſame hirſelfe that ſher had pꝛo Thc death of 
fered to him. The Nucene beynge by this meanes convics the Queene 
ted of hir miſchieuous intent, by recepuing the potſon hir 
ſelfe that ſhe had pzepared foz hir ſonne, was depꝛiued of 
bir life. Gripho hautng thus bꝛaught his Kealme in quiet 
neſſe,not onlye liued himſelfe at hartes eaſe, but alſo go- 
uerned his kingdome in tranquilitp, by the ſpace of eight 
peares after: The which Terme being expired, ther acoſe 
an ennempe to his kingdome, namelye his owne bzother 
Cyricenus, bozne by his owne mother, but begotten by 
his vncle Antiochus, Whom Whiles he went about to rid — 1 
out of the way by poyſoning, hee ſtyꝛred him the ſoner to ung of egipt 
contend with him foz the kingdome. Amonge theſe mur 
derly dilco2ds of the Kealme of Syria,dyed Ptolomic king 
of Egipt, leauing the kingdome to his wife and one of his 
ſonnes, which ſoeuer ſhe would choſe, as though the ſtate 
of Egipt ſhoulde be in better quiet then the Realme of Si. In brequail 
ria, when the mother by choſingethe.one of hir ſonnes, — ofa 
ſhould make thother hir ennemy .

and gaue him to thother . Cleopatra beyng not ſoe muche 
put away by hir hulbande, as by violent diuozce ſeperated 
from him by meanes of hir mother, was maried to Cyri- 
cenus in Syria, And to thentent ſhe woulde not ſerme to 
haue bzought nothing elles vnto him moze then the bare 
name of wyfe, ſhee rapſed an hoſt ol men in Cyprus, and 
bzought it to hir huſband foz hir doury. 

Cyricenus bepng no w made as ſtronge as his bzother, 
encountred with him in open fyelde, where beynge van⸗ 
quiſhed and put to flyght hee came vnto Antioche, Then 
Gripho beſeged Antioche, wher Cleopatra the wife of Ci- 

Yarre be= ricenus lap, At the takinge whercof, Griphin the wyfe of 
twene Gry- Gripho, toke care fo; nothing ſo much. as to fynd out hir 
Pac: filter Cleopatra: not to ſaue bir oute of captiuitte, but to 
rycenus, thintent ſhe ſhould not eſcape the miſeries of capttuitte £ 
A cruel! Uſter Betauſe (as ſhe thought) in diſdanye of hir eſtate, che hav 
entred foꝛciblie into that kingdometneſpectallye , and by 
mary inge hir ſelfe to hir ſiſters ennempe, had made hir- 
ſelke an ennempe to hir. Alledginge againft hir moze o⸗ 
uer, that ſher had raiſed fozren po wers againſt hir bzother 
and maried hirſelfe agapnſt hir mothers wi', oute of the 
Realme of Egipt: On the contrary part, Gripho beſought 
| dir, th t ſhe would not conſtrapne him. to comit ſo ſt ame⸗ 
The viſ®"- ful an acte Foz it was neuer hard, that anye of his aunce- 
phug from þ ſtours amonge fo many ciuill, and ſoe manye outwarde 
crucity, warres,did after the vicozy erted cruelty againſt wome, 
which foz weakneſſe of their nature, had ruer bin exemp- 
ted, both from daunger of warres, and alſo from the cru- 
elty of the conquerozs. 

And now in this caſe beſpdes the lawes of armes, there 
was alſo the bond of aliagce,to withhold him from doinge 
ſuch a wickedueſſe. Fo2 on thone lyde, ſhee was hir owne 
ſiſter whoſe bloud ſhe ſought ſo crusllye and on the other 
ſyde, ſhe was his couſpne Germapne, pea and mozeoner 
Q>& was aunte to the chtldzen of them both.

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lydes all thoſe bondes of kinred and aliaunce, hee ſuper- 
ſticiouſly alledged, that it was not lawfullto violate the 
Temple, in wh iche ſhe had hyd hirſelfe and lohich a had 
taken foz (auegarda of hix lite, but that the Coddes with 
fo much the moze humilitp and deuocion ought to be re · 
uerenced on his part as by their great mercp and fauour, 
be had gotten the viaozy at that time ouer his enemies. 
Foz neither by killing hir, could he any thinge abate the 
ſtrength of Cyricenus, nepther by pꝛeſeruing bir like any 
thingenereaſe his power.

It was not lög 
after that, but Cyricenus encauntred again with hys bꝛo⸗ Cr of 
ther where gettinge thupper hand, hee toke Griphin the g 
wife of Gripho pꝛiſoner, whoe lately had put hir ſiſter to Pl 
death: with execution of whom; hee didſacrifiſe to his wi ag dhe brd ure 
nes Ghoſt. But in Egipt, Cleopatra beynge grieued that metc, is mcts 
hir ſon Ptolomy, ſhould be partener with hir in the king 2 n 
dome, incenſed the people againſte him, and hauinge ta af Egg ba 
uinge taken his wyke Seleuce aſwape from him, (whyche poſeth one ot 
was ſo much moꝛe griefe to him, becauſe he hadt wo lon berg os , 
nes by hir) banniched him the Kealme: ſendinge ſoz bir, other. 
ponger ſonne Alexander, whom ſhe crowned king in his 
b:others ſtead. And yet beynge not contented to haue ba 
niched hir ſonne, ſhee purſued him with battell, where he 
kept as a banniihed man in Cyprus. Mhen he had dꝛiuen

Albeit to ſape the truth : Ptolomye departed 
dut of the Jland, rather becauſe hee was aſhamed to fight 
with his owne mother, then fo2 that he was not of power 
able to encounter hir Alexander therfoʒe dꝛeadynge this 
his mothers cruelty, depsrred his wape and left hir alone, 
deſiring rather to llue meanly in ſauegatd, than to reigne 
as a bing, al wayes in daunger of his lite . Cleopatra feu · 
ring leaſt Cyricenus ſhold helpe hir elder ſonne Ptolomie 
to retcuer the kingdome dl Egipt, ſent grtat aydeto Gri- 
pho, and hir danghter'Seleucc! to ber his wife,tothentenf, 
hee ſhould perſiſt enemp to hir fyꝛſt huſbande, as bee had 
bin befoze:and alſo ſhee ſente Ambaſſadours to hir ſonne 
Alexander to tall bim to the kingdome ag ayne Againſt 


thc nene of deſtructton, hee was by him pꝛeuented and put to death,

After the death of great Alexander, when the kyng Under hs 
domes of the eaſt were diuided amongeſt his ſucceſſours, — — 1 
There was none of the Macedones, that woulde vouche⸗ 
ſafe to take vppon him the kyngdome of Parthia. By mea- 
nes whereof it was committed too Stagenor a ſtrangers. 
that had ſerued Alexander in his warres. Theſe akter⸗ 
ward, when the Macedones fell to ciuill warre, with tho⸗ 
ther nacions of thupper Aſia, fooke part with Eumenes, 
after whoſe diſcomfifure they ſubmitted ſemſelues too 
Antigonus, After Antigonus, they were kept in lubiec- 
tion,firſte by Seleucus Nicanor, and afterward by Antio- ny 
chus and his ſucceſſozs, from whoſe greate graundchylve Pa rh re 
Seleucus, thep firſt of al reuolted, in the firſt war that was frft rebelicd 
betwene the Romayns and the Carthaginenſes, L.Mialius 
Piſo, and P, Attilius Regulus beyng Conſuls . The occa. 
fion that they eſcapedclere with this the ir rebellion, was 
the diſcoꝛde betwene the two bzothers, king Seleucus and 
kyng Antiochus: who were ſo earneſt to plucke the kyng- 
dome one from another, that they had no lepſur too pur⸗ 
ſcue the rebelles. 

The ſame tyme alſo rebelled one, called Theodotus, 
Etenetenaunt ofthe thouſande Cyties ofthe Bactrians, 
and pzoclaymed hymſelfe kynge.Whoſe enſample all the — can! 
reſpdewe of the people of the Tal enſewynge , renolfed 9garthia;. 
fro the Macedones. Ther was at the ſame tyme one Arſas 
ces, as of vnknowen lynage,ſo of appꝛoued actinify, This 
man beyng wonke to lyne vppon the ſpoyle and hearyng 
ſap that the Frenchmen had vanquiſhed Seleucus in Alta 
as one oute of feare of his Pꝛince, entered into Parthia 
with a bande of onflawes , and ſlew their Lieuetenaunt 
Andragoras,and vſurped the dominion of the countrte. 
It was not longe after, but he conquered the kyngdome 
of Hyrcanie alfo,and ſo beyng eſtabliſhed in the Empire 
of two Realmes, he leuied an huge hoſt foz feare of Scicu - 
cus, and Theodotus kynge of the Bactrians. But he was

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fone deliuered krome feare of Theodotus,fo2 he died;with 
whoſe ſanne called Theodotus alſo , he concluded a lea · 
que and continual peace. And within a while alter, he en- 
countred with Seleucus that came too ſubdewe the rebel- 
les, and ouercame him. The whychedape the Parthians 
haue euer ſythens kept holpe. with muche ſolemnitie , as

meth the com Aſia, Arſaces haupng thereby reſpite and opoztanitte, 
mon wcale ſette oꝛder in the publike weale of Parthia, muſtered ſoul 
of Parth1a. diers, builded foꝛtreſſes and holtes, ſtrengthened cytes, 
and alſo edikied a Cytie ne we oute of the grounde in the 
mountapne Thaboztene, whyche he named Dara.

The lame tyme lyke as Mythridates in Parthia, ſo Eucra⸗- — — 
tides in Bactria, both of them notable Pꝛinces, began their 
raygnes at once. But the Parthians had the happier foꝛ- 
tune. Foz thꝛough the pollitique gouernance ok their 
kynge, they aſppꝛed too the Souerapne pzeheminence of Eucratideg 
thempyze. Whereas the Bactrians beynge toſſed too and uuns of Bae 
fro with vncertapne foztune of the warres, loſte not one- * 
Ive their kyngdome, but alſo their lpbertie. Foz after the 
tyme they hadde weeried themſelkes with the continuall 
warres of the Sogdianes, Dranganitanes, and Indians, laſt 
of all as menne halfe dead, and oute of harte, they were 
ſubdued by the Parthians, whych were weaker than they, Z 
Pet notwithſtandynge Eucratides atcheued manpe bat⸗ _ 2 
telles with great pzoweſle , thzough the whyche beynge Encratides 
bꝛought lowe, when Demetrius kpng of Inde hadde beſe 
ged him, he hauyng no mo but thz& bundzed ſouldiours 
about him, by his tontinuall pflupng oute pꝛiuelpe, van⸗ 
quiſhed thzeſcozc thouſand of his enemies. Wherevppon 3, vnnatu⸗ 
bepng after fyue monethes ſtege enlarged agapne, her raii aud abho 


bꝛought Inde vnder his ſubiectton. From whente as hee . mur⸗

wardes alſo to Swyne. Finally when they not onely dyd 
him no harme, dut allo ſome of them gaue him ſucke,la!t 
of all he bad thzowe himtntothe ſea. Then as it were by 
the open and manifeſt pzoutdence of God, among the ra- 
gyng ſourges, and the wajlowpng waues, as though ke 
had bin caried in a ſhip and not inthe ſtreame, the calme 
ſea bare him vp aloft,and b2zought him ſoftlie to þ ſhoꝛe. 
By and by came a hynde and gaue him ſucke. Whervporr 
by kepyng companpe with his nourice, the childe became 
ercedyng (ſwift ol foote, and kept in the mountaynes and 
koꝛeſtes among the herdes of red dere as lwift ok fote as 
the wighteſt of them, At thelengthe bepng ouerthzowen 
in a tople x taken he was p:eſented fothekyng foꝛ a gift. 
Ther by reaſon of his ſtature # making, wherin be much 
reſembled the king, by certain markes that wer growen 
in the childe from his birth, the kpng knew him to he hys 
nephew. And bycauſe he hadde ſo wonderfullye eſcaped ſo 


manp perillous chaunces, he pzoclaypmed him hetre and Che doynges 
ſucceſſo; of his kyngdome . His name was called Habis, ot Vabis. 


who alter that he had taken the crowne vpon him, becam 
a Pꝛince of ſuch Paieſty.that men thought it was not foz 
nothing, that he was ſo pꝛeſerued by p pꝛouidence of God 
from ſo many perilles. Foz he firſt ozdepned la wes, foo 
kepe the ſanage people in god oꝛder and couerfacion one 
with another. He firſt taught them to bzeake oxen too the 
ploughe, and fo tyli t ſow the ground, he firſt(foꝛ tediouſ- 
neſſe of ſuchthynges as ke hadde (ſuffered himſelf) cauſed 
men to fozſakethetr beaſtly meates,e to fede vpon better. 
The chaunces of this man might ſeme to be but a fable;if 
the builders of Rome had not bin uouti hed by a wolke, x 
Cyrus kyng of Perſia nourithed of a bytche. This manne 

fo2bad the people all ſerniil orcupscions, and diuided the 

commons into ſeuen cities. After the death of Habis , the 

kyngdom remapned in his poTerity many hudzed wm 
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In another part of payn which conſifeth of Iſles, Ge · 
=Y S'02ye tion was kyng in whiche part there is io great plentie of 
cryen. (wete paſture, that onles thecattell were kept hungrye, 
and not ſufered to fede their fyll. their bellies wold bzuſt, 
In the ſame place were the cattell of Gerion (wherein at 
thoſe dapes mens ſubſtaunce did chiefly conſpſt) whyche 
wer of ſo great fame, that Hercules (allured with the rich · 
nes of the botie) came out of Aſiathither. Pozrouer Ge- 
nion was not triple as p fables repozt,butthze bzothers, 
which actoꝛded ſo frendly one with another. that it med 

as though one ſoule and one mynde ruled them all the. 
H2we the Neyther dydthep ofthepz owne motion make war vpon 
T arthigine - Hercules, But when they ſawe thetr tattell dꝛiuen awaye, 
ſcs obteyne d they fought with him foz the recouering of them. After 
0 that the kynges ceaſed in Spain, the Carthaginenſes fy2ſt 
__— toke vpon them the Dominiõ and rule of the contrie. Foz 
when the Gaditanrs, (being commaunded ſo too doe in a 

dꝛea ne) had bzought from Tyrus(out of the whiche Cytie 
the Carthaginenſes had alſo their beg vnnyng) the ſacred 
Ceremonies of Hercules into Spain, and there builded a 

Cytie: thꝛoughe the malice of the people of Spaine their 

1 nert nepbo2s,enuping thencreaſment of their newcitie, 
ginenſes in and thervpon infeſtyng the Gaditanes with warre , they 
Spatie, ſent totheir kenſmen the Carthaginenſes foz helpe: Who 
haupng ap2oſperous iournep, both defeded the Gaditanes 

from taking wzong, and alſo ſubdued the moze part of the 

tountrie vnder their dominion. Afterward alſo encoura⸗ 

ged by the foztunate ſucceſſe of their firſt viage they ſent 
Hamilcar,as graundcapitapne with a great hoſte too cons 

quer the whole Realme, Who haupng atcheued manpe 

hault enterpꝛiſes, whiles he followed his gag lucke with- 

out adutſement, was entrapped by a pollicp ahd ſlapne. 

In his roume was ſent his ſonne in law Haſdrubal, who 

alſo was llapn by a ſeruaunt of a Spanpard, in reuenge - 

ment ofhis Paiſtersdeathe, Hannibal! the ſonne of Ha. 

milcar, greater tha they both ſucceded in the C . 
03, 
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Foꝛ he lurmountyng the actes of them both;conquerd all 
Spapne. And then makyng warre agapnſt the Romans, 
he vered Italy with ſundꝛp llaughters, by the ſpace of ſir- 
ten peres togither. But in the meane ſeaſon Þ Romains, How the u 
fendyng the Scipios into Spayn, firſt dꝛa ue the Carthagis maynes > 
nenſes out of the countrie,and afferward had ſoꝛe warces quered ſpa ne 
with the Spanpardes themſelfes. Heuertheleſſe the coũ⸗ 
triesof Spayn coulde neuer be bzought vnder the poke of 
bondage, vntill that Ceſar Auguſtus bauynge conquered 
the whole wozlde , came ageinfte them with his 
victozious army, and bzinging thoſe Barba- 
rous and cruell people, to a moze ciuill 
trade of liuing by oꝛder of lawe, 
ſubſtituted a Licuete - 
naunt 
ouer them, lyke as was done in all 
other Pzoupnces of 
Themppe. 
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
